.30/06 cartridge, one with three shots, 
one with two (the one in the picture). 
The other required several as it was 
running away in the bush. 

I don’t profess to be an expert on 





African hunting after only one trip, but 
I feel positive that given the right op- 
portunity and conditions the .30/06 with 
either 150 or 180 gr. bullet is capable of 
killing any animal in Africa. I will ad- 
mit, however, that in an extreme emer- 
gency at close range the .375 or larger 
would be far safer. 

We came out with an almost complete 
bag of African game animals. Unfor- 
tunately we didn’t have the opportunity 
to try our guns on lion, but feel the 
.30/06 would perform equally well on 
them.—W. L. Morgan, Hermiston, Oreg. 


Cousins of the Deep 


I enjoyed George Heinold’s piece on 
Spanish mackerel fishing around the 
southern tip of Florida (‘Jet-Tailed 
| Scrapper’). However, I’ve fished that 
area every week for the past 40 years 
and have never seen a six-foot, 20-lb. 
| specimen such as he describes. 

There are two closely allied fish in 
this area, both of the genus Scombero- 
morus, which are gigantic in compari- 
son with a Spanish mackerel. These 
two big ones are the kingfish (Scom- 
beromorus regalis), and the silver cero 
(Scomberomorus cavalla). The king 
cero grows to be five or six feet in 
| length and attains a weight of 20 to 30 
| pounds. It has 17 dorsal spines, as does 
the Spanish mackerel.—D. A. Krause, 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla.

World Cartridges 


| Fete up a Shooters’ Problems 
item, I’ve had requests for a list of 
what I call “world cartridges’’—ones 
used all over the world, and obtainable 
most anywhere big game is shot. 

Let’s look at the calibers for which 
the Belgian firm of Mahillon, 208 rue 
Royale, Brussels, turns out rifles on 
Mauser actions. Since most Mahillon 
weapons are made for export, the outfit 
cannot make too many bum guesses. 
All the rifles, by the way, are imported 
into this country by International Am- 
munition Co., Box 1025, West Arcadia, 
Calif. 

Here’s the list: .250/3000 Savage, 7 x 
57 mm. Mauser, .270 Winchester, .30/06, 
.300 Magnum, 8 x 57 Mauser, 8 x 60 
Mauser, 9 x 57 Mauser, 9.3 x 62 Mauser, 
10.75 x 68 Mauser, .375 Magnum, .404 
Jeffery, and .416 Rigby. 

Three cartridges are of American ori- 
gin—.250/3000, .270, and .30/06. Four 
are British—.300 and .375 Holland & 
Holland Magnums, .404, and .416. All 
the rest are German, introduced by the 
great firm of Mauser. 

Of these 13 world cartridges, the 7 x 
57 was originally the military cartridge 
of Spain, and the 8 x 57 was the Ger- 
man military cartridge. Both have been 
adopted by other countries. The .30/06 
is the American army cartridge. 

Ballistics of the .250/3000, 7 x 57, 
.270, .30/06, 8 x 57, and .300 and .375 
Magnums, all loaded in the United 
States, are familiar. Most are for soft- 
skinned nondangerous game. 

Others aren’t so well known. As 
loaded in England, the 9 x 57 mm. Mau- 
ser drives a 245-gr. bullet at 2,150 feet 


per second with 2,515 foot pounds of 
energy. It is primarily a brush rifle 
with ballistics similar to those of the 
new .358 Winchester. 

The & x 60 Mauser is much like the 
8 x 57 but has a longer case and a bit 
more case capacity. A rifle in that cali- 
ber that I chronographed gave a 187-gr. 
bullet 2,650 f.p.s. at the muzzle. In 
power it’s like the .30/06. 

The 9.3 x 62 is on the order of 
our wildcat .35 Whelen, as its 285-gr. 
bullet travels at 2,175 f.p.s. This is a 
great favorite as an all-round rifle in 
Africa. 

The other calibers listed are for 
heavy, dangerous game. The _ .404 
Jeffery, also called the .404 Rimless 
Nitro Express, drives a 400-gr. bullet at 
2,125 f.p.s. with 4,010 foot pounds of 
energy at the muzzle, or a 300-gr. bullet 
at 2,625 with 4,595 foot pounds. The 
.416 Rigby gives a bullet of the same 
weight 2,300 f.p.s. with 4,702 foot 
pounds of energy. The .404 and the 
.416 are the favorite elephant cartridges 
of African hunters who don’t care for 
the heavy side-by-side double rifles. 

The 10.75 x 68 mm., also called the 
.423 Mauser, has a 347-gr. bullet, driven 
at 2,175 f.p.s. for 3,641 foot pounds of 
energy. In Africa it has been widely 
used for the biggest game, largely be- 
cause rifles for it used to be cheap. 
Many consider it too slow for plains 
game and not powerful enough for the 
big stuff. 

So this is a European slant on big- 
game cartridges. Maybe they aren’t the 
best in the world, but they are very 
widely used. 


Discontinued Winchesters 


he famous old Model 97 Winchester, 

the first really successful pump shot- 
gun, has been dropped from the Win- 
chester line after 60 years. A hammer 
gun, it was beloved by generations of 
duck hunters. 

Other Winchesters to hit the dust are 
the Model 24 double-barreled shotgun, 
the light bolt-action Model 43 rifle in 
.22 Hornet and .218 Bee, the semi-auto- 
matic Model 07 in .351 W.C.F. The 
Model 64 and the Model 64 deer rifle are 
likewise no more, but the old Model 94 
carbine is still going strong. The good 
Model 71 for the .348 W.C.F. has like- 
wise been discontinued. In the Model 70 
line the .257 has been dropped, and for 
a bolt-action caliber I understand the 
new .358 has fallen flat on its face. It 
may likewise be dropped.

HOW TO SPIN DRIFT 


ur small inboard dory wallowed 
QO gently in a light breeze close to 

swirls which marked a drop-off. 
I was handling the wheel while my 
companions, Mel and Dick, stood ready 
with spinning rods. It was May, a 
month when the blackfish of Long 
Island Sound bulge with roe. 

“Shall we start fishing?’’ Mel asked 
me. 

“Go ahead,’’ I nodded. 

They dropped light bottom rigs over- 
board, using halves of green crab for 
bait. When the rigs touched bottom, 
both men closed the bails of their spin- 
ning reels, and as the boat moved ahead 
slowly, the egg-shaped sinkers bounced 
along the rocky floor. At one point 
Mel’s hook nearly fetched up tight on 
weed, a difficulty he avoided by lower- 
ing his rod and sweeping it to the side. 

All at once Dick’s rod tip bent in a 
more pronounced curve. At first it looked 
like a bite, but we soon realized it was 
the pull of a sinker fully suspended. 

“Hold the boat steady, if you can,” 
Dick said, lifting his rod up and down. 
“I’m over a hole.” 

Half a dozen more feet of line paid 
out before Dick’s sinker thudded again. 
As he raised the rig a few inches, a 
series of light taps registered on the 
rod tip, but he held off striking, tensely 
waiting for the right instant. Then, 
when one of the taps became a pull, he 
struck—jabbing the hook again and 
again. 


fter the hook had found its mark, 
the fish plunged into rough-and- 
tumble action, tearing line out of the 
reel in a succession of short, slamming 
runs. Then he dived and stubbornly 
held his ground. 

Dick’s tackle strained until it looked 
as though the line would break, but he 
always eased off just before the danger 
point and pumped before the fish had a 
chance to recover. Finally, under the 
insistent whiplashes of the slender rod, 
the fish was lifted out of the hole and 
slowly to the top. 

“Drop your bait into that hole,’’ Dick 
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said to Mel. ‘‘There should be more fish 
in it.” 

Mel jumped at the chance, and soon 
his rod was straining under the tugs of 
a good fish. 

Meanwhile, Dick had brought a 9-lb. 
blackfish to the surface. ‘‘Man, what a 
fighter,” said Dick. “This blackfishing 
with spinning tackle is real sport. Why 
hasn’t someone told me about it be- 
fore?” 

“People are just beginning to catch 
on,” I said. “Many used to think spin 
tackle was too light for bottom work.” 

“I certainly didn’t find it so,” Dick re- 
plied. 

Dick and Mel were using outfits de- 
signed for such game as bluefish, school 
stripers, steelheads, bonefish, and jacks. 
Each of their stout, one-piece 7-ft. rods 
weighed slightly under 5 oz., and their 
middle-size ocean-model reels were filled 
with 10-lb.-test monofilament line. 

Spinning outfits such as these have 
many advantages for those who bottom 
fish. They have a responsiveness to 


light nibbles much like that of fly rods, 
an accuracy of control when it’s neces- 
sary to pin-point casts, and, once a fish 
has been hooked, power which compares 
favorably with that of medium-weight 
boat rods. And monofilament line is a 
great help for bottom exploration, since 
nothing other than wire sinks more 
quickly. This allows you to use lighter 
rigs. 

There are times, however, when it’s 
necessary to use wire leader in conjunc- 
tion with monofilament lines—a fact 
made clear to us when we found our 
second blackfish hole. “ 


M? had a strike the moment his 
sinker reached bottom. He coun- 
tered quickly and hooked the fish solid- 
ly. The fish, in turn, raced for a pile of 
rocks before Mel could check him, and 
the line, rubbing against sharp edges, 
was sawed in half. Dick had the same 
unhappy experience. 

“They’re big fish,’’ said Mel, ‘and 





“Ferguson and his shortcuts.” 
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they’re so close to those rocks there’s no 
chance to check them.” 

“Would it be all right to use piano- 
wire leader?” Dick asked me. 

“I don’t see why not,” I said. “It isn’t 
a question of its interfering with a long 
cast.” 

While I held the boat in position, Dick 
and Mel quickly made wire leaders 
about 4 ft. long, tied them on, baited up, 
and dropped the rigs to bottom. 

The next blacks that struck, like the 
two that had escaped, scooted to the 
sheltering rocks, but this time for only 
brief sanctuary. Wire stood up against 
the friction. The men needed only to 
ease tension and wait until their fish 
started moving to wrestle them out of 
their lairs. 


O ne day last fall I had a chance to see 

the effectiveness of spinning tackle 
on blackfish under altogether different 
circumstances. I’d joined three home- 
town friends—Charlie Schroeder, Einar 
Nybork, and Slim Daniels—for a trip to 
Southwest Ledge off Clinton, Conn., 
where the drops were 50 ft. or more. 
Charlie, Slim, and I carried standard 
boat rods stout enough to handle 10-oz. 
sinkers, 

Einer, however, had brought a two- 
handed spinning rod of the kind gener- 
ally used for surf casting—one of those 
10-ft. jobs equipped with a heavy-duty 
reel filled with 15-lb.-test monofilament 
line. In that rough water, this outfit 
seemed out of place, and the rest of us 
kidded Einer about his “mule switch.” 

We anchored over the Ledge perhaps 
1% hours before the tide reached full 
flood. Our sinkers were swept by the 
whirling currents and those of us using 
linen line had trouble feeling bottom 
and still more trouble deciding when 
fish were nibbling. We lost quite a 
number of terminal rigs which, because 
of the bellying lines, became snagged 
before we knew it. Finally we were 
using so much lead that we seemed to 
be raising and lowering anchors in- 
stead of bottom rigs. Only occasionally 
did we catch a blackfish. 

Einar was having different luck with 
his outfit. Using less than half the 
sinker weight we had on, he dropped 
his hooks over the corner of the stern 
and, when they reached bottom, gave 
them free rein against the tides on a 
slack line. Almost every time, after 100 
feet of line had been paid out, Einar 
hooked a blackfish. His score against 
our three lines was at least two to one. 

After awhile, Einar turned to me 
with a twinkling eye and said, “I’m a 
little exhausted from playing all these 
fish. Why don’t you take my place for 
a round or two?” 

Accepting eagerly, I dropped my rig 
into the same current Einar had picked 
and tried hard to attain the drift which 
he’d had, but my line developed a wide 
belly and the hooks caught in a kelp 
bed. I managed to free them and began 
again, but this time I fouled so solidly 
I lost my entire terminal rig. 

“Why don’t you try my spinning 
rod?” Einar offered. 

I took his outfit and went through the 
same procedure. As the monofilament 
easily cut through the buffeting cur- 





rents, I felt the sinker riding on bottom. 
“Get ready to check the sinker the mo- 
ment you feel it sliding down a ledge,” 
said Einar. ‘“‘There’s a hole at the other 
side.” 

It was a simple matter to tell when 
the sinker was sliding, and no trick at 
all to feel when it dropped into a hole. 
Soon I felt the taps of a fish, and after 
I’d set the hook I enjoyed a tussle that 
whippy tackle and currents made more 
exciting. 

The first black was a husky 5-pound- 
er, and after pulling in two more, I was 
completely sold on the idea of spin 
drifting with medium-heavy tackle in 
rough, deep water. 

Fortunately for those who fish the 
North Atlantic area, blackfish are not 
the only bottom feeders to be caught by 
spin drifting. There are porgies, sea 
bass, whiting, and several varieties of 
flounder; and, in waters which aren’t 
too deep, cod and pollock. 

Fluke (summer flounder) have al- 
ways been great favorites of mine. One 
afternoon I was prowling a stretch of 
water at the eastern end of Long Island 
Sound, and was using spinning tackle 
similar to that Mel and Dick had used 
for blackfish. Alone in a rowboat, I was 
fishing for stripers with techniques 
ranging from casting flies to trolling 
with bloodworms. 

No stripers came my way, so I an- 
chored and fished the bottom for fluke. 
But stillfishing brought me only a few 
blowfish and skates. 

The tide was dropping, and I noticed 
a line of dark-green water not far away 
that looked as though it might be a 
drop-off. I lost no time preparing a 
fluke rig with a three-way swivel—the 
top eye for the line, the lower one for 
the sinker, and the side one for several 
feet of nylon leader. Then I baited a 
long-shanked 3/0 hook with a blood- 
worm, and, lowering the outfit, drifted 
with the tide over the dark water. 

Soon after the drift started, I felt 
something nibbling. I hesitated, not 
sure whether I had a gamefish or a 
pest, but the nibbling kept on and then 
the line began to run. After the fish 
had gone about 20 ft., I struck. He 
dropped the worm as though it were a 
hot chestnut, leaving me with half a 
worm. 


luke are unpredictable. There are 

times when they’ll take a bait reck- 
lessly and times when they'll show ex- 
treme caution. In this latter case a 
fluke may suck the end of a worm into 
their mouths as if they intended only to 
lick it. As often as not, they’ll run with 
the worm, but not the hook, and when 
you pull up you merely succeed in tear- 
ing the worm in half. Sometimes you 
can outfox fluke by using half a worm, 
thus improving your chances of sinking 
the barb. I tried that, but these fish 
weren’t interested in half worms. 

Even when in a sluggish mood, fluke 
are curious. That’s why white lures 
and those which flash will often succeed 
in attracting them. I scraped the sides 
of my sinker until it was bright, and 
decided to try spin jigging with a blood- 
worm. 

Instead of allowing the rig to drift 
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off the stern or on either side of the 

b boat, as I had done before, I now cast 

e come, ro er, upcurrent—that is, into water over 

which the boat had just passed. Once 

e I found bottom, I reeled in slack till I 

9 could feel the sinker bouncing along. 

if you’re a Bourbon Mani jit nic 2S ne 

ping the rod smartly, so that the bait 

jigged up and down. I set the tempo 

by allowing about three turns of the 

reel handle between every upsweep of 
the rod. 

During my third recovery I had a 
sharp strike, and my glass rod doubled 
under the jerking runs of a 6-lb. fluke. 
He was the first of eight that fell to a 
technique of angling which is almost 
impossible with anything but a spinning 
rod. 

Spin drifting for bottom game is 
hard on tackle. You need rods that have 
plenty of backbone and are in good 
condition, and sturdy, smooth-function- 
ing reels. Most important of all, you 
need lines that will take punishment. 
I wouldn’t advise monofilaments lighter 
than 8-lb.-test, even in shallow waters. 
—George Heinold. 
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Deer season is half a year away but Eastern game man- 
agers and sportsmen are faced with a critical whitetail prob- 
lem they ought to start solving right now. 

That problem is how to stop the wasteful and unspeakably 
cruel killing of deer by free-running dogs. 


Numerically the deer loss is largest in the states 
which have big herds, but the problem is even more 
serious in some states that are building up smaller 
herds to provide good hunting. In a few sections the 
very existence of any deer hunting at all in the fore- 
seeable future depends largely on the prompt solution 
of this tough problem of canine predation. 

How many deer a year are being killed by dogs is 
anybody's guess. Both expert opinion and available 
evidence indicates that most guesses are much too low. 


A few years ago Lester Brown, then Maine’s chief game 
warden, said that during the winter and early spring his 
wardens had found the carcasses of close to 1,000 whitetails 
which had been killed by dogs in the area around Augusta, 
the state capital—a small slice of a big state which has deer 
in every county. 

Bill Geagan, Maine outdoors writer and radio commen- 
tator, says the situation is even worse today. 

“One day last winter I was fishing for pickerel through 
the ice of Hammond Pond, not far from Bangor,” he told 
me. “My warden friend Dave Mercier came by and told me 
that dogs has just driven a big doe carrying young onto the 
ice of a near-by pond and torn her to pieces. While he was 
talking we heard another dog pack driving hard through the 
woods along Sourdabscook Stream. It’s that way statewide.” 


Bill’s knowledge of the problem includes one ex- 
perience that was too close for comfort. “I was in the 
woods without a gun one winter day and came upon 
a doe, hard-driven by a pack of mongrels, floundering 
through the deep snow. The leader of the pack, a 
powerful, wolflike crossbreed, turned on me and | 
had a bad few minutes before | finally drove the dogs 
off with an old oak limb. The doe was saved.” 


“i bough Maine’s whitetail herd has grown substantially 
in recent years, Geagan says the even-faster increase of deer- 
running dogs is probably responsible for an annual kill that 
adds up well into the thousands. Starvation in winter yards, 
night hunting, and predation have long been proc'ems, but 
now, stabbing even deeper, is the rapidly increasing year- 
around slaughter by dogs. 


Maine’s chief game warden, Elmer Ingraham, agrees with 
Geagan. “Deer-killing dogs have become a year-around prob- 
lem in many parts of our state,” he says. “Last year they 
probably chased and killed more deer than ever before. Winter 
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and early spring are the worst times when snow and ice 
restrict the deer to their yarding areas. A crust on the snow 
which will support a pack of large and smali dogs (all sizes 
chase deer) often makes running difficult for a whitetail. 
This crust may even cut the deer’s legs, and with a fresh 
blood trail, the chase is almost certain to end in a horrible 
death for the deer. 


Ingraham points out that once an uncontrolled dog 
has learned he can get on a hot whitetail trail every 
day or two, he’s likely to take up the chase as a daily 
habit the year around—and becoming something other 
than a pet. Most of the deer slaughter is the work of 
farm and even town dogs whose owners have no 
idea how the animals are spending much of their time, 
and who often refuse to believe that their seemingly 
gentle pets can be guilty of ferocious deer slaughter. 


IL. some parts of West Virginia, the dog-deer problem is 
as acute as it is in Maine. 

C. O. Handley, the Conservation Commission’s chief of 
game management, told me: “Most of our dog trouble is in

the southern counties where we have the most people, the 
most dogs, and the fewest deer.” 

Handley says that in sections which have heavier whitetail 
populations, the problem is not as serious. Woods are so 
crisscrossed by deer trails, that free-running dogs have diffi- 
culty following to make a kill. Also where deer are plentiful, 
they often become so aggressive toward dogs that the dogs 
leave them alone. 


But in the southern part of the state, Handley tells 
me. “The dog problem is one of the toughest we've 
come up against in our efforts to restock deer. In some 
areas we have found it impossible to reestablish white- 
tails because of free-running dogs. In other areas we’ve 
insisted that dogs be controlled before we started re- 
stocking, and it’s worked in counties that enact laws 
authorizing dog wardens and establishing pounds. In 
some cases sportsmen’s clubs have done good work 
helping us control deer-running dogs.”

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TRY OL’ MAN RIVER 


One of the greatest fishing areas in the whole United 
States lies in the heart of the Midwest, and it’s as good as un- 
fished. 


A maze of channels and pools, bayous, sloughs, 
backwaters and lakes, island-studded, timber-grown, 
from one to five miles wide, more than 700 long as a 
crow flies, half again that long by water, bordering 
or running across six of these states—that’s the upper 
Mississippi River, from its headwaters in Minnesota 
almost to the mouth of the Missouri. 

It has a greater variety of gamefish and panfish 
than any inland lake in the country, it offers some of 
the most productive sport between Canada and Texas 
—and it’s almost completely ignored by fishermen. 


Convinced of its tremendous possibilities, five Midwest 
states—Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, and Missouri— 
are engaged in a joint program, with U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service co-operation, to improve and encourage sport fishing 
in the river. They want to find out the size of the present 
catch, the potential of unused stretches, how best to curb 
pollution and provide more access roads, parking areas, boat 
landings, and launching sites. 


What kinds of fish does Ol’ Man River offer? Some- 
where between Brainerd, Minn., and Caruthersville, 
Mo., you'll find smallmouth, largemouth, and Ken- 
tucky bass; muskie, pike, walleye, sauger, perch, 
crappie, bluegill, sunfish; rock, white, and yellow bass; 
channel cat, flathead, blue cat, bullhead; paddlefish, 
sturgeon, gar and alligator gar, bowfin or grindle, 
buffalo, eel, sucker, redhorse, sheepshead or drum, 
ling and carp, and even a few rainbow trout. Is that 
enough to satisfy you? 


Fi: the most part only those who live near the river fish 
it intensively. ’'ve walked into sporting-goods stores in towns 
20 miles back from Old Miss, to inquire about local hotspots, 
and nobody even mentioned the river. The average Mid- 
westerner who hankers for wilderness fishing heads for 
Canada. He may cross the Mississippi on his way there, but 
he’ll hardly stop to explore this vast labyrinth of woods and 
water in his own back yard. 


Ol’ Man River is too near; distant fishing spots, hard 
to get to, look greener to most sportsmen. Frequent 
fluctuation of water levels in the big impoundments 
often upsets fishing temporarily, and newcomers get 
discouraged. In many reaches, access points and ac- 
commodations are few and far between. 


Finally, the vast, heavily timbered, flooded bottoms and 
the tangled chains of pools and channels can be actually 
frightening to an outsider finding his way through them for 
the first time. But for the fisherman who relishes elbow room 
and out-of-the-way places, the Mississippi is a matchless find. 

So for your first visit, by all means hire a local guide who 
knows the river. You can get lost within hearing of church 
belis; navigation pools can “stand on their hind legs” in a 
hurry when a storm blows up. And you're almost sure to 
waste time finding your own way to good fishing. 
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Where the river rises in Lake Itasca in northwestern 
Minnesota, you can walk across it on stepping stones. It isn’t 
much fished down as far as St. Paul and Minneapolis, not 
because it lacks fish but because it runs through Minnesota’s 
famed lake country, where prime fishing spots are a dime a 
dozen. 


Below the Twin Cities Ol’ Man River begins to come 
into his own. Between Minneapolis and the mouth of 
the Missouri at Alton, Ill., there are 26 dams and 
navigation locks, part of the nine-foot-deep channel 
maintained by the Army Engineers. These dams, 15 to 
30 miles apart, create a series of big pools or lakes, 
flood the bottoms, make bayous and backwaters, and 
greatly enlarge the river. To illustrate, at normal level 
the water area between Red Wing, Minn., and 
Dubuque, lowa, is about 170,000 acres. That's a 
powerful big fishin’ hole. 

The Red Wing—Winona section in southeastern Min- 
nesota accommodates a fair number of fishermen, and 
could take a lot more. White-bass fishing off its sand 
islands is the best in the state, and you'd have to travel 
much farther north to find lake walleye fishing to 
match what the river offers. 


Hotspots? There’s one from Dam 3 downstream to Red 
Wing that’s hard to beat for walleyes, especially when the 
spring and fall runs out of Lake Pepin are on. The stretch 
from the foot of Lake Pepin down past Wabasha is a good 
bet for black bass and walleyes, and the area above Winona, 
below Dam 5, is equally hot. Bridge fishing pays off at Still- 
water, Winona, and other places, especially at season’s start 
in May. 


Stillwater, on the St. Croix a few miles above its 
mouth, and Red Wing and Lake City on the Mississippi 
itself have good launching ramps. In fact Jack Connor 
of the Minneapolis Star reports there are more launch- 
ing facilities along the river between Minneapolis 
and La Crosse, Wis., than on any other water area he 
knows of in the upper Midwest. 


For muskellunge try the water below the Brainerd power 
dam, the flowage above the Sartell dam just north of St. 
Cloud, and the Monticello-Elk River stretch. June and 
October are the best months. 

There’s hot smallmouth-bass fishing from Monticello to 
Dayton and from Coon Rapids dam below Anoka to Minne- 
apolis. For bigmouths try Rice Lake at Brainerd. 

The entire Minnesota stretch is northern-pike water. Go 
after °em with spoons or minnows in June and July, Most 
any backwater from Hastings to Winona will give you crap- 
pies and bluegills, and the shore waters of that stretch turn 
up catfish and bullheads all summer. 


On the Wisconsin side bluegills and crappies get 
the heaviest play, except for walleyes and saugers 
from the onset of ice fishing until the spring runs are 
over. White bass, channel cats, bullheads, black bass, 
and pike follow, in about that order of popularity.

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WANT A RECORD FISH? 


This spring, there are several places where a ze?!0"'s 
angler might catch a world-record fish. Of course, no «::2 
knows when, where, or under what circumstances a reco. 
fish will be taken, but the chances are certainly better in 
waters where outsize individuals have been caught with some 
regularity. 


It is entirely possible that record-class fish have been 
caught but never recorded. Sometimes a fisherman may 
not know just how valuable a catch he does have. 
Twenty-five years ago, when George Perry landed the 
record largemouth bass out of Montgomery Lake in 
south Georgia, he just happened to stop by Jackson- 
ville, Ga., on his way home. He was in a hurry and 
the boys around the country store practically had to 
throw him down and hold him, while they officially 
weighed his fish on the post-office scales and notarized 
the size (length 322 inches, girth 282 inches) and 
poundage (2214 pounds). 





George has never regretted the fame that was literally 
thrust upon him, or the record, which has stood for a quarter 
of a century. 


Here are a few recommended spots where you might 
catch a world-record fish this season: 

Already this year Ben Bryant of Spencer, Tenn., has 
hoisted a 21%-pound, 37-inch walleye from Center Hill 
Reservoir, near his home town. This catch, one pound short 


HOOKY, LINE, AND SINKER 


Out in Seymour, Texas, May 1 is a special Fish Day, as 
it has been for 30 years, by proclamation of the mayor. 
“Gone Fishing” signs are placed in all the windows, and 
the population of the town moves out — hooky, line, and 
sinker —to go fishing in Lake Kemp, nine miles from the 
city limits. The chamber of commerce posts $100 in prizes 
for fishing and boat-racing contests, and when the fes- 
tivities are over, everyone comes home a better neighbor.

of the world-record walleye taken from the Niagara River, 
Ontario, in 1943, is the largest U.S. walleye of which there 
is any record. Center Hill Lake has produced some excep- 
tionally large walleyes in the past few seasons. 


The largest U.S. crappie of record is five pounds 
four ounces. This is five ounces less than the crappie 
which won the annual fishing contest in South Caro- 
lina’s Santee-Cooper Reservoir last year. To date, this 
world’s biggest crappie has not been reported nation- 
ally. 

Eddie Finlay, editor of South Carolina Wildlife mag- 
azine, tells me he’s seen a number of crappies over 
five pounds, both from Santee-Cooper and from Murray 
Lake, upriver from Columbia. (See Emmett Gowen’s 
“The Bitingest Fish,” in this issue, for the crappie in 
Kentucky.) 























For some weeks now we’ve had reports that winter trout 
—known also as spotted or speckled weakfish—are coming 
big on the Florida east coast from Mosquito Lagoon below 
New Smyrna Beach, to Stuart Inlet. In Outpoor Lire for 
November, 1951, Jim McGraw predicted that if the spotted- 
weakfish record was ever broken, it would be in the waters 
of Mosquito Lagoon. 


Bi spotted weakfish are turning up this spring the 
length of Indian River, in Florida. The world-record speci- 
men—15 pounds three ounces—was caught by C. W. Hub- 
bard near Fort Pierce in 1949, and since then anglers in 
those waters have brought in many catches that missed the 
mark by ounces. 

My old fishing partner and tackle peddler, Ted Henson, 
who spends his spare hours sampling his own wares from 
Albemarle Sound to the Texas coast, thinks that “gator 
trout” are on the prowl in the Indian River area in_ May, 
and that many are concentrated near Stuart Inlet, which is 
a part of the inter-coastal Waterway. 


“A guide there who's quite a fisherman,” he says, 
“recently sent me a picture of a 15-pound trout and 
several others from eight to 10 pounds that he caught 
the same day. Stuart claims to be the sailfish capital of 
the world, so sails get most of the attention—and those 
big trout are overlooked.” 

Ted claims that fishing in the southwest tip of Florida, 
in the Ten Thousand Islands area, is good the year 
around. He says May and June are top months for big 
snook, which come into the branches and inlets to 
spawn. May is also a big month for tarpon concentra- 
tions near some of the beaches as Caxambus, Cape 
Romano, and Big Marco Pass. 


“You can also go several miles off Cape Romano to the 
trout flats, where weakfish up to 2'2 pounds are plentiful,” 
he adds. “So get your tackle together and plan to come on 
down.” 

Good advice! And to whet your appetite for Florida tar- 
pon, see “High Frequency Channel,” by George X. Sand, 
featured elsewhere in this issue. 


TOP-WATER TIME IN FLORIDA 


ne of Florida’s premier fishing guides, Dick Linke of 
Winter Park, informs me that central Florida in May is top- 
water time, for flies, bugs, and plunkers. The upper St. Johns 
River, he adds, is hard to beat. 


For bass, he’d recommend the area north and south 
of Highway 521, between Orlando and Cocoa, with 
boat-launching ramps and boats available at Lone Cab- 
bage. ‘Don’t pass this up,” he says, “even if you’re an 
underwater plugger or a live-baifer. For fly-fishing 
I‘d suggest the same region — the St. Johns north of the 
highway and the area called South River, just below 
Lake Winder. You have to go there by boat from the 
Lone Cabbage area. (continued on page 138)

GAME-LAW VIOLATIONS JUMP 


‘E kew were increases in fish-and-game law arrests in most 
Western states last year. Does this mean sportsmen are be- 
coming less law-abiding, or is it just that wardens are taking 
their work more seriously? 


In Colorado arrests and convictions jumped 681. 
Thomas L. Kimball, director of the game and fish de- 
partment, attributes this to a decrease of from $25 to 
$10 in the minimum fine for violations. 

“Fines have increased,”” Kimball reports, ‘‘but the 
department is more interested in reducing violations 
than in collecting money. We believe the lower mini- 
mum tends to cause less regard for the laws.” 


J. Perry Egan, Utah’s director of fish and game, tells me 
that his state’s average fine has decreased steadily since 1952. 
Last year it was $16.46. He attributes the decline to the fact 
that minimum fines were taken from the fish and game code 
in 1953. A bill is now before the legislature to fix minimums.

shows a gain which, I’m told by George W. Reynolds of 
the state commission, was due to sharp rises in nine 
types of offenses. Here’s the comparison, with 1955 
figures listed first: swearing to a false oath, 40-70; fail- 
ure to tag, 24-50; nonresidents hunting without guides, 
17-56; failure to sign, date, and detach coupons, 11-28; 
hunting without license, 13-26; abandoning game or 
fish, 2-15; guiding without licenses, 0-14; using fish 
eggs or live minnows as bait, 0-13; illegally killing elk 
in Grand Teton Park, 0-11. r 


covering the field. He believes the former is correct, since 
numbers of wardens and sportsmen have increased an average 
8 percent a year. 


In California arrests for the common practice of 
carrying loaded guns in cars rose from 1,223 in 1955 
to 1,548 last year. Inland fishing arrests, mostly for 
over-limits of trout, jumped from 1,416 to 2,029. 
Oddly, in 1956 only 215 hunters were clipped for not 
having licenses, compared with 2,238 fishermen. Di- 
rector Seth Gordon says the increase in arrests and 
fines in the past five years has averaged about 15 
percent a year, and hopes that public education and 
more alert wardens eventually will reduce the totals. 


Washington’s arrests last year totaled 3,529 and, accord- 
ing to John A. Biggs, director of game, there were only 37 
acquittals. 

Arizona reports a new record for violations, with fishing 
licenses the most common offense. Obtaining licenses by fraud 
was second, and unlawful angling methods third. 

In New Mexico, violations aren’t increasing at the same 
rate as are hunters and fishermen, Director Homer C. Pickens 
tells me. Confiscated equipment is returned after prosecution. 
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Montana reports that October was the record month for 
fish-and-game law offenses. Nothing unusual, Ken Thompson 
of the fish and game department says, except the cases of Air 
Force officers trying to hunt on resident licenses. The state 
has a six-month provision for civilians but allows military 
personnel 30 days to hunt on resident licenses. 


; are increasing, but this is believed to be due to 
rising numbers of sportsmen, better work by wardens, and 
use of radio and planes in detecting violations. 

Some Western conservationists believe that in certain cases 
judges are being too lenient. While that may be true, some 
violators really get hit hard. For example, a Californian was 
fined $500 in Nevada for illegally obtaining extra nonresident 
deer tags. A Montanan paid $200 for abandoning the carcass 
of a game animal, and another hunter was fined $252.50 
for killing elk in a closed area. 

While still not as severe as some federal judges have been, 
many country justices of the peace are getting tougher, even 
with their neighbors. 


What happens to fish-and-game fines? Most states 
split them between the enforcement and other agen- 
cies. California, for example, divides income from 
fines 50-50 between the state’s fish-and-game preser- 
vation fund and the individual county’s fish-and-game 
preservation fund. In Idaho, half goes to the county’s 
general fund, half to the state fish-and-game fund. In 
Colorado, one third goes to the county, two thirds to 
the game department's cash fund. Nevada fines now 
go to the state’s school fund, but sportsmen plan legis- 
lation to make the fish-and-game fund the beneficiary. 
Wyoming fines also go into its school fund. 


The average sportsman believes that guns and fishing 
tackle taken from violators often are confiscated arbitrarily. 
In most Western states, the law gives the enforcement agencies 
the right to confiscate the gear, but this is not practiced un- 
reasonably. One department estimates that not more than 
10 percent of arrests require confiscation of evidence. The 
equipment is auctioned later, and offenders usually get their 
property back for a nominal amount. 


Game wardens are getting more and more scientifically 
minded. One in Arizona, for example, got a game-department 
pathologist to identify blood and scraps of meat found in a 
pan in a hunter’s home. The evidence helped to convict the 
hunter of possession of venison out of season. 

And hunters who’ve been ‘in the habit of applying for 
permits under several names have found out, to their sorrow, 
that game departments double-check such lists.

All of the states between Maine and 
West Virginia have the same problem, 
| varying with local conditions and size of 

herds. In Pennsylvania free-running dogs 

have been a menace to deer ever since 
restocking was started 50 years ago, 
especially in winter and early spring in 
big-woods areas. Conditions are similar 
| in New York. In Maryland dogs do little 
deer damage in the mountainous, heavily 
| wooded western section where whitetails 
|are moderately plentiful, but the prob- 
lem is more serious in agricultural coun- 
ties which have been restocked with deer 
in recent years. Southern Maryland is 
|the sorest spot. New Jersey’s toughest 
| dog-deer problems also are in its farm- 
| ing districts. 





| Unfortunately for the deer, the very 
| strong scent emitted by the glands on its 
hind legs makes him one of the easiest 
| animals for dogs to trail. As British fox- 
hunting men say, wherever he goes “he 
leaves a good stink behind him.” 

By way of compensation for this 
nature-imposed handicap, the Eastern 
whitetail has a sharp nose and keen eyes, 
plenty of speed over rough country, and 
the mental capacity to cash in on all 
| those assets. He is a master of evasive 
action, especially in the use of flowing 
water to throw pursuers off the trail. 


Except in deep snow, probably 
only a small proportion of deer 
unts by free-running dogs end in 
kills, but many others result in 
eventual death for the hunted deer. 
Often a whitetail which has escaped 
dogs after a long chase is so ex- 
hausted that it falls victim to pneu-

monia. Dr. Franklin Witter, veteri- 
narian at the University of Maine, 
has autopsied a large number of 
deer which came to their deaths in 
this way. Deer that dogs drive into 
deep, cold water frequently col- 
lapse and die. In the mountains of 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
many whitetails become  panic- 
stricken and break their necks in 
frantic leaps off high cliffs. 


A particularly tragic fact, in winter 
and early spring, when deer-running 
dogs make their biggest kill, is that many 
does are carrying from one to three 
embryos. 

Complicating this whole problem is 
the sharp increase in the number of 
“wild” dogs—farm or town dogs which 
have taken permanently to the woods or 
brush and must kill to eat. And still fur- 
ther complication is the appearance and 
increase of coyotes in the East. 


A number of dogs which have an- 
swered the call of the wild have attained 
lurid if local fame. A few years ago West 
Virginia had one which made newspaper 
copy as “The Silent Killer of Clear 
Fork.” It was a 35-pound, wolflike 
mongrel. It hunted alone, never gave 
tongue while on a deer’s trail, and killed 
in the way of the big cats by leaping on 
its victim’s back and either breaking its 
neck or biting deeply behind its ears. 
When finally shot it was found to be 
rabid. 


Up in Maine, Bill Geagan was in 
at the death of a wild dog which 
terrorized an entire township and 
became known as “The Sangerville 
Monster’. When the huge mongrel 
was finally shot on the Piscataquis

Gone-wild dogs aren’t confined to the 
big woods or the deep brush. Bob Reed, 
of the Pennsylvania Game Commission, 
started out as a game protector, and one 
of his early assignments was hunting 
down a pair of renegade dogs which 
were killing game and farm stock in the 
western part of the state. He finally 
liquidated them in a patch of woods 
within 25 miles of downtown Pittsburgh. 


4 were first reported in New 
York State about 1912, but the first 
record of one being killed was in 1925 
in Franklin County. Some game men 
thought that the animals had crossed the 
St. Lawrence River from Canada; others 
that they had been abandoned by tour- 
ists who had brought them as pups from 
the West. They gradually extended their 
range through the Adirondacks, and in 
the mid-’30’s were reported as far south 
as Saratoga, and Vischers Ferry on the 
Mohawk River. The late Fred S. 
Streever; who was one of America’s 
greatest hound hunters, killed several in 
Saratoga County, and had a story about 
it in the August, 1936, issue of OUTDOOR 
LiFe. Some wildlife authorities said that 
they were feral (gone-wild) dogs; others, 
including Streever, thought that they 
were full-blooded Western coyotes or 
their descendants. 


At that time there was a differ- 
ence of scientific opinion as to 
whether or not coyotes and dogs 
could breed. Since then it has been 
proved that they can and do. Donald 
F. Hoffmeister, curator of the Illinois 
Museum of Natural History, has 
shown scientifically that of 15 
animals shot as coyotes in Illinois 
at least three were crosses between 
coyotes and dogs—coydogs. 


Coyotes have become common 
|enough in the Adirondacks to cause 
| game men some concern. In much of the 
area snowshoe rabbits suffer more than 
deer, but in Hamilton County deer hunt- 
ers have begun to complain of smaller 
fawn crops and decreasing hunting suc- 
cess. Similar complaints have come from 
parts of Warren and Essex counties. A 
beefed-up control campaign, with sports- 
men aiding the state trappers, is in the 
making. 


New York game technicians say that 
most of the “brush wolves” they have 
| killed are typical coyotes except that they 
| are larger than most of the Western va- 
| riety. Many hunters think that the in- 
| crease in average weight from 30 to 50 
| pounds in about 20 years is the result of 
| cross-breeding by coyotes and dogs. 





Coyotes made their first appear- 
ance in Maine about 20 years ago. 
“The first one killed,” Bill Geagan 


says, ‘‘was shot near Lincoln by Ross 
McKenney, then a guide, and now 
professor of woodcraft at Dart- 
mouth College. It was identified at 
the University of Maine as a full- 
blooded female coyote.” Geagan 
feels that the steadily growing popu- 
lation of wild dogs is due in part 
to the cross-breeding of coyotes and 
renegade dogs of various breeds 
and sizes. 


Coyotes made their initial appearance 
in Pennsylvania just a few years ago, 
and while the Game Commission is soft- 
pedaling the subject, I have it from trust- 
worthy sources that last deer season more 
than a dozen of them were shot by 
hunters in the northeastern corner of 
the state. 

This problem posed by coyotes and 
wild dogs—whether feral domestic dogs

or dog-coyote hybrids—is comparatively 
easy of solution. Such animals are preda- 
tors, and whenever predators do enough 
damage, we can shoot, trap, and poison 
them into practical harmlessness. 


Not so easily solved is the prob- 
lem presented by farm and house 
dogs who come home from a deer 
chase with wagging tails, looking as 
innocent as old Spot. Here it’s not 
the dogs that are to blame but the 
people who own them. 


All dogs, even toy Pomeranians and 
Pekingese, love to hunt something, but 
it’s only the larger ones that are really 
dangerous to deer. As C. O. Handley 





once pointed out to me, it takes a dog 
with long legs to run down a whitetail, 
and such a dog with the necessary per- 
sistence, stamina, and killer spirit may be 
one of any of the larger breeds. This one 
dog usually acts as the leader and gets 
together a pack of other dogs that, as 
individuals, probably never would think 
of chasing deer, but properly led will 
drive hard and kill mercilessly. An un- 
controlled dog pack isn’t much different 
from a lynching mob. 


Some of the worst deer killers are 
German shepherds, collies, Airedaies, 
hounds; more often, mongrels with the 
blood of several of those breeds. Few of 
them are pure-bred sporting dogs be- 
cause good gun and trail dogs are usually 
kept under more strict control by their 
owners. 

The box on the opening page of this 
report gives Warden Ingraham’s idea of 
how to solve the dog-deer problem. An- 
other suggestion is for dog owners who 
don’t want to keep their dogs at home 
to train them not to trail deer. This usual- 
ly is difficult but sometimes possible. 
Pennsylvania fox-and-coon hunters have 
a rough-and-ready method that often 
gets results: they watch a young hound 
closely until he takes off on a deer trail, 
then catch him up and give him a thrash- 
ing he never forgets. 


Ray Owens, a Missouri conserva- 
tiqn officer, has a less-drastic train- 
ing method. He ties a bag of com- 
mercial deer scent to the dog's collar 
and leaves it there until the dog 
never wants to smell deer again. So 
far Owens has cured 20 dogs of 
deer chasing. Whether he has made 
them 100-percent ‘‘deerproof”’ only 
time can tell. Maybe that’s an im- 
possibility. 


Another solution frequently sug- 
gested is more drastic dog laws, but sev- 
eral Eastern states already have laws 
authorizing wardens to kill dogs they 
catch chasing deer—and those states still 
are wrestling with the deer-chasing dog 
problem. 

To quote West Virginia’s C. O. Hand- 
ley once more: “Essentially the dog-deer 
problem is a problem in public rela- 
tions.”

this grim goal and wondered how we'd ever reach it in a 
day. And we had only a day left in this caribou country. 

Still, it was something. We had been in the Yukon 23 
days and if that speck was a caribou, then I had seen my 
first caribou. As it turned out, it was the only caribou I 
saw in our 30 days of hunting in that subarctic country of 
plentiful game and ever-unfolding mountains, ridges, peaks, 
and crags—and it was a cliffhanger. 

On September 1, Fred Huntington, loading-tool maker 
and 240-pound bon vivant, Red Cole, sales-manager of 
Warner & Swazey, Jack O’Connor, and myself had started 
from the tiny Indian village of Aishihik, 165 miles north- 
west of Whitehorse, on a hunt that had drawn us together 
from such widely separated points as Oroville, Cal., Cleve- 
land, Ohio, Lewiston, Idaho, and New York City. 

The starting point, Aishihik, boded well for the hunt. It

pwr days later, we were back at Aishihik, all with 
specimens of the magnificent Dall sheep that populate 
the mighty upchuck of the Dawson Range in the vicinity of 
Prospector Mountain (See “New York Was Far Away,” and 
“Shooting Gallery Rams,’ February and March OUTDOOR 
LIFE). In addition, Fred had a grizzly 
bear which he had shot through the ear 
at 300 yards. On the way in, the dwarf 
birch had flamed red and the scrub wil- 
low had glowed yellow. As we came 
back from the high sheep country, we 
were surprised to see that both had 
succumbed to frost. Only the spruce 
brooded in its original dark green. 

The next day, the 19th, we left Aishi- 
hik again, this time for caribou country 
in the Ruby Range, and as we skirted 
the shore of Sekulmun Lake we got a 
taste of the sterner weather ahead. 
The lake stretched long and narrow 
toward a mountain pass, made blue by 
distance, and the wind pouring through 
it rolled the dark water incessantly into 
whitecaps. Our trail lay in the boulder- 
strewn sand and the horses kept their 
eyes rolled toward the pounding waves 
only 10 yards away, ready to spook as 
soon as the bogyman showed. 

It was a relief finally to leave the 
tumult of wind and water and head for 
the shelter of timber, but the horses 
weren't entirely over their skittishness 
and one of them finally spooked. That 
was Buck, wild buckskin belonging to 
Harold Chambers, young head guide 
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and former rodeo rider. Buck’s mane 
was jet black and Harold had cut it 
jaggedly to emphasize his wild appear- 
ance. The black mane and yellow coat 
contrasted strongly, and at a distance 
gave Buck a peculiar facelesss look.

trails in sheep country, they'd be picking us out of the spruce 
trees like apples.” 

The thump-thump of Buck’s boxes grew loud and dimin- 
ished by turn as he traveled his circle. Harold set out after 
him and the two horses disappeared in the distance. Back 
they came, around the big circle and out of sight again—the 
wildest performance I ever saw. Harold finally drew abreast 
of the buckskin, grabbed his halter rope and gave it a quick 
turn around his own saddle horn.

in a trout stream knows, big trout like big mouthfuls. 

Fishing records go on to prove that wherever large 

trout are caught on flies, streamers are the most consistent 
killers. 

Why is this? Because big trout feed primarily on baitfish, 

which provide a quicker, more satisfying meal than do the 


\ s every fisherman who has chucked flies or dunked bait 


smaller nymphs and insects. Properly made streamers, 
properly fished, do an excellent job of baitfish imitation— 
hence their high score against lunker trout. 

Most anglers know about the effectiveness of streamers 
and bucktails, yet not one angler in 10 does anything more 
complicated with them than casting down and across stream, 
and retrieving against the flow. Occasionally you see a 
studied streamer fan giving action to a fly by jerking the 
rod and manipulating the line; another may change patterns 
frequently, but rarely do you find a fisherman who carries 
his streamer tactics further. Of course, tossing a streamer 
fly cater-corner downstream and fishing it back in twitches

can take big trout as well as ordinary ones. 
But such limited technique is only the 
threshold of the streamer-fishing art. 

It was more than 20 years ago that I 
took my first trout on a streamer, a 
Mickey Finn, and for a number of seasons 
thereafter that was my fly. Later I had 
success with other patterns, tied some of 
my own, and soon had several hundred 
streamers tucked in my pockets every 
time I stepped into a riffle. 

Today I own less than two dozen pat- 
terns, and most of my streamer-caught 
fish succumb to one of about six types. 
I've even got a couple without which I'd 
feel nude anytime I’m near trout water, 
but I’ve learned there are ways of fishing 
these flies that are more important than their design. 

I usually fish a weighted streamer, since it’s often neces- 
sary to get down a few feet for best results. Early in the 
season particularly, when streams are high and murky, you 
can get down to trout with a lead-bodied fly or by attaching 
a split-shot sinker to the leader. A maneuver I like is to cast 
upstream and let the fly swing down deeply with the current. 
As the fly passes you, pay out line and when it’s 50 feet or so 
below, wor’ it back. Doing this will make the fly dart along 
close to bottom. This is not to say that I don’t use un- 
weighted flies when possible—they are easier to cast, they 
work better in the water, you can see more strikes, and 
they’re more fun to fish. 


make weighted streamers by winding soft lead wire over 
a hook before adding the usual dressing according to pat- 
tern. I’ve found that dolled-up streamers with fancy whisk- 
ers, tails, and other bric-a-brac aren’t necessary. Most

important is the wing, and sometimes the general appear- 
ance of the body, so I tie many with just wing and body. 


( yrs of my favorites is a lead-bodied teaser with a white 
JY marabou wing. Lead wire is wrapped on the hook over 
a covering of tying thread and lacquer—the thread gives a 
rough surface for the lead to grip, and the lacquer cements 
it in place. The body is painted white, and later the mara- 
bou wing is tied on, to extend not much beyond the bend of 
the hook. This is insurance against short strikes. The fly 
has no tail or whiskers, yet it’s one of the best. White at- 
tracts trout and draws lots of them out of hiding. If they 
don’t hit, at least you've located a fish, and then you can take 
him on a nymph. I bolster my stock of all-white marabous 
with ones having black bodies and white wings, and some 
with silver-tinsel bodies and yellow wings.

When using lead-bodied flies it’s rarely necessary to add 
extra weight to the leader, but if I happen to be caught with- 
out such flies, I attack a single BB shot to the leader, right 
at the head of the unweighted fly. There are two reasons for 
placing the shot there instead of up the leader. For one, a fly 
is more active in the water when the sinker is near the hook 
eye, since each time you twitch your rod the fly will give an 
up-and-down darting action that can’t be accomplished any 
other way. This murders trout. 


lacing the shot at the fly’s head also makes casting 

easier. If you put it on the leader well above the fly, the 
fly does flip-flops when you cast that can snarl blazes out of 
your leader. 

Make the roll cast your work-horse throw when using 
weighted streamers. It handles heavy flies better than the 
standard wide-bow cast. 

Nearly everyone fishes 
marabous like ordinary 
streamers, casting down and 
across stream, retrieving in 
foot-long jerks, and repeat- 
ing over and over again—lI’ve 
watched guys who had their 
flies in the air more than in 
the water. I try to keep mar- 
abous in the water and ac- 
tive as long as possible, never 
being in a hurry to pick one 
up for another cast. 

I move slowly downstream, 
rolling the fly out and across 
to fishy water, and as the 
current bows the line, I give

Three of my trapline cabins had been 


wrecked. I had an idea who the culprit 
was and got set to kill him if I had to 


cedar forests, singling out my No. 1 trapline cabin as the 

main object of its fury. Where rightly there should 
have been a door, now there was an ugly gap in the log wall, 
the crisp whiteness of the snow outside accentuating the 
darkness within. It had been a stout door too, built of heavy 
cedar planking and swinging on steel hinges almost a quar- 
ter of an inch thick. 

The lower hinge was still in place, held fast to the hewn 
surface of an eight-inch log by four six-inch spikes. But only 
a few jagged splinters remained as evidence of where once 
it helped support the door. The upper hinge was missing, and 
the wood around where it had been looked as if someone had 
taken a goose-necked claw bar and pried it off. 

In the British Columbia woods where I do my trapping 
there’s an unwritten law that no cabin shall ever be locked. 
Inside there’s usually a side of bacon hanging from the ridge 
log; coffee, sugar, and flour in tin containers on the plank 
shelves; sirup, jam, and canned foodstuff in the deep cellar 
scooped out beneath the floor. You just lift the bar holding 
the door shut, walk in, toss your pack down on a bunk, 
kindle a fire in the sheet-iron stove, and help yourself to the 
food. 

Stay one night, two, three, if you have to, but when you 
go be sure you leave the same ample supply of dry shavings 
and kindling wood alongside the stove that was there when 
you came. That’s the only payment any trapper asks of 
those who use his cabins. 

The six cabins on my trapline are spaced eight miles apart, 
and if the snow is packed or crusted, offering good going for 
my snowshoes, I can make the run from one cabin to the 
next in four hours, tending traps as I travel. But sometimes, 
folowing a heavy fall of wet snow, the journey takes twice 
as long. 

Now I teetered back on my snowshoes half a dozen feet 
from the cabin, wiping frost from my eyelashes and inward- 
ly cursing the vandal responsible for the destruction I saw. 
Both windows were gone, and not a fragment of wood or 
glass remained to tell me where or how. Where once there 
had been glass and frames, now there were only twin gaps

All my trap cabins are roofed with double thicknesses of 
heavy, hewn cedar, a six-inch air space between each layer.

The stove was a twisted mass of tin, its ashes littering the 
floor. The shelf, with its precious freight of flour, sugar, and 
staples, had been jerked from the wooden pegs supporting 
it on the wall, the lids neatly removed from each container, 
the contents gone. The cupboards holding my cooking uten- 
sils were smashed to splinters, and a 20-pound can of lard I 
kept near the pots was now just a hunk or tin, with only a 
greasy stain or two on the floor to tell what the pail origin- 
ally contained.

minnow delicately, then resists capture with the zest of 

an old shoe snagged from bottom. But whoever is de- 
ceived by that and thinks crappie fishing is dull, just hasn’t 
gone into the art of the matter. It’s a mild and gentle sport, 
practiced in lovely surroundings. Some other sports may be 
more exciting, but none is pleasanter. 

I began to appreciate the crappie late in life, on a day 
when I was having no luck fishing for rainbow trout below 
Dale Hollow Dam in Tennessee near the Kentucky border. 
The water was clear, and I saw a school of crappies in it. I 
wanted to catch something, so I took a black fly I’d found 
fouled on a rock and dangled it in front of a fish, then drew 
it away. Crappie after crappie paid no attention, but I kept 
trying. 

When I put the fly six inches from a crappie’s nose—three 
inches was better—and then moved it very slowly, he’d take 
it. Obviously, getting a lure close was essential, and moving 
it away with just enough motion to be motion was also im- 
portant. 

“A crappie’s so slow about catching anything,” I said to 
my fishing partner, “it’s a wonder he’s able to make a liv- 
ing.” 

I noticed another thing too. The school was on the move, 
cruising around and around. If I'd been fishing in murky 
water, I might have caught a crappie every half hour or so 
as the school cruised by. In the intervals, I probably would

have thought they’d stopped biting. Or I 
might have been inspecting my minnow just 
at the moment they went by, and got the 
impression the crappies weren’t biting that 
day. 

As it was, in the clear water, I could fol- 
low them around. Wading in water thigh- 
deep, I was able to select a fish, lay the fly 
before it, and catch it at will. You have to 
be exactly where crappies are, not just in 
the general vicinity. 

This experience, and others gained in 
years of dabbling in TVA waters, makes me 
feel that anytime a crappie angler isn’t 
catching fish he isn’t doing it right. Most 
likely he isn’t getting his offering close 
enough, for crappies will bite day or night 
(at least by artificial light), winter or sum- 
mer. They’re the bitingest fish there is. 
The real game is finding them. 

It’s true that crappies give the impression 
of being moody. Sometimes they seem to 
race with one another to give an angler the 
day’s legal limit, which in TVA waters is 30. 
Other times you can fish for them forever 
without getting a touch. But when that 
happens, don’t think the crappies have quit 
biting. They’ve probably just moved on 
or shifted from one depth to another. 

I learned this when I sought out the best 
crappie anglers in the TVA area and went 
fishing with them. One is Ralph Morton, a 
live-minnow angler from Union City, Tenn. 
The other is Van Bridges, who's just as de- 
voted to taking crappies with artificials. 
Both make their own tackle. 

Ralph uses a terminal rig with a luminous 
sinker, which he claims attracts crappies to 
his minnows when he’s fishing deep water. 
Van uses two streamer flies, one weighted 
and one cork-bodied. 

Ralph and I made a spring trip to Paris 
Landing State Park, on Kentucky Lake, 
which some think is the world’s greatest 
crappie hole. We used a 30-horsepower out- 
board on my aluminum boat, and attached 
Ralph’s electric trolling motor to the gun- 
wale up toward the bow. At Paris Landing, 
electric trollers are conventional! equipment. 
Ralph started the vogue. Anglers who see 
his fabulous catches imitate his equipment 
item for item. 

But it’s not absolutely necessary to have

an electric troller to fish for crappies. All the equipment you 
need is a cane pole, a sinker, a cork, and a minnow. But a 
troller is one of the game’s refinements, as is Ralph’s cus- 
tom-made cedar minnow bucket which keeps water cool and 
also keeps minnows alive indefinitely without changing the 
water. When crappies are really biting, there’s no time to 
freshen up the minnow’s water. 

Crappies normally run in schools of maybe a dozen fish, 
all of a size. But in April and May, at TVA lakes, the schools 
gang up, leave the open water, and enter the creeks a:1d em- 
bayments to spawn. 

Highways leading to TVA waters in Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Georgia, and Alabama are crowded with people rushing to 
cash in on the crappie spawning runs. At certain places they 
line up alongshore and haul out crappies by the tubful. Like 
Ralph, most anglers use cane poles, minnows, and floats. 
The crappies take hold, pull the corks under; the fisherfolk 
holler, scream, or squeal—and haul up flopping fish. 

There are two species, one called white crappie, the other 
black. The blacks run a little smaller. There are more 
blacks in the northern part of their range, more whites in 
the southern, but both are found practically everywhere. 

While examining licenses one afternoon, a Kentucky con- 
servation officer had a whim to count the fish of every angler 
he checked. The 92 fishermen he ran into had 1,374 fish, 
mostly crappies. No wonder crappie fishing is so popular. 
Kentucky Lake not only has an (continued on page 108)

Most of the 400 elephants we saw were 
calm as circus animals, but twice our 


choice was run, shoot, or be smashed 
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The tracker and I were 
just starting to get out 
when the elephants burst 
from the thicket. A bull 
was reaching for us as 
Bali stepped on the gas 
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for comfort. I wasn’t looking for excitement at the 

time. I was out for camp meat with Mohamed Bal, 
better known in East Africa by the nickname Bali. We 
wanted a plump antelope to feed our crew on the Galana 
River, 200 miles southeast of Nairobi, in Kenya. 

Bali is a professional hunter and was helping outfitter 
Louis Woodruff guide Dick Heck and me on a month-long 
safari. Dick operates tobacco warehouses in Madison, In- 
diana, and I’m a doctor in Pineville, Kentucky. 

That particular hot morning in August, Woodruff and 
Heck elected to try for a rhino. Since I’d shot a good rhino 
earlier on the hunt, on the Tana River, Bali and I cranked 
up the four-wheel-drive shooting brake and drove into the 
low-bush country in the hills south of camp. Rurumo, our 
ace tracker, was with us. 

We were only a couple of miles from camp, driving a 
rutted, bush-bordered trail, when a wart hog ran across 
ahead of us. He was big and I wanted to take him, so I mo- 
tioned Bali to stop. But he didn’t seem to think it worth- 
while, and kept on going. I was bouncing around on the seat 
like a jumping bean, a little grumpy at missing a chance at 
the hog, when Rurumo, hunkered in the back, called out 
that he’d heard something. 


M’ first close brush with an elephant was far too close 


urumo has ears like a bongo, and isn’t given to false 
R alarms. Bali jammed the brakes down and asked the 
tracker what he'd heard. 

“It was a small elephant,’ Rurumo said in Swahili. “It 
squealed.’”’ He added a string of excited details. 

Bali translated. “Guess we almost smacked it, from what 
Rurumo says. Maybe there are big ones about.” 

He reached to turn the ignition key off and I reached for 
the .375 Magnum Model 70 I was carrying, at the same time 
putting one foot over the side of the car. 

In that instant the most hair-raising scream I ever heard 
rang out, and through the thick bush and vines to the right 
of the trail I saw a huge gray shape smashing toward us. 

It all happened a lot faster than I can tell it. The head of 
an elephant materialized, wrinkled trunk upcurled, great 
ears laid back like gray sails, tusks aimed. The thought 
flashed through my mind, ridiculous but bell-clear, that the 
tusks would go better than 50 pounds to a side. Then the 
motor roared, the car leaped ahead, and I saw the trunk 
come smashing down, missing the rear of the car by less 
than the length of a man’s arm! 

Lucky for us, Bali hadn’t yet turned the key off when he 
heard the bull scream. Lucky, too, he’s an experienced race- 


track driver, with lightning reflexes. His track experience 
paid off this time, for as the car rocketed out of the danger 
zone I saw a solid wall of elephants break through the bush 
behind us. There were 50 to 75 in the herd, and I’m sure 
all of them had just one idea—to smash the thing that had 
made the calf squeal in fright. When we pulled up to look 
back, a quarter of a mile down the road, two bulls were still 
coming after us at a lumbering run. 

“They really mean business,” Bali muttered, and gunned 
us out of the neighborhood. 


t was the closest shave either he or Rurumo had ever had 
in a lifetime of following dangerous game. A herd of 

elephants aroused by the squeal of a frightened or injured 
calf is about as vindictive and deadly as anything you'll 
meet in Africa. 

When we described the incident to a Kenya game warden 
later, he told of cnce seeing a baby elephant blunder into a 
surly rhino which gutted the youngster with one horn swipe. 
The little fellow got off a wailing squeal before he died, and 
the entire elephant herd charged like a cavalry troop. They 
trampled and gored the rhino to a shapeless hulk, and the 
mother of the calf came back three times after he was dead 
to gore and smash the bloody carcass. 

A mile or two farther along the road that morning Bali 
and I encountered a party of white settlers (Afrikaans) who 
were hunting elephants for ivory. They went to look the 
herd over and reported later that none of the bulls had 
tusks heavier than 60 pounds to a side so they did no 
shooting. When I heard that I was glad we hadn’t gone back 
and fooled around with the herd. I wanted a bull with 
trophy-size tusks—75 pounds or so—and I hoped to get him 
without tangling with an aroused herd. 

Almost immediately after we outran the elephants, a herd 
of elands raced across the trail just out of range. Ten minutes 
later I picked a nice bull kongoni out of a herd. My shot at 
175 yards hit him low in the neck and downed him, but he 
bounced up and ran into the brush. We took the blood trail 
and after half a mile he jumped up 100 yards ahead of us. 
I floored him again—and when we walked up, two kongoni 
bulls lay dead, side by side. My first had died of his wound 
and the second, lying unhurt beside him, had spooked when 
we came along. We killed an impala a little later, and that 
fixed us up nicely for meat. 

In camp that night we got a report from natives of a near- 
by village that a herd of elephants had been sighted along 
the railroad east of MacKinnon Road. A concrete pipeline 
followed the railroad at that point, and seepage from it had 
made a series of small water holes. The elephants were 
watering there, the villagers said. 


W: left camp at first light next morning. Once in the 
area we separated, Bali going with Heck, Woodruff 
with me, and it fell to Heck and Bali to find the elephants. 

The natives had told the truth. As nearly as Bali could 
calculate, there were 200 in the herd and one of them was a 
huge tusker. Bali has lived and hunted all his life, and seen 
enough elephants to be a qualified judge of ivory, and he 
guessed the tusks of this wrinkled ancient at 140 pounds to 
a side! If he was right, he and Heck were looking at a better 
trophy than any man has taken in Kenya in a long time. The 
herd had likely come down out of the Tsavo Park, along the 
Galana River, and this old boy had wandered out of his 
sanctuary with them. 

Bali and Heck followed the herd the rest of the day, doing 
everything they could to work in among the other elephants 
for a crack at the tusker, but it was no dice. The cover was 
heavy, mixed bush and timber, and they couldn’t make 
things come out right. They gave up at sundown, and when 
we went back the next morning the herd had vanished. 

In the next week I learned one lesson I'il never forget. 
Whatever else you say about it, this kind of elephant hunt- 
ing is hard work, as exhausting as anything a sportsman 
can tackle. 

Before we left Nairobi on the safari, in mid-August, 
Woody had asked me whether I was up to walking 10 miles 
a day in heat and dust and through scrub and thorn. I told 
him I thought I'd hold up. But now I found the 10-mile busi- 
ness was only a come-on. Day after day we walked for 10 or 
12 hours, starting at daylight after a light breakfast, 
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Kenya meat market: natives slice up my bull, some eating raw fat as they work, but I got the tusks 


making a short halt for lunch, pushing on again, always 
with the trackers setting the pace. Those men can cover 
ground. Many days we put 20 or 25 miles behind us. 

About 90 percent of the African bush I saw consists of 
thorn clumps, and there’s a wild sisal that looks like pal- 
metto but stabs like a needle. That sisal and the wait-a-bit 
thorn tore my clothes and punctured my skin countless 
times. My hands and legs became infected, fever developed, 
abscesses formed, my head ached. Penicillin kept me going, 
however, and as often as I got exhausted I reminded myself 
that I'd come to Africa to hunt, not grunt. 

Luckily, my legs gave me no trouble. When I was in 
medical school at the University of Louisville years ago, I 
held the record for the Southern cross-country mile. My 
legs still had some of their old spring left, and with good 
legs a man can keep going. 

I like to work for my game, but I confess elephant hunt- 
ing involved more labor than I enjoy. I thought I’d earned 
my trophies the first two weeks 
on the Tana and along the Somali- 
land border, where I took a rhino, 
two buffaloes, a lesser kudu, and 
an oryx. But it took only a couple 
of days after elephants to con- 
vince me that everything else was 
a soft touch by comparison. 

We hunted hard for a week and 
saw enough game to keep things 
lively, even though we came 
across no tuskers of the kind I 
wanted. We spotted three bulls in 
the shade of a big baobab tree one 
morning and stalked to within 50 
yards for a look, but the ivory 
wasn’t good. Woody led me 
around them in a circle until we 
were upwind and then lighted a 
cigarette to let them know we 
were in the neighborhood. They 
took the hint and lumbered peace- 
ably off. Five minutes later we 
walked into a herd of 30 or 40 
bu‘faloes but they proved as oblig- 
ing as the elephants, clearing out 
as soon as they got our scent. 

“When you're after elephants 
you hunt nothing else,’’ Wood- 
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ruff had warned me in 
the beginning, and now 
he was proving it. A big 
boar wart hog walked 
out in front of us one 
afternoon and stood mo- 
tionless for five minutes 
before he winded us and 
ran back into the bush. I 
wanted him, but I couldn’t 
afford the shot. It might 
spook a tusker. 

Another day in a 
thicket we surprised a 
mother hyena with three 
snarling, evil-looking 
whelps. She demon- 
strated the low level of 
mother love and courage 
in the hyena tribe by 
running as soon as she 
was discovered. The 
whelps’ galloped after 
her, as repulsive as any 
youngsters as I’ve ever 
seen in fur. I itched to 
clobber the whole hideous 
family, but I knew better. 

Time was beginning to 
run out. Another week 
would see the end of the 
safari, and Heck and I 
were starting to debate 
whether to _ settle for 
smaller ivory. I had 
hoped for tusks weighing at least 75 pounds to a side, but 
that kind is hard come by in Kenya nowadays. I finally con- 
cluded I’d lower my sights a little and take any bull that 
promised me 60 pounds. Heck was of the same mind. 


hen, at a small water hole, early one morning Woody and 
I found the spoor of two elephants, one exceptionally 
large. The country was dry for tracking but we stayed on 
the trail for 45 minutes, with Rurumo making easy work of 
it, and found where our two bulls had joined a herd of about 
40. There was plenty of sign to follow, and we gained on 
them steadily. Tracks and droppings grew fresher, and final- 
ly we heard an elephant trumpet up ahead. Ten minutes 
after that we sighted them. 
They were out in open country, with enough low bush for a 
stalk. The instant we saw them I spotted the tusker we 
were after. ‘He looks good,” I told Woody.

“He is good,”’ Woody agreed, ‘‘but there may be a 
better one. We'll look ’em over.” 

He gave orders to Rurumo and the other tracker 
and they slipped away to scout. Then Woodruff mo- 
tioned me to follow him and we began a slow, wary 
advance on the big bull. When we finally stopped, 
hunkered down in low bush, we were just 25 yards 
from him. 


N”% we saw that the two bulls were standing to- 
gether, broadside to us, like a pair of huge 
gray oxen. We couldn’t see the ivory of the farther 
one, but the nearer looked better than ever to me. 
He was exactly right for a heart shot, and at easy 
range. I’d have taken him then and there, but 
Woody held me back, waiting for a report from the 
trackers. 

We lay without moving for an agonizingly long 
half hour, flattened on the ground with barely 
enough cover to hide us, so close to the elephants 
that I could have tossed a stone against the ribs 
of the nearer one. 

Being a doctor, I was curious about my physical 
response to this situation, so I took my pulse. It 
was a racing 96. Normal is 60 to 72. Next I 
checked Woodruff’s breathing. He’s accustomed to 
elephants, and I figured maybe it wasn’t bothering 
him any. But he was inhaling and exhaling 26 times 
a minute, instead of his normal 14. 

I guess nobody is really calm while crouching 
down within 25 steps of a couple of wild tuskers. 

The suspense dragged on and the bulls stayed 
as motionless as rocks. Finally there was a faint 
rustle behind us and Rurumo came crawling up. 
Our tusker was the best in the herd, he said. 

We still had to wait a little longer for a shot. The 
elephant had moved at last, half turning so that his 
rump was toward us. Then he got wind of some- 
thing he didn’t like. His trunk curled up, searching, 
he shuffled his feet uneasily and took a couple of 
steps to one side. The second bull stayed put, his 
head still hidden behind the first. 

Woody sidled cautiously to the left for a better 
view and motioned me over to him. I crawled on 
my belly, sliding the .375 along the ground ahead 
of me. The bull still had his rear toward us. I came 
up on one knee, ready for a shot the instant he gave 
me a target. 

Then it happened, fast and sudden. He slewed 
around to face us, trunk lifted, ears laid back, then 
screamed and came for us. 

I bounced to my feet, and out of the tail of my eye saw 
Woodruff come up beside me. For the first time in my life I 
was close to blind panic. In the month I hunted in Africa I 
faced a charging rhino in the Tana country and got mixed 
up with a buffalo herd so that two of them came for me 
until bullets stopped them a few steps away. But none had 
scared me the way this fellow did. If I ever saw trouble by 
the ton, this was it. 

I didn’t know a brute his size could move so fast. He 
seemed to tower over me, and I recall thinking that even 
if we killed him he’d fall on us. I waited a second for Wood- 
ruff’s order to shoot. Then, when the bull ‘was 10 paces 
away, I hammered my 300-grain solid into him: 


t wasn’t a good shot, and I knew it. He was coming head- 

on, presenting only a frontal target, but I had no choice. 

It didn’t floor him but he jolted to a stop as if hit with a giant 

sledge. His head slumped and his big ears flapped forward 

and fell slack. Then, as he pulled himself together and 
started for us again, Woodruff’s .475 bellowed in my ear. 

The shock of the 500-grain solid turned him broadside, 
and we smashed our second shots into him together. They 
drove him to his knees, but again he recovered and regained 
his feet. He’d had enough, however. He ran now, and Woody 
pumped two more into him before he went out of sight. 

To this day neither of us knows what happened to the other 
bull. The natives call a second elephant so often found with 
a big tusker an askari, meaning soldier or guard. Often 
enough the askari is pure poison. But this one had cleared

out without us even seeing him go. Had he joined in the 
charge, he’d have been a good bet to kill both of us. 


ight then I didn’t have much time to think about it, for 
R our shots had stampeded the herd and the commotion 
of their flight was all around us. Thirty or 40 elephants 
making a get-away, with you in the center of things, is 
something you're not likely to forget. Brush cracked and 
small trees snapped, dust boiled up, and the ground shook as 
if a train was passing. I wished devoutly for that African 
island I’d heard so much about—a tree in the center of a 
herd of elephants. Here there were no trees big enough to 
offer any protection. 

We stood and waited while they pounded around us, 
circling into the wind. If they came back to settle scores 
they could give us a bad time. But they’d had all they 
wanted of that neighborhood, and as soon as they picked up 
our scent they went thundering off. 

I adjusted my nerves and put my stomach back in place. 
We walked 150 yards in the direction our wounded bull had 
taken and found him lying dead, an uncouth gray mountain 
of legs, tusks, trunk, and wrinkled skin. I know of no trophy 
that can compare with an elephant for ungainliness, once 
you have him down. But this massive bull was everything 
I'd come to Africa for, and I felt pretty good about him. 

The first solid from my .375 had walloped him in the center 
of the forehead between the eyes, a place where it takes a lot 
of punch to put an elephant down. Woody’s heavier bullet 
had found a better spot, over the left eye, but still hadn’t 
turned the trick. Our other shots (continued on page 101)

I was after unusual action photos 
of Florida Keys tarpon, but I didn't

Three times the ponderous fish burst through the emerald 
surface. And each time its powerful body, covered with 
glistening scales the size of silver dollars, twisted end over 
end, tossing white spray in all directions. 

Big, flaring gill covers rattled sharply in the hot, still air. 
The gaping mouth with its black lip borders worked con- 
stantly and convulsively, making a spitball of the heavy red- 
and-white wooden plug in the bony lower lip. 











Then, with a final desperate lunge, tne 
great fish tore loose and was gone—a swift 
shadow soon lost in the shimmering world 
below. Behind it, amidst a widening ring 
of ripples, lay the mutilated plug, still and 
useless. 

“Did you see that?” Hoarse and unbe- 
lieving, it was the voice of husky Oscar 
Imber of Pittsburgh, the angler in the 
aluminum skiff who’d hung the big silver 
king only two minutes before. His com- 
panion, Domenic Rizzo of the same city, 
just shook his head. 


n my own skiff, Capt. Cecil Keith Sr. of 
Marathon Shores, far down on the 
Keys, gave a loud snort. ‘That was just a 
warm-up,” he said. “There’!l he some big 
ones coming down the channel any minute 
now. Then you'll see some action.” 

I looked questioningly at the third man 
in our boat, Jack Matheny, also of Mara- 
thon Shores. He nodded, confirming that 
our guide wasn’t fooling, so I quickly cycled 
a fresh sheet of color film into the camera. 

It'- was June here in the semitropics; 
hot, with the glittering, eye-searing sun 
dancing everywhere on the calm shoal 
water. But I’d become so excited I barely 
noticed, for this was the dramatic big- 
game fishing I’d been promised.

big orange moon—the harvest kind—was just lifting 
A over East Mountain when John Baraniuk turned his 
gaunt hound, Trail, loose at the edge of the cornfield. 
“Hie on, Trail,’’ he cried. ‘‘Let’s have a coon chase.”’ 
The big redbone raced away into the night and we stood 
a minute—Johnny, Freddie Soja, Hubie Bibeau, and I 
listening to his rustling patter across the frozen furrows. 
Smoky tang in the frosty air, winking stars, rows of corn 


shocks marching across the field—these were as in dozens 
of former hunts, but there the similarity ends, or sc I had 
been told. : 

A few days before, I'd stopped in to ask John’s permission 
to hunt pheasants on his farm. He operates a good-size dairy 
farm near Southampton in western Massachusetts.

bugle, he was setting the stage for the most intensive 
game of wits I’ve experienced in a lifetime of hunting. 

Since daybreak I'd hunted in the heart of Idaho’s primitive 
area, near the head of Dog Creek in the heavily timbered roll- 
ing hills of famed Chamberlain Basin. This particular spot 
had been made accessible to hunters only the year before, via 
a newly cut Forest Service trail. 

Not knowing the country too well, I’d hunted this first day 
of the season off the new trail. I’d traverse it to a high ridge, 
hunt in both directions at right angles, then back onto the 
known landmark. This way I'd minimize the danger of get- 
ting lost and at the same time get to know the terrain, so that 
for the next week I could settle down to the business of hunt- 
ing down a bull. I’d gone 10 miles that first day. 

It was sundown when I backtracked down the densely tim- 
bered ridge. Camp lay in the blue shadows of the little slash 
canyon half a mile below. Through the spruce and lodgepole 
pines, I could trace the tiny canyon course from the trickle of 
creek at camp, up to the breathless half saucer of canyon head. 

That, my years of elk hunting told me, looks awful elky. 

With no real thought that anything as spooky as an elk 
might be so close to camp, I pulled the bamboo bugle from my 
packboard, inhaled a gallon of air, and pealed forth a chal- 
lenge call. 

I hadn’t got my breath back, when from the depths of the 
shadows below, a big bull answered, accepting my invitation 
to fight. He’d wait now, expecting a rival bull to approach and 
size him up before the actual mating battle. 

With held breath, I listened for any further bugling or 
crackling of brush. There was none; he was waiting. Quickly 
I marked down the spot in the canyon bottoms, not 500 yards 
from where the tent sat above the creek. 

The sun had just blinked out its last rays over the hills to 
the west. I had an hour of daylight and dusk. I figured it was 
only a quarter of a mile to where the bull stood, alert and 
listening. But those 400 yards were nearly impossible to ne- 
gotiate without noise.

nightmare of thick conifer and heavy blowdown, and the 
brush was dry as parched bones. I knew that an approach 
down the canyon side would surely spook the beast I’d come 
500 miles to bag. 

But there was one alternative. By hurrying down the 
ridge to camp, I might pick my way up the tiny ice-water 
creek to the bull. The trickling of water might possibly 
cover the noise I was certain to make. 

Quickly I shoved the bugle into the pack and picked my 
way back to camp. The open tent gaped at me like a dead 
memory. All was as silent and lifeless as the primitive area

Why stick to dries and 
get skunked when wets 


can change your luck? 
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Most good Eastern trout streams usually have freshly stocked fish near bridges 


Author drifts pair of No. 6 wet flies to pocket in Big Beaverkill’s fast May water 


n a morning in early May last 
Q year, I fished New York’s Wil- 

lowemoc with Roger Cole, who’s 
my neighbor at home in Bethesda, Md. 
The rain had just ended after a three- 
day storm. The stream in the valley 
above Livingston Manor was a series 
of shallow ponds, the channel marked 
by a double row of bobbing alders in 
the middle of the chocolate-colored cur- 
rent. Fog hung over the treetops, and 
behind the mist was the continuous 
roaring sound of water coming down- 
hill. It didn’t look like a good day for 
trout fishing, and I heard Roger mutter 
to himself, “‘We won’t do much with dry 
flies today.” He was so right. 

Roger is a real fly fisherman, not one 
of those who go out on an early spring 
morning and hide a tomato can behind 
the wheelbarrow while spading up the 
vegetable garden. But we were both 
stymied that morning until the water 








began to clear on the big flat. Then we stepped into the 
stream, put a pair of wet flies on 2X gut, and went to work. 
We did well enough, taking half a dozen nice browns from 
that place. 

There are certain Eastern trout streams where trout are 
seldom willing to take a surface lure under any conditions. 
For example, the South Fork of the South Branch of the 
Potomac, over in West Virginia. 

This stream rises in the Allegheny Mountains south and 
west of Franklin, and runs for many miles through a flat 
valley of pasture lands and cornfields, with a background of 
mountains. Then, where Route 220 turns across a bridge, the 
stream drops down into the Smoke Hole. This is a stretch 
with high, rocky cliffs along the right-hand bank, a current 
full of big round boulders and jagged ledges, where a mist 
rises over the roaring water in the morning. When the sun 
does get into the canyon of the South Fork it is only for an 
hour or two each day, and in early spring the mist lifts slow- 
ly, if it lifts at all. It’s a great place for good rainbows, if 
you can get them. 


MoM’ first morning in the Smoke Hole was 15 years ago. 
Waders on, I looked at the roaring river. It was fast 
and it was deep. The riffiles looked too wild to wade and the 
pools were too deep. There isn’t much trout water like this 
east of the Rockies. 

I began fishing with big streamer flies, and I worked hard. 
Once or twice a good rainbow made a pass at my fly, but 
even a rainbow can seldom catch a lure coming by at about 
10 miles an hour. Rounding a bend, I saw a farm boy fishing 
with his line straight downstream and tight as a wire, 
anchored to the bottom with about four ounces of lead. He 
was using hellgrammites for bait. As I watched, the line 
jumped, the boy heaved, and a broad, silvery rainbow flopped 
onto the rocks. (The poor fish had been unable to run or 
jump with all that lead, but he was sure violent until the 
boy hit him on the head.) This bit of action showed me 
where the trout were—right on the bottom in four feet of 
fast water. 

Many a time since then I’ve taken nice rainbows from that 
place. Always, the good ones lie right in that fast, deep 
water. To get at them you have to cast a sparsely tied 
Campbell's ‘Fancy, or some other bright fly upstream—with 
plenty of slack, and a bit of lead wire wrapped round the 
leader. And when I say upstream, I mean straight up. After 
the cast you lift the rod, and let the fly go right to the 
bottom. Sometimes, of course, you snag. But when the hook 
goes into a pound-and-a-half rainbow—gentlemen, you 
really have something. 

The Smoke Hole is a wonderful and beautiful place on a 
May morning, but no place for dry-fly fishing at all. 

Most of the well-known streams in New York’s Catskills— 
the Big Beaverkill, the Neversink, the Esopus, and Schoharie 

have stretches of water where there is, on occasion, good 
dry-fly fishing. 

They also furnish surpassing wet-fly fishing where trout 
foods are moving underwater. Sometimes, even with big 
hatches on the surface, the wet fly must be used if you are 
to take good fish. 

One morning three years ago we came down to the big 
flat below Russell’s Brook, on the Big Beaverkill. The 
stream here is 100 yards wide, a fast-moving current studded 
with sunken boulders. 


s we watched, a rising trout made a dimple in midstream. 

I dropped over the bank and waded out almost to the 

top of my waders. When the rise came a second time, about 

50 feet across the river, I was ready. I had put on a team 

of wet flies, one of them a Gold Rib Hare’s Ear, and I cast 

them straight across the water and let them swing down. I 
could see the flies moving along just below the surface. 

Then, when the tightening line pointed at the spot where 
the trout had showed himself, he came at the fly in a boiling 
strike. In fairly fast water like this, you hardly have to set 
a hook—the trout takes care of that himself, with the spring 
of the rod against him. And when they are well hooked in 
the corner of the mouth, as this nice brown was, all you 
have to do is hold hard and let them run. 

Sometimes at high water on these big, wide streams, you 
can find good browns, and now and then a rainbow, by drift-

ing a pair of No. 6 flies down and across and into pockets 
in the fast water below the flats. You must, however, find 
the depth at which the trout are taking. An inch too high, 
and the lure doesn’t get a tumble. You must also find which 
side of the eddy holds the trout, and the fly must come down 
on that side within an inch or so of where the fish is waiting. 
Accuracy is everything. Trout will not chase a fly far in 
fast heavy water. It must come to them easily and naturally, 
just as their natural food comes, right down the slot into 
their mouths.

VERY BIG LION

Un leén grande, the old Mexican called him. He was a big 


lion, sure enough, but it wasn’t just his size that scared me 


with the most exciting part, maybe opening at the point 
where a tiger has just gobbled up a native and is about 
to have the white hunter for dessert. 

I guess a man writing that way would start my story with 
the scrap in Charlie Munns Canyon, where I was standing 
in the middle of a fight between my two dogs and a big male 
lion that was wounded and mad. My favorite dog, old Slob- 
ber, grabbed the lion from behind, and I saw the flash of 
white as the cougar extended his inch-long claws in a swipe 
that jerked some hide and hair off the dog. Lucky for Slob- 
ber, the blow wasn’t solid énough for the claws to sink in 
deep. 

Two streams of blood the size of a pencil were spurting 
from the lion’s head, then spraying to each side as steady 
and even as a lawn sprinkler. The dogs would charge the 
lion, then it would rush the dogs. Me, I was jumping around 
trying to get in a shot. I was scared, worried about my 
hounds, and cussing myself for causing the whole mess with 
my carelessness. 

I started out on this hunt from the abandoned mining 
town of Mogollon, in southwestern New Mexico. My home 
is there and I work in the surrounding area as a government 
predator hunter, spending a lot of my time hunting down 
stock-killing mountain lions.

] rode out of Mogollon on Lupie, my saddle mule, at first 
sign of daylight this summer morning. The fresh cool- 
ness of a rain the day before was something to make a man 
real pleased that he was among the living, going hunting on 
a good sure-footed mule, with some dogs that were more 
interested in finding a lion track than anything else. Maybe 
there’s a better feeling, but I don’t know about it. 

There are several old buildings in Mogollon, and a few 
people who still call it home. But as we rode through I didn’t 
see any lights. It was still too early for most people to be up. 

We rode up Silver Creek for about two miles, then turned 
up DeLoch Canyon, which leads to the top of the main ridge 
between Silver Creek and Whitewater Creek. This is real 
lion country, some of the best I know. The only trouble is 
that the rough bluffs on the Whitewater side cause you to 
lose more lions than you catch. If a cat gets to these bluffs, 
it has a big advantage over a man or his dogs. The lion can 
make tremendous jumps across crevices that force a man or 
dog to detour. I’ve seen lions make leaps of 30 to 40 feet,

and watched them go up cliffs so straight up and down you 
wouldn’t think anything could climb them. 

Yet we sometimes get lions here on this Whitewater ridge, 
and I keep thinking today will be the time. So my hopes 
were plenty high as I turned down the main ridge. 

The dogs were out ahead testing the brush, which is the 
way they often pick up the scent. Low brush touching the 
lion as it passes through sometimes holds the scent better 
than the ground or rocks. 


had three dogs with me. My top hound, Slobber, is a 

solid red dog out of a pack raised by Frank Armejo of 
Jewett Gap, New Mexico. Frank, who is a noted lion hunter, 
got some of his first hounds from the penitentiary in Santa 
Fe. My second experienced dog, Minnie Bell, has ancestors 
that hunted cougars and bears with the famous mountain 
man Ben Lilly. The third hound on this trip was a little 
spotted female just old enough to start learning the ropes. 
Her name is Spot, and she, like the rest of my dogs, has 
quite a mixture of hound blood—bloodhound, bluetick, red- 
bone, black and tan, and Walker. About the only sure thing 
about the ancestry of my dogs is that they’re 100 percent 
hound, with no crosses with any kind of dog not bred to 
follow a scent trail. 

You don’t find a lion trail every time you go out, and you 
don’t catch a lion each time you do find a trail. But if a 
man’s got a drop of hunting blood in him, he sure does thrill 
to the sight of seeing his dogs out there trying to find lion 
scent. 

At intervals along this main ridge there are saddles where 
smaller canyons come up from either side of the ridge. These 
saddles are extra-good places to strike a trail, as the lions 
regularly travel through such gaps. Often a male lion will 
leave his scent in a little pile of pine needles he scrapes up. 
It notifies any interested females that he’s in the area. 

There’s a lot of lion traffic along this main ridge, and it 
has scent beds at intervals. These scent beds are like bulle- 
tin boards where the cats leave notes for one another. The 
male is the only one that leaves the scrape marks, but I 
believe the female also leaves her scent at the scent beds. 

We had passed two of these saddles and were about a 
mile and a half down the main ridge when we came into the 
third saddle. It had been about a month since I last hunted 
here, but I noticed a new scrape in the pine needles before 
the dogs got to it. Of course it could still be too old to be 
of any significance, but I sure was watching old Slobber 
when he trotted up to that little mound and made his in- 
spection. 

His tail started wagging just a little bit out on the end. 
The wagging quickened fast, until his tail was a blur. Then 
he let out a roar that said “Lion, and no mistake about it!” 

Minnie Bell took long leaps getting to him. She downed 
her head and went through about the same act that Slobber 
had. The pup, Spot, joined in. 

They all got real busy there for a minute, circling around 
to be sure where the lion had gone. Then they lined out 
down the main ridge, going fast and doing plenty of talking. 

I said to Lupie, ‘““Well, here’s where you pay for some of 
the oats you’ve been eating,” and away we went. 

It was still pretty early, and the ground was damp. That 
combination makes for strong scent (continued on page 122)

light tap telegraphed itself up my line. It felt as if a 
A small fish was working on the worm, so I gave the 
light glass spinning rod a twitch to scare it off. But it 

didn’t work that way. 

Instead, my rod tip slapped down to the water and I felt 
the weight of a good fish straining against the light mono- 
filament line. In the second it took me to grab the reel 
handle, there was a flash of silver in the early morning light 
as the fish jumped three feet out of the water. It was com- 
ing directly toward the boat, and only my startled jerk on 
the rod kept it from hitting my partner in the face. 

The fish no sooner flopped back into the water than he was 
out again. Then he was back in and making a frantic run

away from the boat, rapidly stripping off line against the 
lightly set reel brake. At the end of the run he jumped 
again, then twice more, and finally took off on a twisting, 
frantic marathon. 

It seemed forever before I decided he’d had enough and I 
could chance lifting him into the boat. Even then he didn’t 
stop his thrashing until a rap on the head put an end to it. 
Then I picked him up and admired him—14 inches of heavy- 
bodied, silver beauty. That was my introduction to the sock- 
eye salmon of Shannon Lake in northwestern Washington. 

I’ve spent most of my life in this area, but not until a few 
days earlier had I heard of anyone making a good catch of 
fish in Shannon, let alone catching sockeyes in it. So far as 





that goes, sockeyes are rarely cauguit 
on sporting tackle even in salt water. 
Occasionally, some are taken at the 
mouths of rivers as the fish make their 
spawning runs, but often as not the 
catches are accidental. 


‘d run into Don Oltman, my fishing 

companion, three days before in Bel- 
lingham, our home town. Don, as avid 
a fisherman as any I know, is an insur- 
ance man and travels around our terri- 
tory a lot. Naturally, he’s learned 
where most of our best fishing spots 
are. Though I grew up in this corner 
of the state, I’d been away from it for 13 
years until three years ago when I 
came back and went into the oil busi- 
ness. Since then I’ve been rediscovering 
the fishing, and Don’s been a gold mine 
of information. 

“How’d you like to catch some sock- 
eye salmon?”’ he asked me. 

“Fine,” I replied, “but if I remember 
rightly, it’s too early for the sockeye run, 
and I don’t have any salt-water tackle. 
And if you’re going after them on their 
down-stream run in the river, they’re 
probably too small to be any fun. 

“Slow down,”’ Don came back. “First 
of all, these fish only hit well for about 
four weeks, beginning now—the middle 
of May. Second, the fishing’s in a fresh- 
water lake, and if you used anything but 
your spinning rod or fly rod you’d be 
crazy.” 

What could I do but ask for the de- 
tails? 

“It’s this way,’ Don went on. “Our 
Pacific Coast salmon are spawned in 
fresh water, and the fry go to salt 
water where they spend the next three 
years. Then they return to fresh water 
to spawn and die. But the sockeyes are 
different. They come up fresh-water 
streams too, but only those with a lake 
at the head or along the route. They 
spawn either in the lake’s shallows, 
where there’s a current, or a short way 
up the feeder streams.” 

“That’s fine,” I broke in, “but I’ve 
caught lots of young salmon on their 
way back to salt water, and they’ve been 
pretty small fish without much fight. What’s with these 
sockeyes to get so excited about ?”’ 

“Listen,” Don said. ‘‘Where most young salmon head for 
salt water the spring and summer after having spawned, 
sockeyes stay in fresh water for three years or so. They’re 
then about 15 inches long and weigh around three quarters 
of a pound.” 


hat was enough. We made a date for early the following 

Sunday to take off on the 47-mile ride to the town of 
Concrete. There’s where the dam is that backs up Baker 
River to form eight-mile-long Shannon Lake. 

Meanwhile, I did a little judicious checking on Don’s sock- 
eye story. It was true all right, and I found out some addi- 
tional facts. For example, most sockeyes in this region re- 
turn to fresh water from salt as four-year-old fish. A few 
are even five years old. The adult sockeye is the prize-money 
catch of commercial fishermen. Running six to eight pounds, 
each fish is worth approximately $2 to them. 

Young sockeyes that elect to stay in fresh water are 
called residuals by fishery biologists. They stay in the lakes 
near their spawning beds, except when actually migrating. 
The fish act and grow much like our silver trout but, as I 
was to find out later, they fight much harder and grow much 
larger. To my knowledge, they’re found only in Shannon, 
Baker, Wenatchee, Washington, Sammamish, Ozette, Qui- 
nault, and Osoyoos lakes. Osoyoos Lake is largely in Brit-

ish Columbia, and sockeye spawning in the Okanogan River 
system is almost entirely above Osoyoos. 

Shannon Lake was created in 1923 when Baker River, 
which runs from Baker Lake at the foot of majestic Mount 
Baker to Skagit River, was dammed to create a source of 
water and power for Concrete and the cement plant there 
that gives the town its name. 

There are only three places where you can get close 
enough to the lake with a car to launch a boat: the dam site, 
a shingle mill about a mile farther up the east side of the 
lake (but seven more miles by car over a rough road), and 
a hard-to-find road on the west side leading to a small 
powerhouse. There aren’t any boats for rent. 


| B jp toten on Sunday found us unloading our light pram 
alongside a log boom near the lake’s dam. We took off, 
pushing through the network of log booms, and then on past 
gaunt snags and water-worn floating logs. The sun came up 
during the hour-long trip, bathing the snow-covered slopes 
of Mount Baker in a flood of light. It was a beautiful prel- 
ude to the exciting prospect ahead. 

As we approached our destination, the cove where Thunder 
Creek enters the lake, we saw three anchored boats. Their 
occupants were fishing. Tall trees, sun-bleached and 
weatherworn, stood out of the calm water, and the creek’s 
mouth was hidden by a jumble of logs and branches.

from Seattle to Whitehorse three weeks earlier. They, too, 
were to be outfitted by Alex Davis and knew we'd be coming 
through this valley eventually.

But 
what really lifted our spirits, lowered by the arduous day- 
long ride into the wind and cold and by the sight of this 
cheerless valley at dusk, was the message itself. 

“Ve’ve seen 60 caribou in just two days,” wrote Ashburn, 
“three herds of 20, 25, and 15 head each. The Indians tell 
us there is another herd of 60 head in here. I shot a big bull 
at 300 yards—317 paces to be exact. He’s a beauty. Horns 
not very high, but lots of them. I also got a big blond 
grizzly. Parton Kane (the guide) says he is about as big as 
bears get in this country.’”’ He said Glenn, too, had got a 
caribou and had passed up a female grizzly with two cubs. 

Next morning the temperature fell to 10 above, but we had 
been cheered by the Texan's note and warmed by the thought 
of our coming encounter with caribou. Obviously, it was 
just a question of how big would be the heads we'd get. Red 
Cole and Louis John left first and Jack, Fred, and I saw 
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them turn off into a side valley as we headed farther up the 
main creek. Harold Chambers and Sam Williams were our 
guides. Jack didn’t want a caribou. “I’m just going along 
for the ride,’’ he said. ‘“‘And maybe a grizzly.” 

As the day wore on, it began to look as though we’d come 
on grizzly before we’d come on caribou. Bear diggings were 
everywhere, the scooped-out tunnel systems witnessing the 
losing battles of many ground squirrels. Some of the holes 
were four feet across and almost as deep. It got increasingly 
cold, too, so cold that the bandanna Jack had tied over his 
mouth and chin for protection froze to his face. 


W; were glad to stop for a fire, hot tea, and lunch in a 
draw filled with huge, jagged rocks and potholes. We 
were just short of the crest of a 6,000-foot peak on one side 
and a long ragged rampart of rock on the other. As Sam 
lit a cigaret and Harold started up the escarpment for a 
look, there was a muffled sound. Harold later said he asso- 
ciated it with putting his foot on a rock. To me it sounded 
like a door shutting. But who in hell would be closing doors 





6,000 feet up on a barren mountain? The idea of a shot 
didn’t occur to us immediately. It grew on us and then 
suddenly Harold and I yelled simultaneously: “Hey, wasn’t 
that a shot?” Harold scrambled up the rampart with Sam 
at his heels and together they threw themselves down and 
searched the countryside for a long time. They found nothing 
and finally rejoined us at the fire. 

“Must have been Red and he must have got something,” 
I said. “I heard only one shot. How about you?” 

“Just one,” said Harold. 

“How far do you figure it was?”’ Jack asked. 

“Maybe two miles,’”’ said Harold. 

It was then about 1 o’clock. We hunted long and hard the 
rest of the afternoon but, except for a hoary marmot, saw 
nothing. The blue of dusk was beginning to settle in the 
creek bottom when we hit the main valley and turned toward 
camp. We were halfway along it when one of our horses 
neighed, as horses will when they detect a running mate 
long before a human will—and was answered by a whicker 
far up a side creek. We looked up the draw and there 
saw descending to the big creek four small figures, two men 
and two horses. 


ven at that distance, we knew what had happened. Louis 
John headed the procession on foot. Next came his 
horse, followed by Red’s. Red rolled cockily in the saddle, 
looking something like King Winter as he wore a hood 
against the sharp wind. The telltale was the big white rack 
that rode the saddle of Louis’s mount. Red Cole had shot 
himself a caribou. We whistled and cheered and an answer- 
ing whistle loafed back to us from the distance.

When our trails finally merged, we 
dismounted to look at the caribou head, 
congratulate Red, take pictures, and get 
the story. We told him we had heard 
his shot and were surprised when he 
told us he had fired not one but three 
shots. 

“About what time was that ?” I asked. 

“Oh, I’d say it was about 1 o’clock,”’ 
Red replied. 

“Well, that was it all right, but we 
heard only one of ’em. How did it hap- 
pen?” 

“It was one of those wacky things 
like they said caribou would do,” an- 
swered Red. 

Just as he and Louis came around a 
knoll, he explained, they spotted a herd 
of 30 caribou coming over a distant 
ridge. They counted six big bulls, four 
medium-size ones, and the rest cows 
and calves. As the herd fed toward 


them, they started climbing. The wind favored the hunters 
but when they topped a little rise they ran out of cover and 
the caribou saw them. Most of the herd kept feeding toward 
them, although more slowly, but three big bulls in the lead 
acted up a bit and ran a short distance. The lead bull was 
now about 500 yards away and as they watched him the 
other two disappeared. 

Both guide and hunter were winded from climbing but 
they held council and decided the best bet was for Red to 
run straight toward the bull as fast as he could until he was 
within 200 yards of him and then throw himself on the 
ground and shoot. He was still battling for breath and 
couldn’t go very fast, so Louis worked his way up about 100 
feet ahead of him. 


oar Louis jumped to his feet and yelled for me to 
h follow,” said Red. ‘“‘We ran straight for the bull and at 
200 yards I dropped to my belly. I was just lining the cari- 
bou up in my scope when Louis hollered for me to look over 
to the right. There, by gosh, not more than 125 yards away 
stood one of the two bulls that had disappeared. He was 
actually watching me. I couldn’t shoot from that position, 
so I jumped up, ran a few feet to a knoll, and fired offhand. 

“The bull did an abrupt about-face and trotted toward the 
rest of the herd, which was now running at a good clip. I 
thought I’d missed him, so I put two more shots after him. 
Suddenly he started moving in circles, holding his head 
down. Actually he went back to the spot where he’d stood 
when I first shot him and then he dropped. He was dead 
when we reached him.”

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HOW TO TAKE

I wondered why grandfather flinched 
when told we were taking our young 


sons on a fishing trip. Now I know 


Sierra Nevadas with two small boys, and all my flesh wounds have 

healed, except where the gopher bit me. The experience taught 
me a couple of things about fishing with our young that could be valu- 
able to other fathers and possibly to the Red Cross. 

Five of us went: Leroy Younggren and his son, Nord, age four; L. E. 
Younggren, Nord’s grandfather and city treasurer of Manhattan Beach, 
Calif., where we all live; my son, Bobby, age eight; and myself. I re- 
member now that the senior Younggren flinched when told we were tak- 
ing the boys along, but we ignored it. 

Getting started was deceptively painless. We stalled around until 
10 a.m., softening up the kids. Then their mothers fed them a dose of 
antiseasickness potion. On children it has the same enchanting effect 
as chloroform. Genially drugged, the boys slept all the way to North 
Lake, an aqueous gem 9,000 feet up in the mountains out of Bishop. 
We drove all night. 

Shortly after daybreak, we set up camp alongside a stream in an 
alpine meadow rich with wild flowers. The men were gravel-eyed and 
crotchety; not the boys, they bounced around like hot atoms. They 
wanted to go fishing, so we obliged. 

We picked a clear, fast, frigid trout stream that writhed through a 
meadow. Trees lined it most of the way. 

“Fellows,” said Leroy earnestly to the boys, as we pulled up for a 
seminar 40 feet back from the water, “the first thing to learn is the 
approach. You just don’t gallop up and hurl worms at a trout. They 
have very good eyes and scare easily. If they see you, or your 
shadow ”” He stopped, and it seemed to me he blanched.

“Casting flies isn’t as easy as it looks,” I said, handing him my rod.

first saw him when he came crashing through the heavy 
timber with another buck and two does. He came on 
diagonally toward me, across the clearing. 

I quickly raised my .243 Winchester and got him in the 4X 
scope. He was about 125 yards away now, and that was as 
close to me as he’d get. I squeezed the trigger. 

The first bullet burned along his side and spun him around 
so he headed off in a different direction, straight away from 
me. My second shot hit him in the back of the neck. He 
went down for keeps. 

I had killed a jet-black mule deer! 

I was hunting in Modoc County, California, about 12 miles 
from the Oregon border. Camped there with me were Otis 
Ralph, Lloyd Bolton, Charles Hampton, and Harlan Gallo- 
way, all from my home town of Fallbrook, California. This 
was September, 1956, and we were in the woods with our 
rifles at 6 a.m. on opening day. 

I had driven my pick-up along a fire trail, dropping my 
companions off to circle into the cold, windy woods at regu- 
lar intervals along the way. They were to meet at the end 
of the dim road, where I parked the pick-up. 

As I waited on stand near the end of the road, a group of 
passing hunters told me they’d seen a jet-black deer running 
across a ridge not far away. But I was skeptical, for I'd 
never seen or heard of such a deer, and even the word for it 

melanistic—was completely strange to me. 

None of us got a shot that morning, so we ate lunch and 
then drove the pick-up out on a sawmill road that cut 
through the same general area. Again we spaced our crew 
along the road, and the plan was to make a slow, five-man 
drive through the woods toward camp, which was about a 
mile away. 

Shorty after I started moving in, I heard the cracking 
of breaking sticks off to one side. Seconds later four deer, 
two does and two bucks, came bounding from the thick tim- 
ber. One of the bucks was the black deer. 

As I described before, it took two shots to bring him down, 
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my excitement making my first shot a poor one. His com- 
panions ran past Otis, and he brought down the other buck, 
a three-pointer. Mine had two points on each side. 

I immediately called the others to see this black deer. 
None had ever seen anything like it. It just didn’t seem real. 
It was viewed with the same astonishment back home in 
Fallbrook and later in San Diego, (continued on page 119)

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How To 
CATCH 
May Trout

nglers who approach May fishing 
A with fixed ideas are just asking 
to get skunked. Having fished 
the Mays of many years, I’ve learned 
that the only sound approach is to be 
ready with a variety of bait, lures, and 
flies. Unpredictable early-season trout 
can change their minds from hour to 
hour, and a fisherman needs the same 
flexibility. 

I haven’t always practiced what I 
preach in this respect. On one trip in 
early May I found the stream unusually 
low and clear. ‘‘“Made to order for wet 
flies,’ I decided (see “Time for Wet 
Flies,” page 58), and happily rigged up 
to fish that way. That’s my weakness 
a fondness for fly fishing. 

After an hour of futile casting with 
regular wet flies, I changed to nymphs, 
thinking I’d simply been using the 
wrong kind of underwater artificials. 
But nymphs were no better. They 
merely gave me another hour of exer- 
c1se. 

“‘Maybe they’re feeding on minnows,” 
I mused. So, still the fly fisherman, I 
tied.on a minnowlike streamer. This 
elongated wet fly caught no fish, nor 
did the half a dozen other streamers 
and bucktails I tested. 


t long last I gave up trying to fool 
fA the fish with hair and feathers and 
hiked back to my car for a can of lively 
night crawlers. I might have started 
fishing with these big worms if the 
water had been high and muddy when 
I arrived, for worms are commonly the 
best of all trout tempters when streams 
are flooded and clouded by run-off. 
This water wasn’t like that, but I 
threaded a No. 6 bait hook on my fly 
leader and cast out a night crawler 
with the thought that at any time a 
worm makes a strong bid for a trout’s 
attention. 

My cast landed the 


worm in fast 


70 ourpoor LIFE 


water at the head of a deep pool, one of 
the same holes I’d fished unsuccessfully 
with flies. I gave slack line, let the 
worm drift into the deep hole, and 
tightened my line slightly as the bait 
got down near the bottom. There was 
a mild tug. I waited a moment and 
struck, hooking a trout weighing 14 
lb. 

Worms were the answer that time. 
I stuck with them and hooked 20 trout 
before the day was over, eight of them 
keepers. If I'd persisted in using flies? 
Well, in more than two hours they 
hadn’t taken a fish, and there was no 
change in conditions to suggest that 
they’d ever have done any better that 
day. 

On another memorable May trip a 
friend and I were scouting for trout in 
weather that had been consistently wet 
and miserable. The streams were the 
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color of creamed coffee, running over 
the banks, flooding familiar pools so 
that you could hardly tell where the 
established holes were. 

We started our experiments with 
worms, using heavy sinkers to get the 
bait down near the bottom and probe 
for the sheltered holes where trout 
often congregate when streams run 
wild. This worked when we were able 
to get our baits into such a hole without 
snagging. We took five nice browns 
and a rainbow from one such place. 
But more often we were just probing, 
searching, snagging the bottom and 
breaking off terminal tackle by the 
yard. Our system was as good as any, 
but it wasn’t satisfactory fishing. 


I slept that night in a room that faced 
east and was awake early, just as 
the first hint of daylight lightened the 
dark horizon. The stars were out, the 
sky clear for the first time in days. 
Birds were starting their daylight 
chirping. 

I dressed in shivering cold and tapped 
on the door of my friend’s room. Get- 
ting no response, I eased down the 
squeaking stairs and walked out across 
frosted grass to try some pre-daylight 
fishing. 

The water had dropped at least a foot 
during the night but was still discol- 
ored. I started fishing with worms, 
drifting them through the holes with 
all the skill I had until the eastern sky 
had colored and the sun was nearly 
ready to brexk over the horizon. I 
didn’t get a moble. 

Returning to the rooming house, I 
found my frieru up and about. “Maybe 
it’ll be better later,” he said, and we 
sat down to breakfast just as the sun’s 
rays entered the windows of the inn. 
As that yellow light spilled into the 
room you could see hope brighten the 
gloomy faces of all the fishermen eating 
there. 

My partner and I spent the first hou: 
or two studying the stream, scouting 
for familiar holes, looking over the 
runs. One riffle we knew well from 
previous trips during low water had a‘ 
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“Mountain Lake? Get one rut over and you can’t miss it.”

its foot a deep hole that nearly always 
held some good trout. My friend got a 


| 15-in. brown and a 12-in. rainbow here 


by drifting a worm along the bottom. 
Both of us fished the rest of the riffle 
earefully, using both weighted and un- 
weighted worms, but without success. 

By noon the water was low and clear 
enough that I decided to switch from 
My pal elected to 
stay with worms. 


H's choice was the more productive 
one at first. He got four nice trout in 
the next two holes, while I went fishless 
through the same stretch. Then, as the 
stream lowered and cleared, his worms 
got less and less attention. In the next 


| four holes I took five fish to his three. 
| And from then on my luck with flies 


so steadily outclassed my worm-fishing 
friend that he also switched to wet flies. 

The closing hours of that day pro- 
duced some of the best wet-fly fishing 
we'd ever had. We were hungry for 
trout, and each of us had a limit of 


| keepers at the inn that evening. 


Minnows also pay off in a lot of early- 


| spring fishing, and a spinning outfit is 
| a good choice to handle them. I recall 
| one trip in May that made this point 
| dramatically. 


High water had made 


| this normally large stream so wild and 
| wide that I simply couldn’t fish the 

main pools properly with my fly rod. 
| It was too deep to wade and many of 
| the tempting pockets in the main cur- 
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rent were too far out to hit with bait 
or flies tossed with fly tackle. 
I switched to spinning tackle and got 


| out a jar of preserved minnows. I'd 
| taken these baits out of the preserving 


solution the night before and bottled 
them in fresh water to remove some of 
the chemical odor. 

Casting easily to a midstream pocket 
with the long-range spinning tackle, I 


| saw my line tighten a second after the 


bait minnow hit. I struck—and watched 
an acrobatic rainbow leap with my 
hook in his mouth. 

I had only eight preserved minnows. 
They got me eight strikes, and I landed 
four of the fish. Live minnows or fresh 
dead ones will often outfish preserved 


| minnows, but in this case I can only 
| guess that they’d have done equally 


well. You can hardly improve on eight 


| strikes on eight offerings. 


One of the artificial spinning lures 
with minnowlike action is also a good 
bet in a situation of this kind. Un- 
fortunately, I had no good spinning 
lures with me this time, so I had to quit 


| when my preserved minnows were gone. 


My fishing diary reminds me of an- 


| other time, May 20, when I used a spin- 
| ning outfit and a No. 8 Light Cahill dry 
| fly with remarkable success. It was an- 
| other 


large stream, perhaps 150 ft. 
wide. The water was high but clear for 
that season, and again I made my first 
efforts with a fly rod, trying to reach 
some trout rising out near the middle. 

My fly outfit had range enough here, 
but the current in midstream was so 
tricky that I couldn’t prevent the line 
from dragging the floating fly. A good 
float was almost impossible, 
and trout were rising to the fly, then 
refusing it. 


I got out my spinning gear, tied a 
transparent plastic bubble partly filled 
with water on the line for casting 
weight, and rigged the dry fly on a 
3-ft. leader extending beyond the bub- 
ble. With this outfit I could drop the 
bubble in a pocket far out in the stream 
so that it floated partly submerged with 
the fly drifting naturally beyond it. 

The trout went for this combination, 
and I caught them steadily. 

I have had similar experiences with 
streamer flies in situations that required 
the long casts a spinning outfit makes 
so deftly. On one such trip I was on 
the wrong side of a wide stream with a 
fly rod while trout were chasing min- 
nows along the far bank. Changing to 
spinning gear with a %-oz. sinker on 
the line, I shot a streamer fly across to 
the feeding trout and quickly took three 
browns weighing more than a pound 
apiece. 

A good-size spoon handled on spin- 
ning tackle is also worth a try in the 
unpredictable waters so common in 
May. A spinning angler once showed 
me the possibilities of such a combina- 
tion in an embarrassing way. 

Virtually fishless after a morning of 
casting small spinners and flies with 
fly rods, a friend and I were eating 
lunch beside an attractive pool where 
we'd had little luck. Yet we had the 
gall to snicker a little when the spin- 
ning fan came by and tossed out his 
spoon. What did he hope to catch on 
that big chunk of hardware? 

You guessed it. He took a nice trout 
on the first cast, then another minutes 
later. 

We hurried to the car and came back 
with spinning gear and spoons. With 
that combination, we both made good 
catches before the day was over. 

Dry flies in May? It’s not the month 
for them, by and large, but I have had, 
in the last 15 days of May, dry-fly fish- 
ing as good as any the rest of the year 
offers. 


nd don’t be too quick to rule out dry 
flies just because the weather is 
rough. One of my most productive 
sessions with dry flies was on a May day 
when the wind was blowing a gale and 
a new snow flurry blew in every half an 
hour or so. 

With an eye on the weather, my part- 
ner and I had come prepared to fish 
with worms. But while we were work- 
ing our first baits—and getting no re- 
sponse—we noticed fish rising to large 
green May flies. We hadn’t seen any 
flies in the air. Apparently the strong 
wind was keeping them on the water, 
where big trout were rolling up to take 
them, making ripples that were flat- 
tened and sprayed by the blast of the 
wind. 

We lost no time in getting artificial 
May flies tied on our leaders. It was 
almost unnerving to cast in this wind, 
however. Sometimes the big fanwing 
flies would blow right back in your 
face; other casts would be blasted down 
on the surface with violence enough to 
spook every trout in a pool. 

But the first time I got the fly on the 
water in decent style a three-pound 
brown gulped it before it had floated 





six inches. Soon after I hooked and 

|lost a fish that looked like a five- 

| pounder when he jumped. And so it 

| went for the rest of the day. A good 
| trout hit every time either of us man- 
| aged a decent cast. The four fish I kept

my trapline among the high mountain 


ranges which separate the Fraser River | 


to the west and the Thompson River to 
the east. 

In later winter and early spring, when 
running my beaver traps, I often come 
face to face with the shaggy beasts on 
the narrow trails my ax has slashed 
through devil’s-club and kindred under- 
growth. I never argue with bears about 
right of way, despite the rifle on my 
shoulder. 

Though I’ve led scores of sportsmen 
to within shooting range of trophy 
bears, I’ve shot few grizzlies. It’s sort 
of against my religion to shoot them 
myself unless, for safety’s sake, I have 
to. Maybe I’m_ superstitious about 
grizzlies. Or maybe it’s because for me 
the bears are a major meal ticket. 
There are years when I take in far more 
cash money guiding sportsmen than I 
do trapping martens, fishers, and 
beavers. 

There is other big game in the hills 
too—goats, black bears, moose, and 
sometimes caribou. Until the mid- 
1930’s, caribou ranged by the hundreds 
on the higher reaches of my trapline, 
but now their tracks are few and far 
between. 

What happened to the animals, no 

| man seems to know, but I’ve a hunch 

the timber wolves could furnish some 
| clues. There’s always been a lot of 
| timber wolves up there, and they don’t 
just live on mice or rock rabbits. A 
pack of a dozen could get away with 
100 or more caribou a year, with several 
moose tossed in. 

That’s why, at most of my cabins, 

|there’s usually an ounce bottle of 

strychnine crystals tucked away be- 
hind the chinking in the logs. Under 
permit issued me by the British Colum- 
| bia Game Department, I use that 
strychnine to good purpose whenever I 
| run across a wolf kill. 

My home—when I’m not on the trap- 
line—is at Horsefly, 65 miles southwest 
of my trapping and guiding country. I 
have a ranch there which pastures and 
feeds a couple of hundred head of range 
cattle. But during the lean years, when 
beef was 3¢ a pound on the hoof, it was 
the trapline and guiding business that 

| kept the ranch solvent.

caribou, and other game dropped by 
sportsmen’s bullets, my long suit is the 
grizzly. If you happen to have a No- 
vember, 1931, OUTDOOR LIFE handy, turn 
to page 10 and you'll find my name 
there (“Bears on the Cariboo Range,” 
by C. L. Hilliard). My grizzlies and I 
have poked our way into OUTDOOR LIFE 
a time or two since, though until now 
the sportsmen I guided told the stories. 
But sportsmen don’t hunt bears in my 
country when there’s 10 or 12 feet of | 
snow burying the devil’s-club—not if 
they’ve got any sense. 

I stock my cabins with provisions in | 
early fall, a month or six weeks before | 
I start trapping. The stuff is flown in, 
and by the time I pay the tariff every | 
pound of it is just about worth its| 
weight in gold. But in early September, 
when I take my first hunting party into 
the mountains, we run the 65-odd miles | 
of Quesnel Lake (whose water sepa- | 
rates my trapline from the ranch) by | 
boats, trailing the saddle horses behind | 
on: a raft. 

I’d been on the line in the fall of 1953, 
returning home to spend New Year’s 
with my family. I stayed there through 
January, knowing from hard experience | 
that few fur bearers move around in | 
that bitter-cold month. But about the 





| the first week in February I went back | 
| to start running the traps, taking my | 
| son along for company. 


So here we were at No. 1, a ruin, with | 
a sun lacking much heat, our snowshoes 
getting heavier each mile, and our 
bellies about ready to say hello to our 
backbones. But there was no use look- 
ing to No. 1 for shelter or food. I 
backed out of the cabin and stepped | 
into my snowshoe harness. | 

“We'll hit through to No. 2,” I told 
Alec, thankful that the winter’s food | 
supply had been distributed among all 
the cabins. 

I also thanked providence that the 
snow was heavily crusted and not loose 
and soft. Without stopping to set and 
bait any traps, I figured we’d make the 
run to the next cabin in 2% hours. 
Then we'd stoke our stomachs, bed for 
the night, and start thinking about the 
traps at daybreak. 


wildlife since leaving Quesnel Lake. 
We’d seen several moose browsing 
willows at the lake’s edge, but apart 
from some marten tracks we’d cut no 
other sign of game. (Once in a great 
while Quesnel’s wind-lashed waters will 
be subdued by ice formed in a 50-below 
freeze, but usually the center of the 
lake is open to travel by boat all 
winter).

ost professional trappers, of course, 

have had a cabin raided by bears. 
Blacks are wizards at prying a cabin 
door open, especially when their keen 
noses detect the scent of green beaver 
hides within. Mine have been burgular- 
ized by blacks several times, and every 
pelt inside has been destroyed. But 
blacks usually enter through poorly 
latched doors; I’ve never Known one 
smart enough to tackle the roof if the 
door wouldn’t yield. 

I was sure of one thing: the maraud- 
er who'd been at No. 1 was also re- 
sponsible for the pillaging of No. 2. 
This was the work of a single bear, not 
a black but a grizzly. Moreover, it was 
a bear that knew where each cabin was, 
that was ravenously hungry, and that, 
having figured out how to gain entrance 
through the roofs, would break into any 
cabin he came across. No _ winter’s 
cache of provisions could be reckoned 
safe against his thieving. 

The issue was clear. Either the bear 
must soon be tracked down and killed, 
or trapping would be_ impossible 
throughout the territory he ranged. 

Kicking clear of my snowshoes, I 
stepped into the ransacked hut. The 
stove was intact, but that was about 
all. There was nothing on the shelves; 
all the ting they held lay empty on the 
floor. The cellar had been gutted of 
edibles, and a stinking pile of dung left 
at its bottom. 

I kept my battery radio at No. 2—a 
precious item indeed. Whenever I came 
to the cabin I could twiddle its knobs 
and tune in on voices from outside. 
I could skin and stretch a marten to 
the refrain of the latest hit tune, or 
crawl out of my blankets in the morn- 
ing and listen to the overnight news 
while brewing my coffee. 

Now that priceless instrument lay on 
its face on the floor. Oddly, not a tube 
had been broken, but the guts of the 
batteries were strewn all over, as if the 
grizzly had gone into a tantrum at find- 
ing them inedible. 

Alec was watching me with eyes that 
silently demanded to know what next. 

“Another eight miles,” I told him, 
glancing up at the falling sun. “‘There’s 
a chance he missed No. 3. We can make 
it by night if we push hard enough.” 

“I’m hungry,” Alec complained.

Somehow the grizzly’s inquisitive paw 
had located that tiny bottle. Thinking 
the stuff was edible, the bear had 
bitten off the neck of the bottle and 
swallowed perhaps half its contents be- 
fore the bitter crystals stung his palate. 
Then, too late, he’d tried to spit out 
the stuff. 

“It requires as much strychnine as

In a way this hunt had gradually de- 
veloped into a nagging but important 
Only the year before I’d| 
hunted this same basin with John 
Phillips and A. B. Coaley, both from 
Virginia. It also had been hard hunt- 
ing in early season last year, for the 
woods were like tinder. Then, too, the 
rut hadn’t started in earnest, so the 
bulls were not eager to answer my 
challenges with the caller. 

On that hunt, I was more or less the 
host. I managed to bugle up a bull for | 
John, and watched him bust it. Later, | 
I looked on as Coaley killed a fine mule | 
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deer. But time ran out before I could 
bugle up a bull for myself, and for the 
first time in 18 years I didn’t get my 
annual Idaho elk. 

The thought nagged as the year be- 
tween passed. Chamberlain Basin is one 
of the best elk-hunting areas in the 
world. Roughly 20 miles long and as 
wide, the basin is a vast amphitheater 
in the heart of the United States’ 
largest primitive area. It is surrounded 
by jagged mountains. 

No roads penetrate the region, and 
only a few horse trails from the outside, 
involving pack stock and days of riding, 
make it available from the ground. 
Until recently, when the Forest Service 
cut the accessibility trails, the rolling 
hills immediately collaring the basin 
were virtually untouched. The new 
trails were cut to get hunters into the 
remotest regions so they’d scatter the 
elk bands before winter. 

About two decades ago, Idaho’s in- 
creasing elk herds began drifting to the 
Chamberlain and there multiplied, in 
what once had been purely mule-deer 
habitat. The state inaugurated a special 
elk hunt for a few hundred head. Then 
more. Then open hunting. Now the 
basin herd is estimated at over 4,000 
head, enough to withstand heavy hunt- 
ing pressure. 


here are two natural airfields at 

opposing ends of the Basin—at Cold 
Meadows and Chamberlain. They’re 
long meadow flats which required only 
a minimum of work to be converted into 
adequate and safe airfields. Elsewhere 
in the primitive area there are rela- 
tively few spots where duffel-carrying 
planes can set down safely. 

John, Coaley, and I had reached the 
virgin hunting grounds by driving to 
McCall, Idaho, and from there taking 
a flying-service plane to the wilderness 
strip. Vern Hamilton, outfitter, had met 
us with a steel-wheeled wagon, itself 
flown in, and a span of horses. We'd 
hauled the gear to his lodge, and the 
next day spot-packed to the hunting 
country with mules. 

But despite such an ideal set-up, plus 
all my years of experience, I'd flunked 
out. After a year of intermittent brood- 
ing about the failure it semed to me I 
had a score to settle with those smart 
bulls in Chamberlain Basin. I was mus- 
ing cocky things like, “Those smart- 
aleck elk will never outwit me two 
years straight!” 

I was all set for a return to Chamber- 
lain. My son Ted had agreed to hunt 
with me, and we had reservations with 
Hamilton. 

Then, 12 days before the season 
opened, Ted was married. Regretfully

ness country, alone, in late September, |

stubbornly confident that I could get a

That sudden breeze at dusk spoiled | 


my good first chance. I’d had to leave 
my prize so near and yet so far, and any 
real hopes I had of busting that bull 


| almost evaporated. 


I slept little that night. Actually, I 


| listened for the faint noises which would 
mean that the suspicious animal was | 


circling during the night, identifying 
the camp, sneaking out of the country. 

With the first light of day, I was out 
with rifle and packboard picking my 
way cautiously up the creek bottom— 
to where I hoped he’d still be. 


It was still as death. A hundred yards | 


from camp, the stillness was broken by 
the faint tick of a pine squirrel in a 
high lodgepole. There’s something odd- 
ly alike about the sound of a squirrel 
and the movement of a wary bull elk. 

I waited motionless until the squir- 
identified him, 
then I inched forward again. Twice 
more, before I’d reached 200 yards, 
these little workers broke the silence 
and showed themselves along the creek 
bottom. The creek’s tinkling sound 
was gone now. With rising elevation 
toward the basin head, the stream was 
only a swamp. Here were scooped-out 
elk wallows. Old sign, deep in the mud, 
told they’d been used during the sum- 
mer against flies and heat. 

It had taken half an hour to reach 
this point. The blowdown was thick as 
ever, difficult to negotiate without 
breaking a twig. If my bull had 
spooked, he’d be a mile away. If he 
hadn’t, I was surely within rifle range. 


ie at this critical stage of the stalk 
that the veteran elk bugler hesitates. 
Should you blow a new challenge or 
not? The bull may answer the call and 
come closer—and he may detect a sour 
note and sneak out of the country. 
Undecided what to do, I listened for 
another 10 minutes with open mouth 


and held breath. There was no hint of | 
elk sound. The thick pines, fir, and | 
| underbrush were hushed and motion- 


less. 

“It’s now or never,’ I finally decided. 
Pulling the bugle from the pack, I 
pealed out the call of the rutting bull. 
The high-pitched squeal rolled up and 
down the canyon, in ghostly, muted 
challenge. I expected the enraged 
answer to come rocking back, but none 
did. Even the squirrels, momentarily 


| startled, were silent. 
I waited 10 minutes without moving | 


an eyebrow. Once I would have given 


| up with that and struck off back down 
| the canyon. But on at least three similar 


occasions, the failure of a bull to an- 


| swer hadn’t meant he was gone, rather 
| that 


full half-hour to 
circle suspiciously and approach me 
from behind. One such animal came 
upon one of my hunting partners and 


he'd taken a 


| stared at him at 30 feet. The poor guy 
| was too befuddled to shoot. 


My strategy now involved some elk 
psychology. The old herd bulls have 
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deep-throated bugles, whereas the 
young ones just learning to bugle are 
squeaky. A bull mature enough to try 
to horn in on an old-timer’s harem will 
have a medium-pitch bugle. With prac- 
tice and careful listening you can tell 
approximately how old a bull is by the 
way he bugles—this partly by the qual- 
ity of the finishing grunts. 


a™ hunter knows that making a 
call of deep register in unmolested 
elk country usually makes the old herd 
bulls suspicious. Such a call says, “TI, 
too, am a herd bull with a harem.” But 
the actual herd bull knows thai his 
harem-herding neighbors have nothing 
to bellow about. He’ll spot your call as 
a fake. Similarly, the squeaky bugling 
of a three-year-old is shrugged off by 
the lord and master of the harem. The 
old-timer won’t answer such an upstart 
unless he comes too close. 

Do your bugling in medium register. 
That means virile young competition— 
which induces sheer rage in the herd 
bulls. 

I'd whittled out four separate bugles 
to get the one I wanted. It was a per- 
fect duplication, if blown right, and 
with it I’d called up a dozen bulls for 
the kill. A $100 bill wouldn’t buy it. 

Now, there was only one thing to do 
—wait another hour without disclosing 
my presence. If the bull was in the 
basin, he was now alert and suspicious. 

I’ve killed nearly all species of North 
American big game, but I’d never spent 
a more cautious or trying hour. Worst 
of all, I was afraid the bull was long 
gone, though experience kept telling 
me otherwise. 

So for an hour I hunted that phantom 
bull, mostly by listening, trying by 
some woods sense to detect his presence. 
During this wait the sun’s first rays 
touched the timbered north ridges, and 
gradually the squirrels became more 
active. Three separate times they 
knocked pine cones from scattered 
conifers in the canyon. 

Then I suddenly had one of the re- 
wards of patience. One of the squirrels 
apparently moved. First it was in the 
tangled blowdown of the basin bottom, 
then uphill to the right. At last the 
faint noise, which was something like 
falling pine cones, altered a bit. There’s 
no describing it, other than to say the 
vague thumping became a trifle heavier. 

I knew then that it was the bull, not 
a squirrel. And from that moment on 
his actions and attitude were as easy 
to read as a book. This was the be- 
ginning of the rut. He’d found the ideal 
spot for a harem and had likely started 
to round up his cows. But my bugling 
from the ridge last night was a threat 
to his domain. He was almost certain 
that his challenger was a bull but he 
wasn’t quite positive about its potential. 
His immediate concern was to make 
that opponent show himself first. 

For another agonizing 10 minutes I 
listened, as motionless as the timber 
concealing me. First I detected that 
faint ticking sound one place, then 
another. He was circling, maneuvering. 
Then, abruptly, it was closer. I turned 
by inches to look in that direction.

It was no charge— 
just a quick rush to make an opponent 
move. But then, like a phantom, the 
bull was lost to sight. I lifted the rifle 
scope to my eyes, but even through it 
there was no buil in the dark, dense 
timber where to my certain knowledge 
there was one. 

In this crucial moment, hunting 
alone really paid off. If I’d had a part- 
ner with me, one of us would surely 
have tipped our hand with a noise or 
false move. 

The whole climax of that hunt hinged 





on what skill I could bring into play in | 
the next 60 seconds. I am convinced I | 
managed to move six feet to my right | 
without visible change of contour or | 
motion. On tiptoes, I looked to where | 
I knew him to be. 

Slowly there materialized a tan rock | 
which didn’t belong—because it was | 
atop a six-foot spruce. And the slowly | 
twisting twigs on the next tree grad- | 
ually became 10 ivory-tipped points, | 
turning with the great head as he| 
strived for sight or scent. 

It was a challenging shot. I could 
only see through the timber a spot as 
large as a hat—where his brown mane 
joined the tan body at his withers.

With this rig we'd cast, then let the 
line sink to the bottom. After letting it 
sit there for a few moments, we'd re- 
trieve slowly until we figured the lower 
hook was about six inches off bottom.

Don was using worms on both hooks. 
At first I had worms on the lower and 
salmon eggs on the upper, but later I 
changed to worms on both.

Both hooks 
were bare. I’d been robbed, and while I 
was baiting up again Don hooked an- 
other fish. 

This one acted differently. There 
were no violent jumps or long runs;

Dough-Ball Formula 


Question: Would you give me a dough-ball 
formula for carp bait?—Robert Rybacki, Pa. 


Answer: One of several good ones is to soak 
white bread in water a few seconds, then squeeze 
out all excess moisture. Knead the bread until 
you have a smooth paste, add some honey, and 
mix thoroughly. Cotton batting added to this 
mixture may make it last longer on the hook. 
—R. B. 


Using Nymphs 


Question: Would you tell me the best way to 
use nymphs for lake fishing?—Basil P. Sharp, 
N. C. 


Answer: I've found this method to be best: 
cast the nymph out, let it sink, then bring it in 
with a series of short retrieves. Let the lure 
drop between each retrieve, for fish often strike 
as the nymph is sinking. Wet flies can be fished 
in the same manner.—R. B. 


Salting Minnows 


Question: Can you five me a good formula 
for salting minnows?—Robert S. Barhite, N. Y. 


Answer: Try a mixture of % Ib. of salt to 1 
qt. distilled water. Seal the fish in a jar of 
this solution. They should keep for. about a 
year.—R.B. 


How to Dye Deer Hair 


Question: Will you tell me how to dye deer 
hair for fly tying so the colors will not fade? 
—E. C. Carey, Fla. 


Answer: Be sure to wash all oil from the 
hair before using whatever dye you've chosen. 
After dyeing use acetic acid or vinegar as a 
setting agent. It may take several dye baths 
to get a bright color.—R. B. 


Raising Worms 


Question: What is the secret for keeping 
worms over a period of time? I’ve tried it and 
haven't had much luck.—S. Lewis, N. Y. 


Answer: Keeping worms is largely a matter 
of correct temperature, proper fill, avoidance 
of overcrowding, and careful screening of all 
sick-looking specimens every two or three 
days. This latter is most important since a 
sick worm will quickly contaminate all the 
rest. 

Worms do best in temperatures of 60° or a 
little less—over 75° is fatal. A tight wooden 
box 18x36x18 inches will take care of about 
200 worms. I usually keep my worm box in a 
cool, damp cellar, and for fill I use moss 
gathered in the woods.—R.B. 


Stiff Bamboo Rod 


Question: I have a bamboo rod that’s de- 
veloped some bad kinks. How can I get them 
out?—Wayne J. Repac, Mont. 


Answer: About the only way they can be 
straightened out is to heat the rod just enough 
to soften the glue. A really bad set is a tick- 
lish proposition, and can’t be taken out except 
perhaps by the rod maker. 

In the case of a set, you might try 
straightening it in this manner: heat the rod 
its full length and hang it perpendicularly with 
a half-pound weight or more on the end. This 
= work, but may not be a permanent cure. 
—R.B.

the wet and the dry fly: you cast the 
dry fly to the fish; you drift the wet fly 
to him. 

Upstream from the big water on the 
Beaverkill, the Willowemoc, the Never- 
sink and other Catskill streams, the 
problems are a little different. One of 
the most interesting and exasperating 
of these problems is the shad-fly hatch 
in early May. Trout always become ac- 
tive when this member of the caddis 
family is on the water, but they do not 
usually take the winged adult fly. I had 
to learn this the hard way. 

One morning in 1947 I hit the Beaver- 
kill above Rockland about 10 o'clock. 
We'd had a heavy frost, and the stream 
was dead, but not for long. I hadn't 
been fishing half an hour, when down- 
stream I spotted what looked like a 
cloud of smoke. It was the shad-fly 
hatch—a solid mass of buzzing insects 
eight or 10 feet above the surface of the 
water. In a minute or two they were all 
around and all over me, crawling down 
my neck and up my sleeves. Under the 
cloud the trout were going wild, with 
rings on the water as though heavy 
raindrops were falling. I went kind of 
wild myself. Putting on a brown palm- 
er-tied dry fly, I cast rapidly in all 
directions, but not one rise did I get. 

Later that afternoon, worn out with 
casting and changing flies and casting 
again, I hiked out of there and drove up 
the highway to where Harry Darbee, 
the fly tyer, has his shop. I told him 


| about the hatch, and asked him what | 


dry-fly pattern I should have _ used. 
When Harry got through laughing at 
me he explained that trout seldom take 
the shad fly when it has wings and is 
floating on the surface. The big feed 
comes as the caddis larvae rise up off 


| the bottom. A green caddis nymph will | 


get you trout during the shad-fly hatch, 
and a green-bodied wet fly such as the 
Apple Green will sometimes do the 


work. 


Almost every fish we took that week 





| was filled with greenish caddis worms. 


A good rule comes out of this kind of 
experience. When the trout are not tak- 
ing well, and you can’t figure what foo 
is available, kill the first fat fish you | 
manage to catch and examine his in- | 
nards. Sure this has been said before; | 
but recently I saw a good fisherman 
put back several trout, and then cast 
himself weak before he caught another 
and opened him up. 

When trout are really on the prod, 
it’s usually not too difficult to take 
them, if.your fly box is reasonably well 
stocked with patterns known to be ef- 
fective on the stream you're fishing. But 
a man learns very slowly how to take

sound. Frost in eariy morning often 
brings on trout activity. Why, is an 
open question. 

Last spring we were up on the Wil- 
liams River, one of the potentially great 
trout streams of the East, in the high 
mountains of West Virginia. Look at it 
on a contour map, with all that fine 
water above the 2,000-foot contour line, 
and you'll see what I mean. But though 
I tried really hard for two days last 
May, I succeeded only in taking some 
freshly stocked rainbows near the high- 
way. And locating fish this way isn’t 
what I’m talking about. 

A friend of mine, Dave Longenecker, 
took a lot of nice browns out of the 
Williams River a week after I was 
there. He located the trout by studying 
the bottom. Where he found long 
stretches of fast water, with a rock or 
gravel bottom furnishing good condi- 
tions for insect life and cover for trout, 
he found fish. In the deep dark pools, 
with little cover, a clean bottom, and 
almost complete lack of minnow life, he 
didn’t. Really big browns, however, 
prefer deep, dark water (though they 
seldom feed there except after dark). 
One little spot of shadow under a rock 
and they’re well hidden. 

Wet fly fishing has been called a prob- 
lem in three dimensions, whereas the 
dry fly is used in two dimensions only— 
on a perfectly flat surface. 

As noted before, trout sometimes take 
a wet fly right on the rocks along the 
bottom. Big minnow-feeding trout are 
often in deep water. Natives (brook 
trout) of some poundage are frequent- 
ly hard to take near the surface. In 





very fast water all trout have to go deep | 


to find eddies in order to hold them- 
selves in the current. 


f pees of all three kinds—browns, 
rainbows and natives—may take 
the fly in midwater. When they’re in 
feeding position, halfway between the 
bottom and the surface, you’re in luck, 
because they will usually go some dis- 
tance either down or up for their food. 
But when they’re taking floating stream 
life right in the surface film, and still 
won't take a floating dry fly—then you 
have a real problem, one that often 
stumps the experts. 

One morning last September along 
the East Branch of the Delaware, I 
came upon a stretch that was really 
something. For some weeks they’d been 
releasing a heavy volume of water from 
the bottom of the dam at the Downs- 
ville reservoir. This flood of fast-mov- 
ing, very cold. water would have been 
normal enough in early spring, but the 
temperature of the air at the time hap- 
pened to be in the upper 80’s. All over 
this particular stretch were crashing 
rises of big brown and rainbow trout. 

Imagine, after a week of the usual 
tough late-season fishing, suddenly 
rounding a bend on a big flat just boil- 
ing with fish. 

There were big drakes all over the 
rough, choppy surface, and I thought 
the trout must be taking them. I had 
what I though was the right fly, and I 
advanced confidently to the edge of the 
current, cocksure I’d make a killing. 

But I didn’t take a single fish, though

| his own flies will tell you, 
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they kept right on rising. Never in 30 
years of fishing have I seen such big, 
bad trout feeding in full sunlight as 
though they were starving. What I 
should have noticed was that when one 
of the big drakes came down on the 
water near one of those boiling rises, it 
usually floated right on by. But I kept 
on casting my dry fly—a Light Cahill. 

After an hour or two, with my blood 
pressure about twice normal, I tried 
the wet fly. No soap. I tried every- 
thing, from No. 20 nymphs to a No. 6 
Light Cahill. I got nothing for my 
pains. 

The next morning I was back at the 
same place. This time I had every wet | 
fly and nymph pattern I could carry. | 
My jacket was bulging, and I had half 
a dozen boxes of wet flies in my creel. 
My cap was full of wet flies, and in one 
pocket I had a box of big dry flies, just 
in case. 

With me were two of the best trout | 
fishermen in the East, one an interna- 
tional fisherman deservedly famous. I 
will name no names, for these trout 
made all of us appear foolish. 

About 10 o’clock the usual big 
hatches of drakes began bouncing along 
in the sun. Up around the bend the 
trout began to feed, with the same 
crashing, slashing rises of the day be- 
fore. My expert friend took a couple 
of 12-inch browns on a dry Light Cahill. 
That, it turned out, was our undoing. 
We thought the big fellows would take 
the dry fly too, and didn’t bother to cut 
those first fish open. The result was 
that we never got a tumble from the 
big ones up on the flat. 


Pe back downriver, we met a man 
who’d just taken a fish. We forced 
him, practically at knife point, to cut 
that trout open, and this is what we 
saw: The fish was full of small black 
ants. A few nymphs of the big yellow 
drake were in the stomach, but what 
the trout had really been taking was 
under the surface. An imitation would 
have had to be tied on a No. 18 or 20 
hook. We had one No. 20 Black Gnat 
among the three of us. When that fly 
was cast out and floated just under the 
surface film, a big brown flung himself 
into the air, and departed with fly and 
leader. 

The moral of all this: when trout are 
near the surface, find out if they’re 
feeding on submerged food, and remem- 
ber that when they’re taking something 
even a hundredth of an inch below the 
surface, they probably want a wet fly 
or a nymph—not a dry pattern. 

What fly to use? The question al- 


under the conditions of the particular 
time and place.

late spring comes and May-fly hatches 
begin in earnest, then your wet fly must 
often match the underwater form of 
the fly that is on the surface. You must 
often fish upstream and across, with 
fine leaders and small wet flies. 

For spring fishing in the streams of 
West Virginia and the Northeast, there 
are six patterns that should do well 
enough, from No. 6, for heavy water, to 
16 and a bit smaller for the thinner, 
clearer, headwater streams. I would 
not be without the following patterns: 
1. Coachman. A wet fly, this may be 
all you’ll need, in various sizes to suit 
the water. Hatchery trout are particu- 
larly fond of this pattern. For regular 
use it’s a handy fly, because as a 
dropper with a two-fly rig you can see 
it a long way off. 

2. The slate-wing Coachman. Another 
standard fly, one of the best in larger 
sizes for big water. 

3. Campbell’s Fancy. In various sizes, 
from 6 to 12, this fly has perhaps taken 
more Catskill trout than any other wet- 
fly pattern. 

4. The Gold Rib Hare’s Ear. Takes 
trout of all kinds, in many kinds of 
water. I tie the pattern with a speckled 
hen-pheasant wing. 

5. The Black Gnat. In very small sizes, 
down to 20, this is one of the indis- 
pensables. Often trout will take this 
when no other fly, wet or dry, is effec- 
tive. 

6. A Blue Dun pattern. This can be the 
Quill Gordon, the Hendrickson, or any 
one of many patterns tied with dark- 
gray body, slate colored wing, and blue 
dun hackle. Another variation of the 
same fly has a brown mink body, or 
one of rabbit or hare’s fur ribbed with 
gold wire. 

Rarely will you need more than these 
few wet-fly patterns, but as a general 
rule you will need big flies for wide 
water or deep, discolored water, and 
small flies for shallow, clear streams. 


| eee for wet-fly fishing are no 
problem now. Nylon will do well 
enough, and if you are on big water 
with big trout in it, use nothing finer 
than 2X, or about four to six-pound test, 
for flies with No. 6 or 8 hooks. In low, 
clear water you may need a 4X leader. 
Nothing puts wise old trout down in 
such water like big flies on coarse gut. 
Three-pound nylon is fine enough for 
me, for the clearest water. 

If you use Spanish gut leaders 
(they’re handy where you may want to 
fish both wet and dry on the same day), 
get these that are treated with silver 
nitrate. They’re stronger than un- 
treated gut and last longer. 

You can use any old silk dry-fly line 
that has lost most of its finish. If it 
doesn’t float well, that’s all to the good 
—you want a wet-fly line to sink. Level 
E to G silk lines are perfectly satisfac- 
tory if they fit the action of your rod. 

Rods: a tough problem. Most hand- 
made bamboo rods have too stiff an ac- 
tion for good wet-fly work. Some of the 
light glass rods are fine, and I myself 
use nothing but glass for small stream 
fishing. For big-water fishing, Harry 
Darbee uses a 10-foot bamboo rod. We 
ought to have good glass fly rods in the

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near future, when the makers have 
done as much research on nine and 10- 
foot rods as they have on the wonderful 
little 744 footers. Glass is a good rod 
material, but design counts too. 

One of the finest rods for average 
wet-fly work that I have ever owned is 
an old Thomas, made in the early 
1900’s. Eight and a half feet long, this 
rod has power, slow power, beginning 
at the butt and going up to the tip. 
Casting a long line with it is easy on 
the wrist and forearm, and once the fly 
is on the water it can be given an action 
that is almost impossible with a dry-fly 
rod. These older, softer rods can be 
used with light lines (mine does well 
with H-D-H nylon or H-E-H silk), mak- 


| ing light casting possible, a big factor 


in success with shy trout in shallow 


| feeder streams. 


f you’re buying a rod this spring, get 
one on the medium-action side—stiff 
enough to lay a long leader straight 
out on the water, for occasional dry-fly 
work; springy enough to give the wet 


| fly that deadly underwater action that 
| makes the difference between success 


and failure. 

The rod I have in mind will cost you 
plenty. You should go to a really good 
shop and put a reel on a number of rods 
before making your choice. But the 
main thing is to have one that fits your 
hand and also fits the stream you are 
on, and the type of lure required for 
that water. 

It has been said that wet-fly fishing 
in the East is a lost art. The dry fly 
gets the publicity. The fact that brown 


| trout often take the dry fly well is one 


reason for this, and of course there are 


| others. But for a man who, like myself, 
| has bucked strong currents working 
| upstream with the floating fly more 


years than he cares to admit, it’s a won- 
derful and restful feeling to set off 
downstream, going with the current in- 


| Stead of against it. Working a side-arm 
| cast across a stream, you can drift wet 


flies into many places where good trout 
lie—places that could not be reached 
with a dry fly without fatal drag. 
Coming down the Willowemoc one 
morning last spring, I had to hang onto 
the alders in many places or take a 
ducking. At the foot of a half-mile of 


| fast water, I came to a place full of 
| boulders and stranded logs, where a 


man could at least stand up and aim 
his shots. 

There, 40 feet below me, was a 
pocket in the riffle, a smooth bit of 
black water standing out against the 
whitecaps, ahead of a big rock. I cast 


| across the current to the other bank 


and let the flies sweep along the bottom 
toward the rock. Just as the leader 
straightened, I saw the white wing of 
my dropper fly dive under the surface. 
Then my rod tip went down hard into 
the current. When I set the hook, a 15- 


inch brown went into the air, then bored 
| back and forth till he hit my net in the

We agreed to this. Then I got in 
touch with Spec Sigler, who operates a 
boat livery on Summerland Key, not 
far from Key West.

In reply to our questions, the veteran 
guide told us how to fish for tarpon. | 

“The first thing to decide,” he said, | 
“ig whether you’re going to fish with | 
bait or artificials. If with bait, live pin- | 
fish and crabs, drifted deep, are very | 
effective. Dead baits of large mullet, 
fished at the bottom and either filleted 
or attached whole to the hook with 
exception of the head, are also very 
popular.” 

He went on to say that the bait usual- 
ly is taken very slowly at first, almost | 
as though a small fish were trying to | 
make off with it. You let the tarpon | 
run with it until the line is moving out | 
pretty fast. Then you set the hook 
hard, and be prepared to hang on. 

“T’ll stick with the old red-and-white 
plugs,’’ observed Jack Matheny, a con- 
firmed spin-tackle angler. “‘A fish that’s 
been allowed to swallow a bait deep | 
like that doesn’t have a chance.” 


Ce Cecil nodded, then said that 
the big fish would also take spoons 
and other cast lures, provided they were 
properly presented at the right time. “I 
like a top-water plug myself,” he said. 
“But for beginners deep-running lures 
usually are best as they already have 
the proper action built in.” 

“How does a fellow keep one of these 
tarpon on?” Oscar asked. ‘That one I | 
hooked gave only three jumps and was 
on his way.” | 

That’s about average, our guide told 
us. Most tarpon fishermen expect to | 
boat perhaps one out of 10 fish. The | 
king’s cavernous jaws are of solid bone | 
and gristle inside, and the hooks—even | 
though honed needle-sharp—seldom find 
a crevice inside the mouth to permit 
prolonged battle. 

“But if you get fast, always keep the 
line as tight as you dare,” Capt. Cecil 
said. “Slack off only when he jumps, 
for if he lands on the line he’ll break it. 
If you’re working in shallows, hold the 
rod high with both hands. This will 
keep as much line as possible out of the 
water, for tarpon are experts at snag- 
ging it on the bottom and cutting them- 
selves off.” 

It would be a circus to get one on a 
fly rod,’”’ Rizzo chuckled. 

“Not as hard as you might think,” | 
Keith told him. ‘Fellow down here last | 
year landed a 90-pounder that way.” 

As Matheny climbed into the alumi- | 
num boat with Oscar and got ready to | 
resume fishing, I asked the captain a/| 
final question. ‘‘You mentioned earlier | 
that tarpon spook easily.

That’s 
when he saw the speck which might be 
a caribou above the pocket of old snow 
and said: “Maybe we catch it up 
tomorrow.” 

I was almost more intrigued by 
Harold Chambers’ answer to my query 
about how old the pocket of snow was. 
Harold shrugged. ‘Maybe it’s last year’s 
snow, maybe the snows of 10 years 
ago.” It made me think back to a 
wondrous day many years before in 
Boston when I found a pile of snow in 
midsummer under some old lumber 
stacked in a dark cellar-hole. Snow- 
balls there in July! Snowballs here all 
year round! 

“What’ll keep the caribou up there 
until tomorrow ?”’ I asked Sam, as he 
stowed the 12 X 60’s back in the huge 
case which looked so important hanging 
from his narrow shoulders.

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because it had been lower against the 
mountain itself the night before. Still, 
we had a long, long way to go and I 
couldn’t quite believe we’d ever catch 
up with it. 

“It’s a caribou, all right,’”’ said 
Harold.

were in the area at the base of the 
brain. He was a very dead bull by the 
time we found him, but we took no 
chances. 

“They’ve been known to get up and 
walk off,’’ Woodruff warned me while 
we stood 20 paces away, looking him 
over. ‘‘They’ve also been known to get 
up and walk over you. Better pop him 
again.” So I popped him again—a 
couple of shots in the spine to make 
sure-——before we walked in. 

It was midafternoon when we fin- 
ished taking pictures, and the sun was 
like the glare of a blast furnace, so we 
called it a day and headed back to camp. 
Our trackers dragged a forked stick in 
the dust as they walked, the African 
equivalent of a blazed trail. That would 
lead us back to the elephant in the 
morning, and we'd get the ivory out 
then. 

Forty or 50 natives went back with 
us next morning. We found the bull 
starting to bloat, and a flock of vul- 
tures, 200 or 300 of them, gathered 
around the carcass and perched in 
near-by trees, waiting for the feast as 
soon as things softened up enough. But 
the natives beat them to the best of it. 
While our safari boys worked at the 
two-hour job of chopping out the ivory, 
the rest of the crowd butchered and di- 
vided that mountain of meat. They 
opened the belly and dragged out the 
enormous entrails, each loop of intes- 
tines as thick as a man’s body. They 
cut away the sheets of fat they prize 
most, crawling all the way into the 
body cavity to get at it. Then they went 
at the carcass itself, some gorging on 
great fistfuls of raw fat. By the time 
the tusks had been removed, the natives 
had sliced a couple of tons of meat into 
strips and chunks for the sun-dried 
jerky they call biltong. 

The tusks were a beautiful pair, 
curved and symmetrical, the two weigh- 
ing just over 150 pounds.

GOOD SADDLE SCABBARDS 


nyone who plans to do any hunting 
AN’ from horseback just about has 
Bt to have a saddle scabbard. Even 
if the hunt is to last only a day or two, 
a good scabbard is a wise investment. 
Trying to carry a rifle around on horse- 
back without a scabbard is enough to 
drive one nuts. I have seen people 
attempt to carry their rifles across the 
pommel of the saddle, or slung across 
their backs. Either way is a dismally 
awkward makeshift—a way to get 
tangled up in brush and twigs. 

But even if our horseback hunter has 
enough foresight to go to his favorite 
sporting-goods store for a scabbard, he 
still may not find it easy sailing. A lot 
of over-the-counter scabbards leave a 
good deal to be desired, particularly 
with scope-sighted rifles and particu- 
larly if the hunter wants to keep his 
rifle looking sleek and well-fed. 

Many ready-made scabbards are too 
skimpy, and even when presumably in- 
tended for scope-sighted rifles will not 
accept those mounted with the bulkier 
scopes. One pretty good scabbard I 
have seen is designed to be worn on the 


Comfort of both horse and rider has much to do with how seabbard 
is strapped on. This way, it helps to keep saddle on an even keel 
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wrong side of the horse, and few of 
them give protection worth mentioning 
to the buttstock. 

It is fatal if the scabbard is too 
skimpy, as the scope usually binds on 
the front end. When a rifle weighing 
from 8 to 11 Ib. rests on the end of the 
scope through the jouncing and bounc- 
ing of a horseback ride, it does the sight 
adjustment no good because something 
is liable to bend. 

A steel tube and a steel mount would 
probably take it. Maybe some of the 
tougher aluminum alloys would, too. 
But I do know a citizen who, back be- 
fore the last war, rammed a scope- 
mounted rifle into a too smal! scabbard. 
The pounding actually bent the soft 
aluminum tube of the scope so that the 
bend could be seen with the unaided eye. 
How the musket shot can be imagined. 


nce I had a scope with a steel tube 
but on a side mount with alumi- 
num-alloy brackets, which I very brilli- 
antly pushed into a too tight scabbard, 
so that all the weight of the rifle rested

right on the scope. Came my big chance 
on a really fabulous buck. I might as 
well have been using a peashooter for 
all the good it did me. 

Later the same day I saw bark fly 
above another buck, held well below his 
chest, and killed him. Pressure had 
made the scope angle down, which 
would, of course, make the rifle barrel 
point up. 


hen I got home I tried the outfit 

on a target, looked at the results, 
then sat down and had a good cry. I 
still regret missing that buck, as he 
wore one of the finest sets of antlers 
I’ve seen in several years. However, I 
have to learn the hard way. 

I remember another costly lesson 
about scabbards. I had gone out to 
pussyfoot around in the brush after a 
big mule deer with a ranch-owning pal 
of mine. When I got there he was all 
steamed up to go a-hunting on top a 
mountain where, he declared, whitetail 
bucks were as thick as fleas. I had no 
scabbard with me, so he was kind

It was too short. The 
buttstock was complete- 
ly unprotected and we 
spent the day charging 
through thick, thorny 
brush. When I got that 
fine .30/06 home its fancy 
buttstock was covered 
with scratches and gouges 
and had no more finish 
than a hoe handle. My 
lamentations were pitiful. 

A scabbard can be some- 
what oversize and no harm 
will be done, but if it’s too 
skimpy, trouble is pretty 
sure to result. If I were 
a manufacturer bent on 
making my _ customers 
happy with scabbards for 
scope-sighted rifles, Id 
make the standard job 
large enough to fit the 
bulkiest rifle-and-scope 
combination likely to be 
encountered. 

A score or so of years 
ago I forgathered with a 
Mexican saddle maker in 
Nogales, Sonora, and 
cooked up a scabbard that 
was quite satisfactory for 
either of the two scope- 
sighted rifles I was lug- 
ging around at the time. 

It was roomy enough 
not to bind the scopes and 
it was made of leather 
heavy enough to provide 
protection; but probably 
the most novel feature 
was that the open end of 
the scabbard came back far enough to 
protect half the buttstock and to fend 
off twigs and branches from the re- 
mainder. So that I could get my hand 
on the small of the stock when I leaped 
from my caballo, the portion protecting 
the buttstock was split. 

That old scabbard was very satis- 
factory. I still have it but do not use it 
since the muzzle end is worn paper-thin 
from being carried many thousands of 
miles through brush. 

It’s routine to see some hunter land 
at the outfitting point in the Yukon or 
the Alberta Rockies with a good duffel 
bag, fine binoculars and spotting scope, 
an excellent down sleeping bag and air 
mattress, a superb scope-mounted rifle 

but no scabbard. The outfitter sighs, 
then trots out some dreary old contrap- 
tion from the barn. Later the hunter 
misses a grizzly as big as a horse be- 
cause the unsuitable scabbard threw 
his scope out of adjustment, and when 
he gets back to the outfitting point the 
$150 stock on his .300 Magnum looks 
like something salvaged from the city 
dump. 


We a bit of planning the saddle 
scabbard can also be used as a 
suitable carrying case for the rifle when 
checked as airplane luggage or carried 
aboard a ship or train. Then it should 
be made of good heavy saddle leather, 
with a hood to cover the buttstock. 
Actually a hood or boot is a good idea 
on a long pack trip, as it protects the

butt from scratches, keeps dust and 
rain off rifle and scope. And a handle 
doesn’t hurt, if the scabbard is to be 
carried as luggage. 


inest and most satisfactory scabbard 

I have ever had was worked out by 
the late Capt. A. H. Hardy, the Beverly 
Hills trick shot and leather worker, 
who started with my old home-brewed 
Mexican scabbard for inspiration and 
then added the fancies. 

The scabbard itself he made out of 
what is practically sole leather, to pro- 
tect rifle and scope from all ordinary 
knocks and strains. Hardy added a 
handle for carrying. He then put on a 
soft hood of oil tanned leather. It is 
held onto the scabbard by a zipper and 
can be removed. Another zipper opens 
the hood up so it can be folded back 
over the open end of the scabbard, and 
tied to a couple of leather thongs if 
need be. 

I’ve had this scabbard for years and 
have taken it on a good many pack 
trips. It’s the best scabbard—and the 
most expensive—I have ever had. 

Another very good one was made for 
me by the Schoellkopf Company of 
Dallas, Texas. In some respects it is 
similar to the Hardy scabbard. But in- 
stead of the hood it has a snap-on boot. 
In case the anguished hunter yanks it 
off in the excitement of the chase, 
flings it aside with a mad cry, and for- 
gets about it for the time being, the 
boot is tied to the scabbard proper with

a leather thong. Another point of 
difference is that the Schoellkopf scab- 
bard is lined with fleece, which makes 
it easy on bluing but might promote 
rust if the whole business got wet. 

Another excellent scabbard I have was 
made for me (again with the old Mexi- 
can original in mind) by the George 
Lawrence Company, Portland 4, Oreg. 
Open end is just about like the one on 
the old Mexican scabbard. Since it is 
made of heavy leather, the scabbard 
gives the rifle good protection. Butt is 
protected with a stiff sole-leather boot 
which buckles to the scabbard. 

Either the Schoellkopf or the Law- 
rence scabbard can be used as a Carry- 
ing case, but the latter does not have a 
handle. Both concerns show the scab- 
bards I describe in their catalogues. 
When they are ordered the purchaser 
should specify what model of rifle, and 
what sort of scope and mount, he wants 
the scabbard for. 


_—— who lives in the vicinity of a 
saddle shop should have no diffi- 
culty in getting a scabbard made up, 
with or without a boot that buckles on. 
He can select his own leather, and he 
should leave his rifle there so the scab- 


bard can be made to fit it. Above all 
he should specify that the rifle must not 
bind. 

I’ve never been able to figure why, 
but almost without exception saddle 
makers put straps on the scabbard so 
that the rifle would be carried upside

| It is but a matter of moments, though, 


to shift the straps in order to carry the 
rifle right side up. 

There are various ways to lug a short, 
light, slab-sided carbine like the Win- 
chester Model 94 around on a horse 
very neatly. But the _ scope-sighted 
rifle of the dude hunter is no carbine. 
If he is traveling on a long pack trip 
astride the kind of cold-blooded, round- 
backed horses one finds in the Canadian 
Rockies, he must keep his saddle on an 
even keel so his horse won’t get a sore 
back. Then he should carry the rifle, 
butt forward, on the right side. And 
most of the time the boot should be 
over the buttstock, to keep out leaves, 
twigs, pine cones, spruce squirrels, and 
what have you. The weight of rifle and 
scabbard tends to pull the saddle a bit 
to the right, and as the hunter gets on 
he tends to pull it a bit to the left, so 
usually it comes out about even. 

In most of the Rocky Mountain coun- 
try, the hunter rides out to where he is 
going to hunt, then ties his steed and 
does a spot of hunting on foot. Getting 


| at his musket quickly is no great prob- 


lem. But in some other parts of the 
country, particularly in the Southwest 
and in northern Mexico, the hunter 
often rides around until he sees a deer 
and then he bounces off, grabs his rifle, 
and starts smoking that deer up. 

For such work the rifle should be 
carried on the left (or getting off) side, 
butt to the rear and angling up. As our 
hero steps off his charger he can grab 
his rifle by the small of the stock, and 


| even if his horse gets frightened and 
| bolts he still has Old Meat in the Pot 


and can do business. 

The man who has several rifles that 
he may carry on horseback should get 
the scabbard made to fit the bulkiest 
one. The same scabbard can be used 
for more than one rifle—within limits, 
that is. If the scabbard is much too 
long, the rifle won’t rest on the end of 
the barrel and on the bottom of the 
stock as it should. Instead the scope 
tube will carry the weight. As we've 
seen, that’s a wonderful way to invite 
trouble. If the scabbard is too short, 
the rifle will ride insecurely and the 
buttstock will get scratched by brush 
and limbs. 

A good scabbard is not very ex- 
pensive, but if the hunter has to lug his 
rifle around on a horse it’s worth its 
weight in gold!—Jack O’Connor.

abundance of crappies, but some un- 
usually big ones. Normally crappies 
weigh around a pound, but lots of an- 
glers who put out from Paris Landing 
come back with whole strings of two to 
three-pounders. They hit into schools 
in which every crappie caught is that 
big, and the strings of slabsides, as they 
call them, are a pretty sight. 

Last spring, however, the crappies 
outwitted many anglers. Reports said 
there was no spawning run, but Ralph 
told me that was nonsense. He claims 
the crappies were spawning at a 10-foot 
depth out in the lake instead of at four 
to five-foot depths in the creeks. This 
caught a lot of amateurs short; they 
didn’t know where to find the crappie 
beds. But the professional guides did, 
and they sent their customers home 
with enough two and three-pounders to 
fill their freezers. 

How do you find a crappie bed? Just 
drift, fishing the bottom in spawning 
season, until you catch a crappie. Then 
you’re getting warm. Prospect around 
there. You’ll know when you hit a bed 
because you'll be catching crappies— 
white perch, strawberry perch, paper- 
mouths, calico bass, newlights, or 
whichever of their many names you 
prefer—as fast as you can haul them 
in. But don’t forget to fish slowly. Any 
kind of a breeze will carry a drifting 
boat through a crappie bed too fast for 
the fish to strike. 

That’s where Ralph’s trolling motor 
paid off for us. With it we could buck 
a gentle breeze just hard enough to hold 
a minnow at the right speed on bottom. 
Or we could hover silently over a spot 
where a bite had given encouragement. 

Ralph said he’d give up crappie fish- 
ing if he couldn’t use an electric troller 
to help him feel slowly around the lake’s 
bottom. He’s got something there. 
Rowing or paddling, aside from being 
work and thus contrary to the whole 
spirit of crappie fishing, is almost in- 
evitably noisy. And who wants to drop 
an anchor into a crappie bed and run 
the fish off ? 

Ralph’s system, which is the popular 
Southern system, is to bait up a pole 
and wait for a bite. If the biting seems 
slow, you've got time to bait up another 
pole, and maybe a third or fourth. It’s 
interesting, watching those corks and 
waiting for one to bobble. It’s a thrill 
too, to see it jerk and sink. And when 
all of them go under and take off, life 
becomes a pure joy. 

Ralph began stringing fish, and got so 
busy with his four poles that he didn’t 
notice me jointing my fly rod. He'd 
have howled in protest, for cane-pole- 
and-minnow crappie fishermen think 
other equipment is silly. But I'd de- 
cided to test an idea. I attached to my 
leader a tiny copper spoon, and on its 
little treble hook I hung a worm I'd 
smuggled into the boat. I'd found this 
combination deadly on a recent trout 
trip, so why not try it on crappies? 

I eased the rig down to the crappie 
bed. Ralph looked askance on the pro- 
cedure, but the rig worked just as well 
as his minnows. It caught six crappies, 





four bream, and two small bass. But 


it wasn’t the right way to fish for e ith 
crappies, and I know it embarrassed Bring your target up CLOSE W a eee 
Ralph, though he didn’t say a word 
about it. It was, you might say, a 
Yankee kind of crappie fishing—effi- 
cient but somehow raucous. 

After mid-June, TVA crappie fishing 
gets spotty. The fish go deep, and the 
picnic is over for most people. But what 
most people don’t know is that crappies 
are just as big and as plentiful then, 
and fishing for them can be just as pro- 
ductive—if you know how. 

Ralph had previously taught me how 
to go after crappies at this time of year. 
The fish, he feels, don’t care for sun- 
light. Early in the morning they’re in 
water five or six feet deep. As the sun 
rises they go deeper. By noon they may 
be 30 feet down. In the afternoon they 
rise again, and at dusk you can see 
them dimpling the surface as they feed. |

minnows, are best, but practically im- 
possible to keep alive. 

In these waters crappies like to con- 
gregate at the head of the impound- 
ment. Pickwick Dam is at the head of 
Kentucky Lake. I’d caught crappies 


there for years, but never had much 
fun doing it until I absorbed some of 
| Ralph Morton’s know-how and went 
| fishing with my other crappie mentor, 
| Van Bridges. 





Jan holds the minority opinion on 
how to catch crappies at Kentucky 
Lake. It tickles him to join a cluster 
| of anglers with one-piece 20-foot poles 
| who aren’t catching anything on min- 
nows, and, using artificials worked off 
a spinning rod, catch fish right out from 
under their noses. It annoys the folks, 
for everybody knows that the only way 
to catch crappies is with pole and min- 
now, and here this upstart beats them 
with his rig. Not only that, but while 
he’s fishing for crappies he often comes 
up with white bass, black bass, and 
sauger, and sometimes even a catfish. 
Van has upset several of Pickwick 
Dam’s standard fishing beliefs. One of 
these is that nothing bites there in win- 
ter except sauger. Last January, in a 
snowstorm, Van took a disabled veteran 
fishing and showed him his tricks. They 
| both caught long strings of large crap- 
pies. After that, the veteran caught 
crappies every day of his winter rest- 
cure stay—even when the water was 
high and muddy. 

I went crappie fishing with Van in 
June. We caught them—and how we 
caught them! Van also set out to 
catch a limit of sauger, which are sup- 
posed to be there only in winter 
and to bite on nothing but large min- 
nows. He didn’t make the limit, as he 
had to work and couldn’t start to fish 
until 4 p.m. But he caught six speci- 
mens, running two to three pounds each. 

Crappies frequent certain spots, and 
close below Pickwick Dam there are 
three of them. People fish there all 
day every day from early spring to late 
fall, and a few do it all winter. At one 
of these spots, water from the power- 
house swirls around a point and makes 
an eddy at the bottom of which is a 
small rock ledge. Van anchored us 
there, being very careful to place the 
boat so we could cast over the exact 
spot. 
| Two things account for Van’s phe- 
nomenal fishing success: his lure and 
the way he fishes it. 

The lure is a small streamer with a 
weighted head. Van also makes one 
identical in appearance but with a cork 
head. He uses that for surface fishing 
or for use with a fly rod. The differ- 
ences between Van’s lures and other 
productive ones aren’t noticeable at a 
glance. But there are differences. One 
is a tiny, prowlike edge at the front of 
the lead-molded (or cork-whittled) 
head. Like a skiff being towed behind 
another boat, it darts first one way, then 
the other. 

But the main thing, according to 
Van, is the stuff the streamers are 
made of. Nothing will do, he thinks, 
but polar-bear hair. Nothing else, to 
a fish’s eye, looks more like a minnow’s 








vibrant movements. That’s what Van 
believes, so strongly that he’s not to be 
trusted around a polar-bear rug. The 
hair’s hard to find. 

Whether he’s right or wrong, his lure 
catches more fish, regardless of circum- 
stances, than anything else I’ve tried. 
I wouldn’t be surprised if you could 
catch crappies fishing in a rain barrel 
with it. 

Van, who keeps a creel census at 
Pickwick for the state fish and game 
commission, worked up the lure for 
himself, but now the local tackle stores 
stock it. The lure is designed for spin 
fishing, being too heavy to use with a 
fly rod (except the cork version), and 
too light for a bait-casting rod. It must 
be fished slowly. 

Van, demonstrating, caught six fish 
where we were anchored before I got 
the hang of it. Then I cast so that the 
retrieve would bring the lure by the 
submerged rock ledge. 

I waited until I was sure the lure had 
reached bottom, then began to retrieve. 
The only hard part was to have the 
patience to reel in with creeping slow- 
ness. You have to make a slow turn of 
the reel handle, then pause. I did this, 
imitating Van, but he was catching fish 
and I wasn’t. 

“Twitch your rod tip,” he said. ‘“You 
want the lure to move along the bottom, 
kind of bounce along.” 

So I twitched, and still nothing hap- 
pened. I watched his rod tip, and it 
didn’t seem to be twitching. Then I got 
it. The twitch wants to be almost im- 
perceptible, with no more than an inch 
or so of movemient. 


remembered the crappies I'd fished 

for in the shallow water where I'd 
been able to watch them. I recalled that 
if my lure was six inches from a fish’s 
nose he’d take it, but if it was eight or 
10 inches away he’d ignore it. My first 
twitches, carrying the line up several 
inches, were probably jerking the lure 
right out of range. 

When I retrieved slowly and twitched 
short, I caught a crappie, and after 
that I caught them regularly. What's 
more, I found the method good for tak- 
ing other fish. I caught a three-pound 
sauger, four nice white bass, and two 
smallmouths. 

We tried another spot, a corner where 
the “boat chute,” as Van calls the lock, 
extends downriver from the dam. Here 
there’s an old sunken barge, which 
serves as a ledge. There were people 
in boats right beside us, soaking min- 
nows. It was a day when crappies 
weren’t biting—or at least none were 
being caught. 

“Cast just there,’’ Van whispered to 
me. “Retrieve about 10 feet. That will 
bring your lure to the edge of the barge. 
I’ve felt it out. It lines up exactly with 
that expansion crease in the concrete. 
When your lure gets to the edge of the 
barge, open the bail of your reel so it 
can sink right beside the drop-off. If a 
fish doesn’t take it while it’s dropping, 
one will as soon as it touches bottom 
and you give your rod tip a little 
twitch.” 

I followed instructions, and that was 
the way it was. We caught so many

Large ones too, 
pounds. 

“This beats minnow fishing three 
ways for Sunday,” I said. 

“Well, yes,’’ said Van. “But there are 
times. Take in midsummer, when the 
water’s hot and the crappies are lazy. 
It could be then that minnows are near- 
ly as good as artificials.”’ 

For good crappie fishing, pay no 
attention to the barometer, which is an 
important index to whether bass will 
strike. Crappies apparently don’t know 
a barometer from a thermometer, and 
don’t care what either one indicates. 
They bite just as well when the air 
temperature is below freezing as when 
it’s above. Whether the water is muddy 
or clear doesn’t matter. So long as you 
put a lure within six inches of a crap- 
pie’s nose, he’ll find it even in dirty 
water. 

But all who fish for crappies with 
minnows loathe wind. The wave action 
against the cork jerks the minnow 
and gives it a quick movement. Again 

-if it ain’t slow, it ain’t for crappies. 

The wind was blowing one day when 
I was fishing with Van. We went to 
the hole behind the lock. Here people 
put cottonseed meal on bottom to at- 
tract minnows in order to keep bringing 
crapp.es to the spot. 

An elderly couple, the man a retired 
postmaster, fish this hole every day the 
year round. While Van and I sat there 
in my boat, catching crappies with the 
greatest of ease, the coupie came down 
the bank with their poles and minnow 
buckets. They stood there a moment 
and studied the little waves the wind 
was kicking up. Obviously, they con- 
cluded the ripples were too high for 
good crappie fishing. They turned and 
went back up the bank without even 
unrolling their lines. 

Now, it was plain that wind doesn’t 
matter if you fish with artificials. The 
couple had often seen Van there, and 
knew they could probably catch crap- 
pies if they used spinning rods and 
lures. But they’d rather not catch them 
if they couldn’t catch them with cane 
poles. That’s the way most crappie 
anglers are. THE END

We hadn’t gone 100 yards when the 
coon came to life. Scrambling up 
Steve’s back, he treed on the top of his 
head.

BOATING VACATIONS 


* ne of the most interesting aspects 
QO of the current boom in water 
sports is the increasing populari- 
ty of boating vacations. More and more 
individuals, couples, and particularly 
family groups are discovering that a 
holiday afloat combines a variety of rec- 
reations—fishing, hunting, camping, 
wildlife study, nature photography—all 
affording pleasant contrasts from 
everyday town and city living. They’re 
also learning that there are a number 
of different ways of taking boating va- 
cations, and most are easy on the 
budget. 

Owning your own boat naturally 
widens your choice of how and where 
to go, but it’s by no means necessary. 
The same goes for boating experience. 
It’s helpful, but there’s a wide choice of 
trips amateurs can make with complete 
safety and comfort. 

For beginners, particularly, float trips 
can be most enjoyable. There are two 
kinds—those taken with rented boats 
and camping outfits, and those you 
can take with your own craft and gear. 
In either case you float, depending on a 
stream’s current for your progress. 
Oars, paddles, and even small outboard 
motors may be used occasionally, but 
mainly to help negotiate quiet stretches 
of water or to work back upstream 
whenever that’s desirable. 


hese trips aren’t for those who like 

to move fast. Fifteen to 20 miles a 
day is considered good going, for most 
floaters like to fish as they drift and 
often anchor or tie up to a tree when 
they find a particularly productive hole. 
They camp out nights along the way, 
sometimes staying over a day or two at 
the more attractive sites. 

Outfitters catering to float-trip parties 
usually rent the boat and all necessary 
camping gear, and some also supply 
guides. They may rent any or all gear 
and services for so much per day, or 
may offer a daily flat rate per person 
covering everything, including food and 
return transportation to car or train

connection after the float is completed. 

Rates vary depending on the section 
and the nature of services supplied, but 
$25 each person per day is typical for 
trips taken without guides. Floats usu- 
ally run from two to eight days. 

Experienced floaters frequently trail- 
er or carry their own craft atop their 
cars and have their own camping out- 
fits, but it’s usually wise for first-timers 
to use an outfitter’s services and to hire 
a guide. The boats supplied, generally 
20-ft. square-ended John boats, are safe, 
roomy, and comfortable, and invariably 
the camping outfits are complete, clean, 
and in good condition. Incidentally, the 
guide does the cooking. 

Perhaps the best known floats are 
those available in the Ozark regions of 
Arkansas and Missouri. There are 
plenty of routes to choose from. Per- 
sonally, I think the best time to go is 
between late May and well into June, 
but fall is good too. 
Other sections also of- 
fer excellent trips, of 
course. For example, 
one operator on north- 
ern Indiana’s Tippeca- 
noe River rents nearly 
100 boats from halt a 
dozen landings along 
the river’s floatable sec- 
tion—about 100 miles 
long. There are several 
good outfitters along 
the East’s Susquehanna 
River. Up the Missouri, 
in Montana, ranchers 
often outfit float trips 
in addition to guiding 
hunters. 

If you have your own 
boat and camping gear 
and are considering 
your first float trip, I’d 
suggest you find a suit- 
able river close to home. 
A waterway that will 
permit a 25 to 50-mile 
trip is enough to tackle 
on a first trip. Pick one 
that has ample depth

They 
often maintain suitable campsites close 
to headquarters so that amateurs who 
choose to may start out by paddling in 
near-by waters while learning the rudi- 
ments of canoe handling. They also

reputable outfitters offer complete or 
partial services. Rates vary, but ordi- 
narily canoe cruising is a remarkably 
low-cost form of vacationing. For ex- 
ample, two persons can take a 10-day 
trip for as little as $100 with everything 
provided, including a choice of foods. 
Extras are the exception rather than 
the rule. Once you start out, there’s 
seldom any opportunity to spend money. 

It’s advisable to inquire in advance 
about guides. For some of the routes, 
it’s compulsory to have a guide along. 
The going rate for a good one, includ- 
ing his food and outfit, may be around 
$25 a day. In some sections, particu- 
larly along the difficult routes, a good 
guide will serve no more than two per- 
sons. Elsewhere he may look after a 
reasonably large party, provided its 
members will do their share of portag- 
ing and camp duties. 

The newest and fastest-growing type 
of water cruising is being done in out- 
board-powered craft. Group cruising is 
the major activity of outboarding clubs 
now springing up all over the country. 
Short, week-end cruises are the rule, 
but established clubs usually arrange a 
week or a two-week annual cruise

Boating and fishing are so closely 
linked nowadays that more and more 
resorts catering to sportsmen and their 
families are featuring the boating as 


Such places are likely to 
provide better and more modern boats 
and motors than do the average fishing 
camp. 

The clumsy and often leaky skiffs 
which used to be provided by many 
fishing resorts seldom whetted a guest’s 
desire to own a boat of his own. The

Last summer two friends of mine, a 
man and his wife, visited a lake fishing 
camp which provides each of its house- 
keeping cabins with a good small boat 
and has larger ones for rent.

fresh scrapes at them. I knew now I 
was after a large male lion. 

The dogs were soon out of hearing. 
This is bad, because there’s always the 
chance that the dogs will tree and you 
won’t be able to find them. You don’t 
want to let them down. It’s your part 
of the deal to shoot the lion out after 
they tree it. There’s also a chance that 
the dogs will corner the lion on a 
bluff or on the ground and get seriously 
hurt or killed because you’re not there 
to help them. 

I came to a place where a big ridge 
ran off from the main ridge into White- 
water, on my left. After looking around 
for a few minutes, I found sign where 
the dogs had turned down this ridge. 

I hustled Lupie down it for half a 
mile, then suddenly heard the dogs 
again. They seemed to be straight 
on down the ridge and still far ahead 
of me. After riding some more, I 
stopped to listen again. This time they 
were much closer, and I could tell they 
had the cat treed or bayed. 


hen I got to them, they were on top 

of one of the worst bluffs in this 
whole jumbled area. Old Slobber was 
peering down at 40 acres of stuff that 
you’d have to see to believe. It was cut 
up by bluffs that were more than 100 
feet straight up and down. There were 
wide crevices, benches, and caves, with 
a little brush growing here and there. 
It was an ideal place for a lion to hide.

a scared pup—that suggests all kinds 
of trouble. I called to Spot but she 
wouldn’t come to me, and there was too 
much thick brush for me to see her. 

I was climbing toward her when old 
Slobber barked treed right down under 
me, near the bottom of this little 
canyon. Believe me, it was a welcome 
sound. I wasted no time getting down 
to where he was. 

He and Minnie had the lion in a big 
spruce, and Minnie was silent for the 
simple reason that she was too tired to 
bark. She had a litter of pups at home 
that were still nursing, and I wouldn’t 
have brought her along on this hunt if 
she hadn’t made such a fuss when I 
started to leave her behind. Slobber 
was almost as hot and tired as Minnie 
Bell, and I was far from being cool and 
rested myself. 

The lion had gone up 60 or 70 feet. 
He was sitting on a big limb, and pant- 
ing hard for his breath, just like the 
rest of us. 

I called and called Spot, but couldn’t 
get her to come down to the tree. She 
would only bark that scared bark. I 
believe this lion had made a pass at her, 
and probably came close to getting her. 
This really put the fear in her, and now 
she wanted no part of him. I tried to 
go to her, but she ran from me. I gave 
up on getting her in on the kill. 

When I thought I was rested enough 
to shoot straight, I steadied the rifle 
against a little pine tree and took care- 
ful aim at the lion’s head, my sights on 
the center of his forehead. That’s a 
dead shot if you hit where you aim. 


I was using a .22 Special with a scope 
sight that wasn’t mounted right. 
The trouble with the scope showed up 
some days earlier, when Howard 
(Doggie) Jones and I were using the 
rifle to shoot rabbits on his ranch near 
Luna, New Mexico. The scope is old 
and worn, and one end of it was held 
with tape that had gradually worked 
loose. Doggie and I used the iron sights 
beneath the scope to kill the rabbits I 
wanted for dog food, and I hadn’t got 
around to tightening the scope and 
sighting it in again. 

So I was using the open iron sights 
for my shot at the lion. They are fairly 
accurate, but this time I wasn’t seeing 
them quite right. They seemed to have 
fuzz on them. Nevertheless, I figured 
the shot was easy enough that I'd kill 
the lion dead with one bullet. 

Well, at the crack of the gun, I didn’t 
have to figure any longer. I knew I'd 
made a mess of it. 

Instead of falling out, the lion turned 
his head down, ran down the tree trunk 
till he was 15 feet off the ground, then 
jumped out over the dogs and hit run- 
ning. I could see blood spurting out of 
his head as he ran. Of course the dogs 
were right on his tail. 

The dogs treed him again about 200 
yards below, and he climbed pretty 
high. A steady jet of blood from his 
head splattered down through the limbs 
and pine needles. 

I felt guilty for making such a mess 
of what should have been a quick, clean 
kill, so I hurried my second shot.

the fly a darting, swimming action by 
jerking the rod tip and stripping line. 
The fly jumps along with its wing 
opening and closing tantalizingly. 

When my streamer sweeps into a 
pocket next to a log or rock where 
there has to be a trout, I work it slow- 
ly. I let the fly hang stationary in the 
current, but the marabou wing will be 
dancing a jig as a result of rod-tip play. 
I’ve seen dozens of fish come out of 
hiding and smash such a pulsating 
streamer. 

One tright spring day Fen Keyser, of 
Reisterstown, Md., and I were on Tunk- 
hannock Creek, near Blakeslee, Pa. We 
came to a hole where the water poured 
over washboard rocks, cut into the bank 
under a drooping pine, then flattened 
into a pool. Fen made several casts 
with a White Marabou, but had no luck. 
Then I rolled out my weighted marabou 
(one identical to Fen’s) and let it settle 
downstream from the tree. I worked 
the fly back in short twitches, bringing 
it up to the hole under the pine. I did 
that twice, but no fish. The third time I 
let the fly hang in the current just 
above the hole, then wriggled the rod 
tip. The streamer came up and settled, 
its wing wobbling like crazy. 

We saw the trout hit. He drove in so 
hard he hooked himself, and a moment 
later I had a 17-inch rainbow panting 
on the grass. 

“But why,” Fen asked, “didn’t he hit 
my fly, or one of your first casts?” 

“Maybe he didn’t see it,’ I said, 
“though most likely he wasn’t in a hit- 
ting mood. But when I lowered the 
streamer into his hole and made its 
wing dance, he couldn’t resist.” 

Learn to make a marabou dance, and 
you'll put fish on the bank you’d never 
see otherwise. 

Be sure to work your streamers 
where there are trout. Don’t cast 
blindly over open water, figuring fish 
will spot your fly. Let your streamer 
sink near rocks, logs, under banks, 
around stumps, brush—anyplace where 
trout hide and escape sunlight. Don’t 
drop your fly on top off these places, 
cast beyond them, and let the current 
sweep the streamer in as you work it. 
It’s not natural for a minnow to fall out 
of the air onto a trout’s nose, but it is 
normal for one to swim to a log, boul- 
der, or other cover. 

At dusk, when shadows play over the 
water and trout come out of hiding, 
then you can make the whole river your 
beat. Cruising, hungry fish may be 
anywhere. This is a particularly good 
time to use streamers since you can 
cover more water with them than with 
any other kind of fly. 

I recall a brown trout that jangled 
my nerves one evening on Pennsyl- 
vania’s Tobyhanna River. It was after 
dark, the best time to catch browns, 
and I was knee-deep in a riffle. I knew 
trout would be in the bumpy water be- 
low, waiting for food to wash down, so 
with a cross-stream cast, I put my 
White Marabou beyond the broken 
water, and started the retrieve. 

It was so dark I couldn’t see the fly, 
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or the trout that suddenly splashed at 
it. I raised my rod tip to get the 
streamer nearer the surface and give 
the fish a chance. He made another 
pass, this time nearer. I kept pulling in 
line and finally, five feet from my boots, 
the fly surfaced. But before I could roll 
it up for another cast, this big brown 
poked his nose out and chomped. I 
looked right into his mouth, and was 
so startled I almost fell over backwards. 
He missed, and I made another cast. 

The retrieve was the same, but this 
time I let the fly rest on the surface in 
front of me and kept twitching it until 
the fish hit. Twice he pushed head and 
shoulders out, hung there in the cur- 
rent, and snapped at the fly. The third 
time he got it, only I never saw the fish 
after that. The 3X tippet parted as he 
sped downstream. 


f you’re using an unweighted mara- 
bou, you'll find it seldom sinks on 
the initial cast; its fluffy, light wing 
keeps it up. Capitalize on this by cast- 
ing far upstream and letting the fly 
float down as you twitch it gently. The 
White Marabou worked this way looks 
like a puff of white cotton bouncing on 
the water, but it takes fish. 

You can also try casting a marabou 
upstream, pulling it under, and letting 
it swing down with the current with- 
out imparting any action. The wing 
will wave and flutter on this “dead” 
drift, and may attract an otherwise dis- 
interested trout. 

Here’s another trick to use with mar- 
abous or flies tied with saddle hackle 
wings: pull the wing around and under 
the bend of the hook. If it’s marabou 
wet it, stroke it thin, then set it under 
the hook. This puts a curve in the 
streamer’s wing and causes the fly to 
zigzag as it’s pulled through the water. 
This kind of action has netted trout for 
me when I was unable to take them any 
other way. 

You can get much the same lure ac- 
tion by tying your leader to the stream- 
er with a riffling hitch, a knot that puts 
leader pull above and behind the hook 
eye. Or you can use a conventional 
knot, then loop the leader back under 
the fly’s wing. Only fault with the 
latter is that it’s hard to hook and hold 
trout, especially large ones. 

Still another way to get trout-killing 
action with your streamer is to alter 
the arrangement of the wings. I like 
splayed or “‘breather’’ wing's on feather 
streamers, as well as offset wings. 
Breathers have feathers back-to-back 
over the hook. This makes the feathers 
curve outward in the form of a V, and 
in the water they open and close as 
you work the fly. Offset wings are tied 
out of alignment 20° or 30° with the 
hook shank. As you pull the fly through 
the water, that cockeyed wing kicks the 
fly around in a crazy, crippled-minnow 
action. 

Some fly tyers put tiny metal cups or 
wiggle disks on the head of a streamer 


| to make it wiggle like a mouthpiece on 
| a casting plug. I feel they’re unneces- 


| sary : s 
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If I had to select one fly for a day’s 
fishing, it would be a Muddler Minnow. 
This bucktail is a drab, horrible-looking 


creation, but is the best all-around fly 
I know—it can be fished as a wet fly, 
dry fly, nymph, or streamer. Fished in 
the ordinary manner, the Muddler is 
only slightly better than any other good 
streamer. But make the fly float by 
greasing it with fly-line dressing so 
that the hair wing is separated, and 
you have a fly trout fight over. 


wo summers ago I fished Yellow- 

stone River in Montana with Dan 
Bailey, who has a tackle and fly-tying 
shop in Livingston. It was a brawling, 
windy day and we could hardly keep a 
fly line in the air, yet the Muddler 
worked when everything else failed. 
We caught cutthroats, rainbows, brook- 
ies and browns—just by skittering 
greased Muddlers over the surface. 

We'd cast our flies toward the far 
bank, then strip line quickly. The 
Muddlers would dart and skip, creating 
a V wake and working those trout into 
a frenzy. Some fish would strike three 
times before finally catching our flies, 
and often a couple of trout would be 
after the same Muddler at the same 
time. When you get into fish like that, 
you remember the fly you used for a 
long time. 

Grasshoppers are a big item in the 
diet of Western trout, and the surface- 
scraping Muddler would appear to be 
a good imitation. Another good spot to 
use a Muddler is on thin water or over 
weeds and grass. Even without greas- 
ing it, the fly rides high unless you 
weight it or deliberately work it deep. 

The Muddler does a good job of min- 
now imitation, too. One day John 
Daley and Lloyd Gerber of Baltimore 
and I were on the Dwarfskill River, in 
Pennsylvania’s Pocono Mountains. 

John is an artist with nymphs, which 
are ordinarily the trout-killingest flies 
made. He and I stood at a hole below a 
dam, and I watched as he worked his 
nymph, but nothing happened. I tried 
a Muddler. It fell into a corner of 
water near a rock (a pocket John’s 
nymph had probed thoroughly) and I 
started it back in six-inch jerks after 
the fashion of a swimming minnow. 
Wham! A gold-speckled 14-inch brown 
busted out, shook until he rearranged 
his spots, then fell back. Minutes later 
I had him. John quickly tied on a 
Muddler, and soon he too was battling 
a good-size brownie. 

Later, near dusk, Lloyd and I visited 
a broad, flat pool where trout were 
dimpling. Suddenly a big one sent out 
rings that washed waves onto the beach. 

“He'll take a dry,’’ said Lloyd. 

“Sure,” I agreed, ‘“‘but he’ll kill this 
Muddler.” 

I cast, the fly greased now, and 
brought it skipping back. That brown 
came off the bottom like a fullback 
driving through center and plowed into 
the Muddler with a flurry that so 
startled me, I forgot to strike. The last 
we saw of the fish was the wake he 
made as he swam to deeper water. 

Another trick that paid off that day 
was casting the Muddler upstream, 
pulling it under, and letting it drift 
dead, downstream. Trout take this for a 
dead minnow or a large drowned insect. 

The Muddler is also deadly fished as 








a nymph. Here again I grease it, and 
begin by casting upstream. I pull it 
under, keep it going down, then slack 
off. Since it’s made of hollow deer hair 
and is greased, the fly is buoyant and 
starts rising to the top. Sometimes I 
hold my rod high and waggle the tip so 
the Muddler twitches as it rises; other 
times I let it surface naturally, like a 
stone-fly nymph rising to burst its case. 

This nymph imitation paid off for me 
once below the falls on the Blackwater 
River near Davis, W. Va. My com- 
panions were Marylanders Simeon Yar- 
uta and Bill Weaver, and before start- 
ing out we talked with forest ranger 
Asbury Cleaver, who recommended yel- 
low streamers. 

After hours of fruitless 
switched to a Muddler and threw it 
upstream near a boulder. I jerked the 
fly under hard, kept it going down, 
then let it rise, adding a quivering ac- 
tion with the rod. Just as the Muddler 
dimpled, a nice brown walloped it. I 
figure he trailed the fly from the base 
of the boulder, then hit when he thought 
the “nymph” was about to get away. 

Since the Muddler is so versatile, I 
often fish it two different ways on the 
same cast. I can begin by casting the 
fly upstream and letting it float dead 
like a dry fly. Then as it drifts down- 
stream, I tighten up on the line and 
start waltzing the fly over the surface. 
On another upstream cast I'll make the 
Muddler act like a surfacing nymph, 
and when it gets below me I change to 
a swift darting action to imitate a 
swimming minnow.

ne August day Bill Browning, Ed 

Zern, and I drove out of Three 
Forks, Mont., to try the near-by Jeffer- 
son River. That morning we had fished 
the Big Hole River with Joe Brooks, but 
after lunch he’d left for Livingston. 

So it came as a surprise when we 
parked at the Jefferson and saw Joe 
climbing the bank, heading for his sta- 
tion wagon, We jumped out, needled 
him about not being able to pass the 
Jefferson without fishing, then inquired 
what luck. 

“Good,” he said. “Fished 30 minutes 
and caught fotir, all over three pounds.” 
“On what?” Ed asked 
“Dry flies. Big Gray 
chewed the hackles off.” 

“Wonder what a Muddler would do,” 
I said. ‘‘Do you have one 
row ?” 

Joe looked like he’d just had his back 
scratched by a porcupine. 

““Muddler ? Joe roared, 
“Why don’t you use poison?” 

But he reluctantly gave me three bat- 
tered Muddlers, and I quickly tied one 
on and began casting. 

I don’t know where that 3'%-pound 
brownie came from, or when he hit, but 
I had him on before I’d gotten my wad- 
ers wet. Afterward, working upstream, 
I put the Muddler through various re- 
trieves and noticed that most fish hit 
as the fly swung below me and bounced 
over the stream’s surface. During that 
first hour one socked it as a dry, two as 
a nymph, and none when it was under 
and moving in conventional streamer 
fashion. Later, during the magic min- 
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utes before dark, I couldn’t fish the 
Muddler wrong. So long as it was in 
or on the water, moving or dead, it took 
trout. The fish walloped anything that 
resembled food. 

Muddlers should be stocked in your 
fly wallet in sizes 6 to 12, on 3X-long 
hooks. Sizes 8 and 10 are best. Use a 
quality line dressing to grease them. 

Some fishermen believe streamers are 
useless in lakes and slow-moving rivers. 
It’s true that a streamer is most lifelike 
in running water, but elongated flies are 
just as good in lakes and broad, flat 
rivers if you use them right. 

I cast toward shore if the fish are 
there, or over bars and weed beds, and 
while it’s usually best to keep the 
streamer moving fast, there are times, 
particularly at dusk or after dark, when 
a slow, hesitant retrieve works very 
well. 

On hot, sultry days trout move out 
of poorly aerated shallows to hole up 
under falls where the water is colder 
and where there’s more oxygen. Throw 
your streamer right into the falls and 
let the water pull it down as though it 
were dead. Tighten up just enough so 
that you can detect a strike. 

Large streamers, especialiy those 
with silver-tinsel bodies, are preferred 
early in the season when streams are 
high and discolored. The sparkle of 
tinsel attracts trout, and big No. 6 flies 
are easier for them to see. Later you 
can go down to size 10 and perhaps 12, 
depending on water conditions. Day in 
and day out, size 8 on a 3X-long hook 
take the most fish. 

Patterns I like in addition to those 
discussed include the Black Ghost, 
Mickey Finn, Optic Bucktail (brown), 
Dace, light and Dark Tiger, and 
Warden’s Worry. THE END

Some of the best walleye spots 
are below the old wing dams, scat- 
tered the length of Wisconsin be- 
low Prescott, that existed in the 
main river channel before the pres- 
ent dams were built. Bridge and 
dam fishing at Hudson, Prescott, 
Alma, and other places also yields 
good walleye and sauger catches, 
particularly during the spring runs. 


F. walleyes, big catfish and big 
northerns, and panfish, try the head of 
Lake Pepin, just above Bay City. Bass 
fishing, both largemouth and small- 
mouth, is phenomenal in good periods 
below the dams at Alma, Fountain City, 
Genoa, Lynxville, and Andover. 

Go prepared for snags. A stump 
dredged from the river some years 
back had more than 100 lures hanging 
from it. 


Backwaters provide lively sport. Try 
Goose Lake in Pierce County for blue- 
gills, crappies, walleyes, and northern 
pike; the Trempealeau Lakes for pan- 


fish and bass; the lower Black River 
from Onalaska down and De Soto Bay 
below La Crosse for anything you want; 
Lake Pepin off the village of Stockholm 
and at the foot of the lake for walleyes 
and sauger. In winter fish congregate in 
the current below the locks and dams, 
and ice fishing is hottest in those areas. 


Wisconsin fishing is best from 
about May 1 to July 1 (except in 
periods of fluctuating water levels) 
and from September until freeze-up. 
Then the cold-foot fans move in and 
do all right. 

Move down into lowa and you 
find Ol’ Man River getting nothing 
like the play he deserves. Crappies, 
white bass, bluegills, and perch 
make up the bulk of the catch. Wall- 
eyes, black bass, and catfish go 
largely neglected, although walleye 
fishing is catching on and may make 
a name for itself. 


The hottest walleye spot seems to 
be below Dam 9, just above Harpers 
Ferry. Dam 10 at Guttenberg. 11 at Du- 
buque, and 12 at Bellevue are almost as 
good, while 13 at Clinton and 16 at 
Muscatine are well worth a play. Com- 
mercial barges, anchored in the turbu- 
lent water just below the dams, offer 
some of the best fishing. 


WVatieyes average 3 to 6 pounds, 
but even 12-pounders set no records. 
Deep-running plugs, wobblers, and 
weighted spinner-minnow combinations 
get the best results. Most fishermen troll 
slowly on the bottom, letting the current 
work the bait. 

The peak walleye fishing is in October 
and November, and during the spring 
run. Night wading and casting from ex- 
posed sandbars at low water is good in 
April and May. 


Flooded bottomlands all the way 
from the Minnesota line down to 
Burlington have a heavy bigmouth- 
bass population that goes almost 
untouched. Fish the mouths of small 
clear streams, shallow flats between 
islands, the points of islands around 
stumps, logs, and snags with either 
surface or deep-running lures. Or, 
using a short line on a long pole, 
dap a frog, minnow, or softshell 
crawfish into pockets between 
stumps and drift logs. 


The same waters are also good for 
bluegills, crappies (especially in fall), 
and rock bass galore. Try the Green Is- 
land area, the Sabula bottoms, the Bea- 
ver Island area below Clinton, the Big 
Timber area below Muscatine, and the 
Odessa area near Wapello. 

The bottomlands north of Lansing, 
either summer or winter, have plenty of 
bluegills and few takers. White bass? 
The lakes at Sabula are hot. Bullheads? 
The Sabula sloughs and Green Island 
bottoms. 





Catfish? Good the length of the 
state but not much appreciated. 
Natural bait seems to do better than 
the stink variety. For flatheads up 
to 40 or 50 pounds, channel cats 
up to 15, try below Dam 13, or be- 
tween 18 and 19. 

Scotty Brooks, a commercial fish- 
erman at Clinton, sets hoop nets in 
late fall, leaves them under the ice. 
Flathead cats get into the nets, 
spend the winter dormant, come 
through in good shape and are 
lifted in spring. Scotty has taken up 
to a ton in one net. That gives an 
idea of the supply. 


Lhinois fishermen rate the period from 
April through June their best; then a 
lull, with a September-October pick-up. 

Fishing is good in the fast water be- 
low dams, from No. 11 just above the 
Illinois-Wisconsin line down to 26 at 
Alton. Not all pools above the dams are 
good but some are super. For example, 
Pool 12 above Bellevue, Iowa, and 13 
above Fulton, Ill., are blessed with 
flooded bottomlands, including old 
gravel pits and timbered areas among 
whose bleached tree skeletons bass and 
crappies lurk. 


Last May the Spring Lake area 
below Savenna was the river's hot- 
test crappie hole. Other illinois hot- 
spots include the area near the 
mouth of the Illinois River, above 
Alton, especially for crappies; the 
stretch from Keithsburg upstream 
past Muscatine, lowa; Dam 15 at 
Moline, a prize walleye and sauger 
spot; and the Andulasia Islands area 
across from Fairport, lowa, crawl- 
ing with walleyes. Try Sunfish 
Slough, south of Fulton, for early 
season bullheads, and Swan Lake in 
Calhoun County for bluegills. 


In Missouri it’s crappie first, fol- 
lowed by catfish, drum, carp, sunfish and 
bluegill, and white bass. Many veteran 
fishermen rate July the best month. 
Things get lively in May, improve until 
August, then slump until frost. Low 
water, high water, mud, and bad weather 
can upset the fishing, but when it’s good 
it’s very good. 


As in the states above, the best 
fishing is in the fast water below 
dams, as close as possible, with a 
gob of worms on the bottom. In the 
clear water of late summer plugs 
and wet flies cast from the bank 
below the dams are a first-class bet 
for catfish as well as walleyes. Not 
many know it, but cats will take 
deep-running plugs and big flies if 
they’re fished very deep and very 
slow. Let ‘em bounce along on bot- 
tom, then rest for a minute or two. 


The long rock dikes installed at right 
angles to the channel, to narrow it or 
quicken the current, also produce, while 
chutes of fairly fast water between is-

lands are usually good for a string of 
channel cats. 

One Mississippi River addict passes 
along an interesting tip. He uses two 
casting or spinning rigs (legal in Mis- 
souri, Illinois, lowa, and Wisconsin, and 
in Minnesota for crappies, sunfish, perch, 
and rough fish but not for muskies, 
northern pike, walleyes, or black bass). 
He baits one rig with minnows, the other 
with worms, and works both simultane- 
ously in the same water. 


The minnows take catfish, walleyes, 
and white bass; the worms take most 
anything else that comes along. If noth-

man agrees that the best spots are below 
dams, where fast and slow water come 
| together, but he adds that sloughs and 
| backwaters also are good for walleyes 
|}and very hot for crappies and white 
| bass, especially in spring and late fall. 
| All the way from Alton and St. Louis 
‘to the mouth of the Ohio at Cairo, pol- 
| lution spoils the fishing. Stay away from 
that stretch if you want to eat your catch.

to check local conditions and regula- 
tions. Some waters in Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Montana, Idaho, and Utah may 
not be open until June. 

Preseason checks indicate that record 
plantings of catchable trout are planned 
for this year by virtually all states. 

Touting best bets for trout is hazard- 
ous, but there are many lakes and 
streams—some little known except in the 
immediate neighborhood—which can be 
counted on to produce in May. So, here 
goes. 





In California, the east slope of 
the Sierra, from Olancha to Bridge- 
port, probably affords the West's 
best fishing. The Owens River, 
stocked with rainbows and harbor- 
ing hefty browns, should be tops if 
early thaws don’t roil it. I’d try June 
and Grant Lakes, as well as Topaz 
on the Nevada border. Unless un- 
seasonably hot days put Walker 
Lake’s cutthroats down, it’s a cinch 
to catch good ones there. Farther 
north, try Pyramid Lake and Truckee 
River. 


Other good bets for California fisher- 
largemouth bass in the lower 
Colorado River reservoirs; striped bass 
moving up the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin Rivers; chinooks off the Golden 
Gate and in,Monterey Bay, and yellow- 
tails off the Coronados—possibly in 
Catalina Island waters. The Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, from La Paz to Loreto, most 
likely will be teeming with northbound 








billfish and a host of smaller gamefish. | 


"Khsesk May usually is kind of early 
for dream fishing in the Pacific North- 
west, Washington’s lowland lakes in 
Okanogan and Chelan Counties and the 
Columbia basin area of Grant County 
should be good, I’m told by Lew Hol- 
comb, Tacoma outdoor writer. Streams 
and high lakes open May 19, and coastal | 
rivers and tributaries should be produc- 
tive. Hamma Hamma River along the | 
Hood canal is a fine spot; also Toppen- 
ish and Crab Creeks, Naches, upper 
Yakima, Chewack, and upper Methow. 
By mid-May, salmon usually are running 
on the coast, reached from Westport-and 
La Push, with some activity at Neah Bay 
near Cape Flattery. Puget Sound’s inner 
waters should be yielding a good many 
salmon by that time, too. 


Midmonth fishing should be good 
in central and western Oregon, es- 
pecially in the Deschutes River near 
Bend, and the Metolius and Crooked 
Rivers. The waters may be low 
enough for flies. Detroit reservoir 
on the upper Santiam may be 
crowded, but it should be good. In 
eastern Oregon, Phil Gardner, On- 
tario outdoor writer, favors the Bel- 
lah reservoir and the Owyhee River 
and reservoir for trout, bass, crap- 
pies, and cats. 


Jumping across the plains to Colo- | 
rado, the best May trout fishing should 
be found on the Gunnison, Rio Grande, | 
and Colorado Rivers, and in the Valle- 
cito, Granby, and Green Mountain reser- 
voirs. There likely will be top fishing for 
crappies and bass in the Binny reser- | 
voirs. 

New Mexico’s streams usually are 
high from run-off in May, but inquiries | 
at Santa Fe, Albuquerque, or Taos | 
should bring good local tips. The upper | 
Pecos, Rio Grande, Red, Chama, and 
Brazos might be just right. 


Arizona’s trout waters, limited be- 
cause of stream flow, are open year- 
around. Heavy stockings of trout in Mo- 
have Lake below Hoover Dam and be- 
low Davis Dam in the Colorado should | 
make those spots attractive. 

In Utah, where the trout season 
doesn’t open until June 1—even later on 
some high waters—Joel L. Frykman, 
Ogden outdoor writer, suggests Utah 
Lake for cats, bass, and perch; Lower | 
Bear River for cats; Bear Lake for mack- | 
inaws, rainbows, and natives, and the | 
Sevier River to Piute reservoir for 
browns. 


Bill Browning of Montana’s state 
chamber of commerce, believes the 
run-off will be high in such year- 
around rivers as the Missouri and 
Yellowstone, but looks for good 
trout fishing on the Missouri below

GOOD CAMP PRACTICE 


ne approach to camp sanitation is 
() to move when the tent site gets 

very dirty, but it’s not the best 
and neither is it necessary. Even if you 
stay in one place for weeks, you don’t 
have to endure a messy tent, or gar- 
bage-strewn ground and soiled clothing, 
because with good management a 
close approach to home cleanliness is 
always possible. 

For example, on motor-camping tours 
we carry a house broom with shortened 
handle for easier packing. An inner- 
tube band protects the straws in transit. 
It sweeps tracked-in dirt and litter from 
the tent, removes dust from outside 
garments, and cleans the bottom of the 
shelter floor before it’s folded for the 
road. 

The broom also clears windshield and 
door glass when a late snowstorm 
catches us in the mountains. A 10-in. 
whisk broom is more practical on canoe 
cruises and does the same work. Hike- 
campers who find even a small brush 
bulky to pack can still keep their two- 
man tents neat if they loosen the rear 
stakes occasionally and shake accumu- 
lated dirt out through the doorway. 

Clean camp clothing improves your 
appearance and also your morale. Wash 
it often, for when badly soiled it’s al- 
most impossible to do a good job with 
camp facilities. Socks especially should 
be washed daily for better wear and 
foot comfort. 


‘Notton clothes can be soaked several 
>? hours or overnight in a pail of mild, 
soapy water. If shirt collar and cuffs 
are very dirty, dampen and rub with 
soap, roll up and lay aside for an hour 
before washing. Finally, work the gar- 
ments vigorously about in the suds, 
rinse at least twice, and hang out to 
dry. 

Clothing can be hung from a hori- 
zontal pole or rope, or spread over a 
bush to dry. In wet weather string a 
clothesline from the ridgepole. A gaso- 
line camp stove burning on the floor be- 
low the wash speeds up drying. 
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You can use hot water and strong 
suds for cottons, but woolens require 
more careful treatment. Don’t rub soap 
directly on wool, and don’t soak more 
than half an hour. Use lukewarm water 
and mild soap. After soaking, rub the 
dirtiest parts against each other, 
squeeze (never wring wool), and rinse 
in pails of clean water or in lake or 
stream. Squeeze again, pull each piece 
into its original shape and size to offset 
shrinking and hang in the shade to dry. 

For camp use choose a floating soap 
that dissolves in hard water. Deter- 
gents are probably more efficient for 
removing dirt, but are easily spilled. 
On long trails, however, detergents can 
be safely carried in aluminum screw- 
top food jars sold by outfitters. For short 
trips put the powder in a plastic bag 
and secure with a rubber band. Special 








powders are available for washing wool 
without shrinking, if you can manage 
an extra item. If you carry both soap 
and detergent, don’t mix them in the 
same water. Pack both with the cooking 
gear, not in a bag containing food. 


t’s easy enough to take the grief out 

of washing camp dishes and still do 
a sanitary job. First, when clearing up, 
don’t stack pieces together because that 
soils otherwise clean bottoms and in- 
creases the number of surfaces you 
must clean. Adopt the logging-camp 
routine—each person wiping his plate 
clean with a piece of bread when he fin- 
ishes. Next he dumps uneaten scraps 
and bones in the fire or garbage pit. 
Then, and not before, he hands the 
rough-cleaned plate, cup, and cutlery to

the man who’s going to do the washing. 

The dishwasher will save time by 
starting water to heat before the meal 
begins. Utensils with stuek or burned 
residue should be put to soak at the 
same time. Never put off the dishwash- 
ing job, because when things dry 
they’re harder to clean. 

Scrape grease and gravy from the 
skillet while it’s still warm, using a 
rubber plate scraper or a camp-made 
wooden one. Motor campers can carry 
paper towels for rough cleaning; wilder- 
ness campers can use leaves or grass. 
Pots in which potatoes and cereals were 
boiled clean easier if, as soon as the 
contents are removed, you fill them 
with warm water and replace the lid. 

When you camp near water, carry 
rough-cleaned dishes to the bank and 
scour them with sand and wads of grass 
or leaves. Lacking sand, use plain dirt. 
Tufts of grass pulled up with dirt 
clinging to the roots make good scour- 
ers. When food and grease are re- 
moved, rinse sand away and carry 
dishes back to the campfire to be 
scalded in boiling water. Then they’re 
sanitary as well as clean. 

To scald dishes, stack them on edge 
and pour boiling water over them. Or 
you can dip them separately in the 
kettle. Dipping is effective because the 
water can be kept continually hot. 

In dry camps, heat water and fill 
two pots or bowls. Add soap to one for 
washing, leave the other for rinsing. To 
protect your hands, scour dishes with a 
mop made by tying a cloth to a stick. 
Plastic dishcloths are light, durable, and 
cheap, and they don’t absorb dirt and 
odors. 


ots, plates, and cutlery washed in 

hot water don’t need wiping. They’ll 
dry from their own heat. Or if you lay 
scalded dishes on a tarp or the piece of 
oilcloth used for a luncheon cover, they 
dry in minutes and are ready to pack. 

You will of course wash the least 
dirty pieces first, saving the sooty, 
greasy ones for last. When you cook 
over a wood fire, soot is usually a prob- 
lem. One way to mitigate it is to coat 
the bottoms of pots and skillets with 
clay, mud, or yellow soap, before they 
are put over heat. The soot can be 
rubbed off with these coatings before 
the utensils are put in dishwater. 

It isn’t difficult to keep a tent site 
clean and attractive. The important 
thing is to dispose of refuse promptly. 
Do this whether you stay in a regulated 
state park or in a wilderness where the 
unwritten law is your only guide. You 
owe cleanliness not only to your own 
health and comfort, but to that of 
others who will follow. 

Small quantities of trash, food scraps, 
and bones from meat or fish can be 
burned in the campfire or in a wood- 
burning tent heater. Larger amounts 
are easily buried. A routine step in 
setting up any well-organized camp is 
to dig a garbage pit well behind the 
tent. Pile the excavated dirt beside the 
hole and keep your shovel or a wooden 
paddle handy. 

If you use a stump, log, or flat rock 
as a working table to clean fish and 
game, dig the pit beside it. Fins, scales,

feathers, and entrails can be scraped 
into the hole and covered with a layer 
of dirt. Handle unburnable rubbish in 
the same way, remembering to put dirt 


| over each addition. If the hole fills up 


too fast or if rodents dig into it for food, 
build a fire in the pit daily. And pour 
boiling water over the surface to de- 
stroy germs and odors. 

Empty cans should be burned out in 


| the fire to destroy food particles that 
| might attract small animals and insects, 
| then flattened with an ax so they take 


less room in the garbage pit. Don’t 
empty dishwater near the tent—it 
makes the ground sour and smelly and 
brings flies and ants. Dispose of it some 
distance away, preferably in a hole 
that can be burned out occasionally.— 
Maurice H. Decker.

a network of lakes, sloughs, runs, and 
creeks which checker the swamp and 
isolate tens of thousands of acres of 
drowned lowland. 

The swamps are flat, and the water- 
ways bordered with palmettoes, live 
oaks, cypresses, gums, ashes, and a va- 
riety of swamp hardwood. The forest 
in vines, like an African 


Two large bodies of water, Lake 
Wimico and Dead Lakes, are a part of 
the drainage system, and both are fa- 
mous angling spots. There are other 
smaller lakes, like Chipley, where the 
doctor and I fished, and innumerable 
cut-offs between the main streams 
which we also tried. 

I enjoyed the open lakes and sloughs, 
but to me the most fascinating waters 
in that wet wilderness were the black- 
water creeks, born in gum and cypress 
labyrinths. They are a part of the over- 
flow system when the parent river 
floods, but normally they are kept fresh 
with springs and seepage. 

This was May, and the whole swamp 
was abloom with flowering bay trees, a 


| profusion of wild roses, a bright flower 


no one could identify, and acres of 
lilies. There were water lilies, 
bonnets, and aquatic blue flags in such 


| assorted colors that sometimes we for- 


got to fish and just stared. 

One afternoon, looking for excite- 
ment, I paddled into such a nook with 
Bobby Jones, the Emperor of Golf, who 
in 1930 scored his spectacular “grand 
slam” by winning all four British and 
U. S. amateur and open tournaments. 
We were there in a party of six—with 
McGeachy, Bob Ingram, John Bern- 
hardt, and Roger Triplett. During these 
fishing days allotted to us, we took 
turns in the various boats, so that every- 
one would have a chance to fish with 


| everyone else. 


As Jones and I glided along the shore- 
line, this time above the fork of Saul’s 
and Johnson Creeks, I had a feeling 
that something was wrong. I couldn’t 
put my finger on it, but it was there, in 
spite of the fact that with spoons and 


deep-running lures we'd hooked two 
tremendous grindles (bowfins) that 
thrashed the water like unhappy alli- 
gators, and Bob had taken a three-foot 
jack (eastern pickerel) that slammed 
into his bait and came out through the 
overhanging limbs like a mallard drake 
taking off. 

I was trying to figure out what was 
chewing at my subconscious, when we 
drifted through a narrow gut of the 
creek. It was hard to believe that the 
scene in soft pastels was real and not 
something out of Fantasia. The black 
water mirrored the beauty of the jungle, 
as though it were suspended between 
the wet earth and the sky. 

I’ve no idea how long Bob and I sat 
gaping at the creek, as though expect- 
ing a dinosaur to thrust its head above 
the ebon surface and scowl at us. But 
John Widdon, our guide that afternoon, 
finally broke the spell. “Tie on a top- 
water lure, Mister Bob,” he said. 

Then I knew what had been bothering 
me. I was like many other fishermen 
who, over the years, gradually become 
set in their habits. In my pilgrimages 
from lake to creek to tidal river, I'd 
eome to depend on spoons, fast-sinking 
baits, and deep trollers, and had worn 
out many top-water plugs simply by 
hauling them around in my tackle box. 
This was surface-plug water, the like 
of which I hadn’t seen in years. I was 
scratching for one even before Bob 
could get to his. 

“Throw that chunk of wood right 
against that log, suh,” John instructed. 
“There’s a bass in there what could 
swallow a alligator.” 

Bob didn’t need his arm twisted. He 
shot the small popping lure right into 
the nook where an old tree trunk angled 
into the water. 

“Your eye is plenty sharp this after- 
noon,”’ I commented. 

Bob chuckled. “There just didn’t 
happen to be anything in the way but 
ozone and aqua.”’ His plug landed with- 
in three inches of the log, and bobbed a 
couple of times, like a frog settling 
down.

“Provided we have no excessive 
rains, May should find South River in 
perfect condition. Where the river runs 
into the lake has always been an ideal 
spot for schooling bass. The bottom is 
hard sand, if you want to wade instead 
of boat fishing, and a variety of weed 
beds furnish excellent cover.” 

Dick goes on to say that the full 
moon in May and June will find him on 
the St. Lucie River about five miles 
northwest of Stuart. Big runs of tarpon 
and snook are in the river at that time 
and furnish some terrific action on 
streamer flies and popping bugs. 


NEW DEAL FOR GAME. Within the past 
few decades a tremendous acreage in 
Southern states has been purchased by 
pulp and paper interests, contributing 
much to the expanding economy of the 
South; but there is growing concern that 
maximum production per acre in the 
shortest possible time may threaten game 
and other wildlife. 


Now comes the good news that in 
recent weeks, at least two of the 
larger landholding companies have 
added game men and biologists to 
their technical staffs. 

From what they tell me, company 
officials consider this a sound in- 
vestment. Besides keeping the good 
will of sportsmen by seeing to it that 
game birds and animals get a break, 
the policy should be a distinct help 
to management, for in any forest 
many forms of life depend on one 
another for survival.

birds he finds. He must have every- 
thing—intensity, running energy, style, 
and bird instinct. Some really good 
shooting dogs would look pretty sad 
compared with even the worst at Union 
Springs. 

Next year I expect the National 
Shooting Dog Championship to close 
entries earlier (deadline this year was 
February 15), and also to limit the 
number of nominations. This should 
tighten down on quality. 

Any pointer or setter is eligible. 
Handled from horseback and shot over 
at least once with a shotgun of .410 
gauge or larger, they qualify in 45- 
minute heats.

She raced on to produce five more 
coveys and a single, plus an unproduc- 
tive. However, on the latter the gallery 
rode up the birds some 200 feet upwind, 
where they had probably run either 
from the dog or from the horses. So 
Roz was telling the truth whether the 
judges knew it or not. Her sixth covey 
was one of the best exhibitions of relo- 
cation one could want to see. 

She ended a long cast where the bot- 
tomland started up a small hill, but no 
birds could be found. Bill Swift finally 
sent her on and she shot like an arrow 
for some 200 feet and almost stood on 


her head when she hit bird scent. She

depending on how exact you wish to be. 
One is to measure a dozen of your nor- 
mal steps from heel to heel after walk- 
ing across damp earth or sand. The 
average length of those 12 strides will 
be accurate enough to measure a hike 
over level, unobstructed ground. Just 
remove the back of your pedometer and 
set the mechanism to match that aver- 
age step. 

To compensate for changes of pace 
you’ll make in rough country, measure 
off 100 yd. through typical terrain and 
count the steps it takes to cover it. 
Divide that number into 3,600 (the 
number of inches in 100 yards) and 
you have the length of your average 
rough-country stride. Set the pedometer 
accordingly.—M. H. D.

Year-round fishing for all Arkansas fish 
is now legal, and that includes trout 
and black bass. 

Doves the leading gamebird. Figures 
of Fish and Wildlife Service show kill of 
nearly 19 million doves last year. Texas 
led with total of 4,172,000 . . . Migratory 
bird refuges increase, On June 30, 1955, 
federal bird refuges totaled 4,567,765 
acres. Total acreage of all refuge lands 
was 17,908,682. Remnant big-game 
herds, vanishing species of birds, water- 
fowl all benefit by these refuges. During 
past four years nearly 165,000 acres of 
refuge lands have been added... Wis- 
consin conservation. To date Wisconsin 
has bought 130,000 acres of wildlife 
lands. 


When can- 
nery-polluted Achelitz Creek, near Chil- 
liwack, British Columbia, became 
fishless, Provincial Game Commission 
biologists met with cannery people, en- 
listed their support.

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This creek is fine for either the fly cast- 
er or bait angler, and has plenty of 
trout. 

Hoagland Branch Creek joins Elk 
Creek about two miles east of the 
bridge crossing Elk Creek. Take the 
first left-hand dirt road which follows 
Hoagland Branch for five miles and 
which crosses the creek four times, and 
gives easy access to the stream. This is 
one of the _ state’s most beautiful 
streams and flows through Wyoming 
State Forest. It has both brook and 
brown trout. 

Schrader Creek is the main trout 
stream in this particular section. It 
flows beside a dirt road from Towanda 
Creek at Route 414 to Laquin, an 
abandoned lumber town, a distance of 
13 miles. Beyond road’s end you can 
hike along an old railroad bed, open to 
foot traffic only, and fish the upper half 
of the creek. You can get to this area 
by taking Route 87 from Forksville to 
Dushore, then 220 to Monroeton, Route 
414 to the first bridge crossing Towanda 
Creek, then turning south on a dirt 
road. I have taken trout up to 20 in. on 
the upper part of this creek, with fre- 
quent limits. The stream gives good 
bait fishing in early spring, and excel- 
lent fiy fishing from mid-May to sea- 
son’s close. Here you may fish in soli- 
tude, with plenty of elbow room. Five 
small tributaries yield brilliantly col- 
ored native trout, gamey fighters, and 
fine eating. 

This area is a fine wilderness with 
abundant wildlife. There is lodging in 
small motels, village inns, or quiet tour- 
ist homes. —R. L. _Kinney.

The Charette Lakes, owned by the 
New Mexico Department of Game and 
Fish, cover 400 acres and are located 
about 13 miles northwest of Wagon- 
mound in Mora County. They give 
excellent fishing for rainbow and cut- 
throat trout. 

El Vado Lake on the Chama River, 
located at El Vado, 15 miles southwest 
of Tierra Amarilla in Rio Arriba 
County, has many large rainbow trout. 
Camping and fishing are free. In the 
same general area is La Jara Lake 
on the Jicarilla Indian Reservation. 
There is excellent fishing for rainbows 
in this 50-acre lake. A special permit at 
a small fee is required to fish it, and 
this may be obtained at Dulce. 

Lake Maloya, 30-acre reservoir for 
Raton city, is in Colfax County about 
12 miles northwest of Raton. It gives 
fine fishing, for which a small fee is 
charged. 

The Latir Lakes, a group of seven, 
lie almost due north of Taos, and are 
reached only by trail from Questa or 
Red River. Though covering only 15 
acres they provide excellent native 
trout fishing. Little Blue Lake, good for 
cutthroats, lies about five miles east of 
the Latir group, covers five acres, and 
also is reached only by trail. Miami 
Lake provides fine fishing for rainbows 
in spring and early summer. It is a 
reservoir covering 25 acres which lies 
about eight miles west of Miami, in 
Colfax County.

created by damming the fast-flowing 
Ouachita River and has a shoreline of 
more than 800 miles with a surface area 
of more than 42,000 acres. It began fill- 
ing with water in 1952, and by midsum- 
mer of 1953 it already had anglers 
talking in superlatives as they told of 
the way the bass were taking. Bass by 
the thousands have been taken out of 
it, and limit catches have been count- 
less. 

Most of these bass were from 10 to 
12 in. long, and doubtless came from the 
1952 stocking. But mixed in with these 
fish there were occasional 244-pounders, 
with a few 4 and 5-pounders taken in 
the river channel. These Ouachita bass 
are the fattest, best-conditioned small- 
mouths and largemouths you could ask 
for. 

The Ouachita River is itself a famous 
Arkansas fishing river, productive of 
bass, channel cats, and some wall-eyes. 
A Fort Smith woman some years ago 
caught here on fly rod and minnow a 
wall-eye that weighed 9% lb. The 
water is clear and fast flowing. There 
are long stretches of two and 3-ft.-deep 
water, flowing over rock bottoms, where 
smallmouths lie in wait for food, as well 
as pools where the water reaches a 
depth of 30 ft. or more. 

Ouachita Lake lies in the heart of 
the famous Ouachita mountains and the 
Ouachita National Forest. This is a 
region of limestone mountains, covered 
thickly with pine and hardwood trees. 
There are plenty of deer and other 
game in the mountains. U. S. 270 runs 
parallel to the southern shore of the 
lake, _and is paved.

Big Brook Trout 


f the long-standing record for brook 

trout—14 lb. 8 oz., for one caught 
years ago in Ontario’s Nipigon River— 
is ever broken, Manitoba’s chances are 
as good if not better than any other 
area in North America. Three and four- 
pounders are quite common, and six or 
seven-pounders are taken every year. 

While the big-trout waters are in 
roadless country, the Hudson Bay Rail- 
way can get the angler close to a num- 
ber of them. The best fishing for these 
lunkers is from August 1 to about mid- 
September. The bigger ones usually are 
in the pools of the larger streams. Dry 
flies, wet flies, bucktails and streamers, 
as well as bait, all are successful. 

Along the Hudson Bay Railway are 
the Nelson, Kettle, Limestone, Angling, 
and Weir Rivers, and Sky Pilot, Wil- 
son, and Goose Creeks. In the York 
Factory District are the Hayes and 
Kaskattama Rivers, and Ten Shilling 
and French Creeks. In the Island Lake 
—Gods Lake area are the Gods River, 
Island Lake River, and Kanuchuan 
Rapids.

Northern Idaho’s three largest lakes, 
Pend Oreille, Priest, and Coeur d’Alene 
open May 1, and present conditions in- 
dicate good fishing, according to Kliess 
Brown of the state’s fish and game de- 
partment. Steelhead fishing should be 
improved because of the ban by Wash- 
ington and Oregon of commercial fish- 
ing above Bonneville Dam on the Co- 
lumbia. 


DEER WINTER SURVIVAL Better-than- 
average winter survival of Western deer 
is indicated in a check of game depart- 
ments. 

In California, where success or failure 
of the experimental either-sex hunts last 
winter is still being debated, pre-winter 
fawn counts show above-normal sur- 
vival. This is particularly so in the south 
coastal area, where winter rains relieved 
severe drought conditions. 


While game authorities are con- 
vinced the either-sex hunts were 
good management, and that unfa- 
vorable public reaction was caused 
by overconcentration of hunters in 
some areas plus unsportsmanlike 
conduct of a few, the new policy is 
for doe shooting by districts. The 
game department is expected to ask 
for more authority to regulate sea- 
sons.

Indications are for a below-normal snow 
pack. The mild winter helped the elk 
herd in Cache County. 





W soming’s herds did O.K., except 
in a few areas where overgrazing has | 
been serious. Severe late storms could | 
alter this picture, Commissioner A. F. | 
C. Greene says, but management officials | 
are optimistic. Greene reminded me of | 
two new laws which make deer hunting 
more attractive. Nonresidents no longer | 
need guide service unless they hunt for- | 
est-service land. This will free most of 
the better deer country from the guide| 
requirement. Another law authorizes a | 
special $25 two-deer license for non- | 
residents. The regular $20 nonresident | 
permits for one deer will also be avail- | 
able. Hunters planning antelope or elk | 
hunts should get licenses this month. The | 
number of deer licenses is unlimited, | 

and hunters will be able to buy them on 
arrival in the state. 


Colorado’s all-time record deer 
kill, according to Gilbert Hunter, 
game manager, was due to three 
successive mild winters, liberal 
hunting seasons, and generous lim- 
its. A new hunter success ratio of 
76.15 percent was set. Unless un- 
usually severe weather comes late, 
deer survival is expected to be 
good. 


New Mexico has a deer overpopula- | 
tion problem coupled with depleted 
browse conditions, but more rain than 
in years seems likely to improve habitat 
and create a need for a bigger deer 
harvest next fall. 

Arizona’s long drought was broken in 
many areas late in the winter, but storms 
were not severe enough to harm big- 


hunting prospects are good. 


So far, Idaho's deer and elk herds 
have wintered fairly well, says Levi 
Mohler, game-management chief. 
Surveys show the animals to be well 
scattered and foraging freely in 
areas normally covered by deep 
snow. “We may still get enough 
snow to bring the pack up to normal 
without undue harm to game,” 
Mohler stated. 

Oregon’s game agents report that 
the comparatively mild winter has 
favored deer and that the animals 
had a good reserve of fat to carry 
them over the critical period. Bar- 
ring severe late storms, the herds 
should pull through fine. 


Washington’s relatively mild winter, | 
Game Supervisor E. D. Hemstreet says, | 
has made ratio counts of deer difficult, 
but movement and condition of the herd 
are believed to be excellent.
